JHE * RIVER AND HARBOR JOB 
PASSED IN BOTH HOUSES. 
MAJORITIES OF TWO-THIRDS VOTE TO OVER- 
BIDE THE PRESIDENT’S OBJECTIONS— 
MANY ABSENTEES WHO MIGHT HAVE 
CHANGED THE RESULT— THE GREAT 
STEAL RUSHED THROUGH UNCEREMONI- 
OUSLY. 

Wasuineton, Aug. 2.—Great is the co- 
hesive power of plunder to keep Congressmen 
together. Appeals to Senators and Represent- 
atives to .be economieal, and to pay a decent 
regard to the demands of the people for care- 
ful legislation, have proved futile in the case 
of the bloated River and Harbor bill, and in 
spite of the veto of the President, and 
with a celerity that has characterized no 
other act of the present session the Congress 
has enacted the “steal” into a law without 
Executive approval. No one here except the 
q prominent framers of the monstrous measure 
could believe last night that the angry 
threats to pass it over the veto would be car- 


ried out. The belief that the House would re- 
verse its action appears to have been based 
upon altogether too high an estimate of the 
virtue of self-respect of the body. The men 
interested in the bill rushed up _ to 
the House this morning and _proceed- 
ed with evident satisfaction an little 
ceremony to signify their contempt for the 
Fresident’s ideas of public policy and economy 
in expenditures, Now that the bill is a law, 
many Republicans are heard expressing their 
indignation at the lack of loyalty shown for 
the President and at the failure of Representa- 
tives to be present and prevent the result ac- 
complished. A very few negative votes in the 
House and in the Senate would have turned 
the scale. Asit was, three or four Senators 
were made the instruments of the friends of 
the bill, and Representatives who could have 
stopped the bill in the House were absent 
when the vote was taken, 

lt was noticed this morning just after the 
Jouse convened that A. H. Stephens, of Geor- 
gia, seated in his perambulating chair, was 
wheeling himself about in the open space im- 
mediately in front of the Clerk’s desk. As the 
venerable Georgian never appears in the House 
uniess some matter in which he is inter- 
ested is coming up for consideration, and 
as he was known to be deeply concerned 
in the passage ot the Mississippi River appro- 
priation, the conclusion was at once jumped 
at that the Commerce Committee had per- 
fected its plans to pass the River and Harbor 
bill over the President’s veto and would call it 
up immediately. A further glance about the 
chamber rendered it apparent that the dictum 
of the Chairman of the Commerce Committee 
last night, that ‘‘all the friends of the 
bill must be here te-morrow,”’ had been 
heeded. Those who had watched the pro- 
ceedings of the House on the River and Har- 
bor bill from day to day saw at once that the 
“friends of the bill’ had rallied in sufficient 
numbers to insure its passage and were curious 
only to see just what that their tactics would 
be. They had not long to wait. Confident in 
the power of numbers, the units of which bad 
been carefully reckoned, Mr. Page rose as soon 
as the Journal had been read and called up 
the bill, stating that he had been directed by 
the unanimous vote of the Committee on 
Commerce to move to pass it notwithstanding 
the veto. Without a pause he moved the 
orevious question on the passage of the bill.

The announcement of the vote was greeted 
with a great clapping of hands and stamping 
of feet on both sides of the charaber, and im- 
nediately after members gathered together in 

roups to shake hands and excbange congratu- 
lations. The members of the Commerce Com- 
mittee appeared to be especially jubilant, and 
were warmly congratulated by the friends of 
the bill on their victory. An analysis of 
the vote shows that 71 Republicans, 47 Demo- 
crats, and 5 Greenbackers voted in the 
affirmative, and 29 Republicans, 29 Deme- 
crats, and 1 Greenbacker in the nega- 
tive. Forty-five pairs were announced. 
Comparing the vote to-day with that cast on 
last Wednesday on the question of agreement 
to the Senate amendments to the bill, it can 
be seen from whence the additional support 
necessary to pass the bill by a two-thirds vote 
was drawn to-day.

It became known in the Senate at 12:30 
o’clock that the House had passed the River 
and Harbor billover the veto. The news came 
with quite a wave of excitement, the House 
gallery audience transferring itself bodily to 
the gallery of the Senate, while at the same 
time there was an irruption on _ the 
floor of leading friends of the bill, who 
so disturbed the reading of the Sundry Civil 
bill that there were repeated demands from 
the Presiding Officer for order among those, 
who, by courtesy, were enjoying the privileges 
of the floor, At 1:45, when Mr. McPherson, 
Clerk of the House, appeared at the door with 
a roll of bills under his arm, half the Sen- 


ators were on their feet, Senators Miller, 
of New-York; Cameron, of Pennsylva- 
nia, and Sawyer standing near the 
door in earnest conversation. Old Mr. 


Bassett rushed across the chamber to take 
his place peside the House Clerk, and when 
there was a pause he made his usual comical 
duck of the head, announced a message from 
the House of Kepresentatives, and when Mr. 
McPherson had read off the titles of the 
papers he had brought, finishing up with the 
announcement that the House nad passed the 


bill over the veto of the President, Mr. 
Bassett trotted down to the desk with 
the bundle. In at the Senate door 


which faces the corridor by which it is 
approached from the House came Mr. 

iscock, Mr. Ketchum, Mr. Horr, Mr. 
Harris, of New-Jersey; Mr. Reagan, Mr.

The news- 
paper gallery, usually deserted save by half a 
dozen correspondents, was suddenly occupied 
in every tier. 


The expectant audience had not long to 
wait. Mr. McMillan moved to proceed to the 
consideration of the River and Harbor bill, 
which, he assured the Senate, could be passed 
without discussion. 
satisfied froma brief and hasty canvass that 
there were votes enough to make the billa 
jaw regardless of the President’s objections. 
Mr. Allison at first objected to  lay- 
ing the Sundry Civil bill aside, de- 
siring to finish it before anythin 
else was undertaken. Mr. Ingalls insisted 
that it was out of order to postpone, except to 
a day certain, but after Mr. Ferry had given 
an interpretation differing trom that ot Mr.

Mr. Biair, the second negative voter, was fol- 
lowed by Messrs. Brown, Butler, Call, and 
Camden, all of whom had voted yea before, 
and, as all have good slices of tie bill, all voted 
yea to-day. Mr. Cameron, of Pennsylvania, 
stood by the President, while Mr. Cam- 
eron, of Wisconsin, stuck to the bill 
so heavily freighted with appropriations 
for his State. Mr. Chilcott, who was weak 
enough to fall into the trap set for him, al- 
lowed himself to be paired with a Democratic 
Senator, Mr. Groome, thus giving the aflirma- 
tive a double advantage. Messrs, Cockrvll, 
Coke, and Conger, who voted for the bill on 
its first passage, repeated their aflirmative 
votes. Judge Davis stuck to his old vote and 
to the veto message. Mr. Davis, of West 
Virginia, voted yea, as he had before, 
but Mr. Dawes, who had voted against 
the bill on its original passage, — and 
who may have been glad of an opportunity to 
‘‘ get even’’ with the President, changed front 
entirely, voting yea, whereas he had voted no 
when the bill first passed. The next change 
was that of Mr. Jackson, whose vote was 
cast on July 12 against the bill, but was 
now cast against the veto and for the 
bill. The distinguishea successor of Mr. 
Conkling, who does not care enough for the 
Administration, apparently, to save it from 
mortification, repeated the blunder of Mr. 
Chilcott and allowed himself to be paired with 
Mr. Lamar, who has been absent almost the 
entire session. Messrs. Mabone and Morgan, 
who were present only a moment before the 
vote was taken, did mot answer at all. 
When the vote was taken on July 12, 
Mr. Morgan was paired with Mr. Hill 
of Georgia; to-day he refrained from voting, 
and his pair was turned over to Mr. Lapham, 
who had taken it without a word of protest. 
Down to the end of the roll-call the only 
changes in the vote from that of July 12 was 
the addition to the affirmative side of Mr. 
Voorhees, who was before an absentee. He 
to-day voted against the President’s veto. Mr. 
Plumb, who voted no before, paired to-day 
with Mr. Fair, of Nevada, who has not voted 
on the bill at all, having been absent for 
weeks. Fifty-seven Senators voted, 41 in 
the affirmative and 16 in the negative, thus 
giving the bill the benefit of 3 more votes 
than were needed to pass it.

THE SUNDRY CIVIL BILL, 
IT IS PASSED BY THE SENATE WITH MANY 
AMENDMENTS. 

Wasuinaton, ‘Aug. 2.—The Senate, be- 
ginning work on the Sundry Civil bill, keptat 
it until nearly 8:30 o’clock, when it passed it 
with many amendments, few of them for 
large amounts, but sufficieat in buik to swell 
the bill beyond the $25,000,000 reported 


by the Appropriations Committee. There 
were frequent discussions, but the five-minute 
rule operated to keep the talkers within 
bounds, Mr, Ferry made objection to strik- 
ing out a clause to require the Post Office De- 
partment to buy certain patented letter stamp- 
ing machines which have been on trial here 
for some time, and action was postponed. 
Mr. Hoar succeeded in adding $25,000 
for the purchase from Mr. Stevens, 
ot London, of the collection of manu- 
scripts left by Benjamin Franklin, 
and Mr. Voorhees obtained an appropriation of 
$20,000 for the Rochambeau papers, In the 
clause appropriating $15,000 to enable the 
Presinent to carry out the law to promote the 
efficiency of the civil service the word ‘‘ ra- 
form’ was stricken out, causing Mr. Van 
Wyck to ask for an explanation, and to ask 
whether it would be possible for this money 
to fall into the bands of the Republican 
Congressional Committee. On Mr. Dawes’s 
motion, the clause was amended so as to com- 
mit the Government to competitive examina- 
tions, Mr. Plumb securing a further amend- 
ment requiring attention to the proper distri- 
bution of places. Two hundred thousand dol- 
lars was appropriated to pay the letter car- 
riers under the law passed last week, which 
slightly increases the salaries of many of them,

ROUTED BY FIFTY ARABS 


A BRITISH OUTPOST ALARMED AND 
PUT TO FLIGHT. 

A COMPANY OF THE SIXTIETH RIFLES BADLY 
SCARED BY A RECONNOITRING PARTY 
—THE ENTIRE CAMP IN A PANIC—RUB- 
8IA REJOINS THE CONFERENCE—ENG- 
LAND’S DEMANDS ON THE PORTE. 

ALEexanpDriA, Aug. 2.—A scare took 
place last evening. There is a clump of trees 
on the Sweet Water Canal, about in the centre 
of the British line of outposts, which was 
guarded by a company of the Sixtieth Rifles. 

Men were duly posted there last evening and 

cautioned by Major-Gen. Alison as to the ne- 

eessity of maintaining absolute steadiness, and 
were ordered in the event of an attack in force 
to fall back in order on a barricaded house by 
the side of the canal. These instructions were 
apparently fully understeod, and the Gen- 
eral left satisfied. About 2 o’clock in the 
morning, the enemy suddenly appeared on the 
left of the outpost with infantry and cavalry. 
They had approached very rapidly and unob- 
served, and before the men had time to check 
their advance they charged the clump of trees 
ata great pace. The Rifles fired a single vol- 
ley, and then broke and ran along the bank of 
the canal. The outlook would seem to have 
been very defective, and, worse still, the re- 
treating troops neglected all the orders con- 
cerning arallying-point, and never stopped un- 
til they had reached the fortified water-works 
hill, about a mile distant. Four of the men 
even ran till they reached the camp, where 
they spread all sorts of ridiculous rumors— 
that they had lost all their comrades: had last 
seen Major Ward surrounded by the enemy, 
and similar nonsense. A company instantly 
moved forward to the bank of the canal. The 


enemy had apparently not followed the fugi- 
tives far, but had taken the rifles they had 
thrown away in their flight and secured their 
reserve of ammunition. 

Another account of the scare is as follows: 
Fifty mounted Arabs attacked the outpost. 
They approached under cover of the embank- 
ment of the canal, and had almost passed an 
advanced sentry before he observed them. He 
returned their fire, and then ran back un- 
harmed to the picket. There was some sharp 
skirmishing, and a number of shots were ex- 
changed, As it was impossible, owing to the 
darkness, to know the ferce of the enemy, the 
picket fell back to the pumping sta- 
tion, about 400 yards in the rear, and fired 
from there and succeeded in driving the 
enemy off. Four cempanies of the Thirty- 
eighth Regiment were sent to the pumping 
station, but the enemy had disappeared. They 
are supposed to have been Bedouins, A bat- 
talion of the Forty-sixth Regiment was sent to 
Ramleh this morning. 1t will occupy a com- 
manding position near the sea. The advanced 
picket of the Sixtieth Rifles consisted of only 
six men and a Corporal. 

The scare created a terribly indignant feel- 





ing througkout the British camp. The 
position they abundoned has been re- 
occupied, but it is clear that severe 
training in outpost duty will be 


required by some of the troops. Therunaway 
men of the Sixtieth Rifles have been placed 
under arrest. A harmiess demonstration 
against an exactly similar position occurred 
the previous night. The British outposts daily 
see some advance parties of Arabi Pasha’s 
force, but no general attack by the rebels is 
now considered likely for some time. Marines 
from the British men-of-war Inconstant, De- 
fence, and Invincible, landed at Gabari, and 
were conveyed by train to Meks, which they 
occupied. 

It is reported that Arabi Pasha has ordered 
the houses of obnoxious natives in Cairo to be 
burned. Nineteen natives who refused to rec- 
ognize the authority of Arabi Pasha have been 
sbhot.at Cairo. 

It is persistently rumored that Arabi Pasha 
intends to attack Alexandria with a large 
foree under Toulba Pasha. Admiral Sey- 
mour visited the Meks forts to-day. He went 
on te Lake Mareotis and observed Bedouins 
intrenching in the distance, 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 2.—The con- 
ference met to-day at the residence of Count 
Corti, the Italian Ambassador. 
Russian representative, and Said Pasha, the 
Turkish delegate, made declarations on behalf 
of their respective Governments.

While reserving liberty of action, 
events might render it necessary for England 
to accept co-operation of any power ready to 
give it. Lord Dufferin added: ‘* We also ec- 
cept the Sultan’s friendly aid. We are giad to 
be relieved of the uncertainty regarding the 
real intentions of the Sultan, caused by the 
decoration bestowed upon Arabi Pasha. We 
still require that a proclamation be issued 
mopeeee the authority of the Khédive and 
declaring Arabi Pasha a rebel.’’ The Ottoman 
plenipotentiaries made the following declara- 
tion: 

‘* We have taken note of the communications of 
Lord Dufferin and of each member of the Con- 
ference. Regarding the point that Eng- 
land is obliged to maintain troops in 
Rgypt im consequence of the inaction of 
the Porte, the Ottoman representatives are of 


opinion that action on the part of the Sultan would , 


be more practical and efficacious than action by 
Engiand. The assertion of inaction on the part of 
the Porte !s unfounded, as after the presenta- 
tion of the {identical note the Porte agreed to 
take part In the conference and to dispatch troops 
to Egypt. Secondly—The resolution of the Porte 
to Dispatoh troops to Heype was based upon the 
tenor of the identical note, and satisfied 
the powers; but the attitude adopted by 
England in  subordinating her acceptance 
of the arrival and co-operation of Turkish troops 
to the proclamation of Arabl Pasba as a rebel, 
is not in accordance with the satisfaction expressed 
by the powers. Thirdly—The Porte never declined 
the assistance of the powers to maintain the 
status quo, which was proved by Turkey accepting 
the conditions of the identical note relating to the 
future of KRgypt. Fourthly—Regarding the issue 
of a proclamation declaring Arab! Pasha a 
rebel, the Porte hopes the conference will 
approve of a proclamation being issued simul- 
taneously with the presence of Ottoman troops in 
Eaypt, in order to obtain an efficacious and prac 
tical result whenever disorders require the adoption 
of rigorous measures. As the proclamation isto ex- 
plain the situation and to impeach a subject of 
the Sultan, who was decorated at a moment when 
manifesting fidelity, it must derive its force from 
the immediate co-operation of imperial troops, 
whose absence at the promalgation would render 
the provisions of the proclamation barren of result 
and aggravate the present state of things. The 
conference will recognize in the Porte a sincere 
desire to restore order and to establish a loyal un- 
derstanding with the powers.” 

Lord Dufferin has sent another note to the 
Porte, insisting upon the issuance by the 
Porte of a_ proeclamation declaring Arabi 
Pasha a rebel, and stating that otherwise the 
landing of the Turkish troops in Egypt cannot 
take place. He still hopes that a proclamation 
will be made before, or at the moment of, the 
arrival of the Turkish troops in Egypt. Nine 
vessels, with arms and ammunition, provi- 
sions, and 1,800 troops will leave here on 
Thursday or Friday for Egypt. 

The Mussulman tradespeople in Stamboul at- 
tach labels bearing Arabi Pasha’s name to 
their goods. Articles thus ticketed sell readily. 
It is stated that Russia rejoined the conference 
on account of reassuring;explanations given by 
England. The Russian circular announcing the 
withdrawal of Russia from the conference 
states that as soon as England took action 
apart from the conference, Russia decided to 
withdraw. M. Onou, the Russian representa- 
tive, in announcing this decision of his Gov- 
ernment, expressed such friendly sentiments 
towar‘l the Porte that the latter was enabled 
to ask M. Onou to pics op them by remaining 
rather than quitting the conference.

Rome, Aug. 2.—1t issemi-officially confirmed 
that Count Corti, the Italian Ambassador, has 
been instructed to bring forward at the next 
sitting of the conference at Constantinople the 
proposal formulated by Italy for collective 
action in regard to the Suez Canal, subsequent 
to the invitation addressed to her by France 
and cm, gern in regard to joint action. The 
proposal provides tor the concurrence of all 
the powers, Turkey included, and stipulates 
that the collective action shall be restricted to 
a Police supervision of an exclusively naval 
character, in conformity with previously 
established regulations, it being reserved to 
the powers to concert upon other action, 
should the above measures be insufficient. 

BERLIN, Aug. 2.—It is reported that the 
powers are willing to leave the Egyptian ques- 
tion, as distinguished from the question of the 
Suez Canal, for arrangement between ‘Turkey 
and England, subject to the final assent of 
Europe. 

Lonpon, Aug 2.—The transport Calabria de- 
parted at 2:30 o’clock this afternoon for Alex- 
andria direct. Lieut.-Gen, Sir Garnet Wolse- 
ley is on board, 

In the House of Commons to-day Sir Arthur 
D. Hayter, Junior Lord of the Treasury, said 
the Government were without official informa- 
tion concerning the alleged misconduct of a 
company of the Sixtieth Rifles who were 
guarding a post on the Sweet-water Canal, 
but, according to private advices, the foremost 
picket, consisting of a Corporal and six men, 
was attacked by 100 Bedouins in the middle of 
the night. The picket retired, firing as it with- 
drew. There is no doubt, therefore, that the 
corporal and his six men did their duty and 
acted according to instructions. 

Midshipman De Chair, who was captured by 
the enemy whileconveying dispatches to Ram- 
leh, and who is held as a prisoner at Cairo, is 
17 years of age, and is a nephew of Lieut. Law- 
son, of the royal yacht Victoria and Albert. 

The manner in which the reserves are an- 
swering the call summoning them is consid- 
ered most satisfactory. To-day is the last day 
for joining their coiors. lt is believed that 
over 10,000 men will join, 

A dispatch from Port Said says: * British 
men-of-war strongly occupy the Suez Canal 
here at Ismailia and at Suez. All Europeans 
have lett Suez. Only four French men-of-war 
remain in Egyptian waters.” 

BomBay, Aug. 2.—Major-Gen. Sir Herbert 
Macpherson, the commander of the Indian con- 
tingent for Egypt, will embark at the end of 
the present week. 

Paris, Aug. 2.—A provisional administra-

M. de Lesseps telegraphs that he has made 
no protest against the entrance of British men- 
of-war into the Suez Canal, but he has pro- 
tested against infractions of the company’s 
regulations committed by two vessels after 
entering the canal. 

RAMLEH, Aug. 2—7:20 Evening.—The For- 
ty-sixth Regiment moved to the front to-day.

Lonpon, Aug. 3.—An official telegram from 
Alexandria says: ‘*The left front of the 
picket guard was driven in by Arabi Pasha’s 
cavalry on Wednesday morning.

Firing continued for some 
tine. Arabi’s men withdrew, and the post 
was reoccupied.

PRICES ON CHANGE TAKE AN UPWARD TURN 
— DISSATISFIED SHORTS. 

CxicaGo, Aug. 2.—Prices on Change took a 
most unexpected turn this morning. There had 
been a firmer feeling the two previous days, but 
very few were hopeful of seeing wheat quoted at 
$i and over. The most rapid changes were in cash 
wheat, which, opening at 9974 cents, three points 
higher than the closing prices of Tuesday, ad- 
vanced without a break until it touched $1 01K. 
September wheat sympathized and touched $1 00%. 
All other products on ’Change responded to 
the buoyancy, pork advancing $1 a barrel 
and oats reaching 40 cents. There were 
several influences at work to bring about. this 
rise. One was a general disposition to cover on 
the part of those who have been sellers since Au- 
gust wheat stood at $117. For several days the 
demand for cash wheat has been quite equal to 


the supply, notwithstanding the fact that ——— 
have been nearly double the average of similar 
periods in former years. One reason for this is the 
export demand, which has sprung up since wheat 
has fallen to a price at which it can be shipped 
abroad ata profit. Export trade was practically 
dead during the rule of corner prices. It is thought 
that present prices indicate real values, and even 
chronic bears are disposed to think that grain is as 
low as it oughtto be. Weather was another fac- 
tor. The rains of tne last week are said to have 
damaged Spring wheat and to have materially in- 
terfered with the harvesting and thrashing of Wia- 
ter wheat, and render it at least likely that re- 
ceipts will continue below the average. 

The Arbitration Committee to settle the deal on 
July wheat and oats was appointed this morning. 
President Dunham announced that his interest in 
the deal rendered it improper that he should exer- 
else the apeoiating power. Vice-President Mc- 
Henry accordingly exercised that function, naming 
the following: For wheat—E. Buckingham, H. 
Bauscher, Jr., F. S. Janes, P. B. Weare, and W. H. 
Goodnow. For oats—C, H. Adams, Cyrus Dupee, 
George Dickinson, P. B. McLowry, and C. L. Ray- 
mond. The appointments were confirmed by the 
Board of Directors, and the arbitrators will begin 
their sessions to-morrow at 3 o’clock. The Wheat 
Committee is the subject of bitterly unfavorable 
comment among the short brokers, some of them 
going so far as to recommend application to the 
courts for an injunction to restrain them from 
acting. The malcontents claim that McHenry is in- 
terested in the deal quite as much as Dunham, and 
was guite as unfit to appoint an impartial commit- 
tee. They say the persons appointed are conciu- 
sive proof of this. Mr. Buckingham isthe owner 
of elevators, a large capitalist, and a friend of P. 
D. Armour. Bauscher, Janes, and Weare, they 
say, have been mixed up in previous corners, and 
about the only one who is wholly  satisfac- 


tory is Mr. Goodnow. From such a com- 
mittee they expect nothing satisfactory, and 
they are gravely considering legal steps. The 


short brokers and speculators talk and seem 
to feel very bitterly toward their opponentsin the 
deal. The rule of the board regulating the ap- 
pointment of committees gives them an oppor- 
— which, they say, they will press forall it is 
worth. It comes within the committee’s power 
under the rule to bring charges against any mem- 
bers who shall appear to have been “guilty of re- 
porting any false or fictitious purchases or sales, 
or of any act of bad faith or attempt 
at extortion or other dishonorable or dis- 
honest conduct.” If the Board of Directors 
find the charges sustained they can suspend 
or expel by an affirmation vote of 12 members of 
the board. They claim that every stop of the dial 
which sent Spring wheat to $1 36, and July oats to 
60 cents, is enough proof of attempts to extort by 
making fictitious quotations. The plans of the dis- 
contented brokers have not been matured as yet, 
but it is safe to say that unless the committee shail 
agree upon a very low settling price the courts 
will be resorted to. 

On ’Change to-day the leading markets all 
showed increased strength. Grain was strength- 
ened by the wet weather and small receipts, the 
latter not being a necessary consequence of the 
former, as it generally requires a week or so 
to tell on receipts here after storms in the country, 
but this fact made some people all the more ner 
vous. They reasoned that the decrease of receipts 
is owing to a release of the pressure to deliver here 
in July, and that they will be still further reduced 
by the rains of the present week. There was a@ 
big export demand for Winter wheat and 
a good shipping inquiry for corn. Futures 
were higher, with some apprehensions that the 
shorts have oversold themselves for this mont. 
Barley was stimulated by the tearof damage by 
rainto the newcrop. Provisions went up rather 
sharply in sympathy with grain, there being also 
some suspicion that the stocks are much smaller 
than reported, although those of meats are stated 
to be light. The better shipping demand fer 
grain made frelghts irregularly strong. There 
was a general weakening in the afternoon, the 
higher prices of the regular session having brought 
out selling orders from parties on the sea-board. 
Moss pork closed 5 to 10 cents higher, lard 244 
cents higher, short ribs, 74g cents lower. Spring 
wheat closed firm at $1 01% bid, seller the month; 
red Winter wheat. 24% cents higher; regular wheat, 
14 to 46 cent higher; corn, 4 cent higher: oats, %4 
to 144 cents higher; rye, 44 to 1 cent higher; barley, 
2 cents higher.

Garrison told 

Raymond that if he did not at once marry his sister 

he would blow his brains out. Garrison displayed 

a revolver when he made the threat, and 

Raymond, fearing bodily injury, weut to Garri 

son’s house.

TORPEDO FRAOTICE. 
iNTERESTING EXAMINATION OF THE CLASS AT 
THE NEWPORT STATION. 


Newport, R. L, Aug. 1.—The first day’s ex- 
aminations and expcriments at the United States 
torpedo station, in connection with the graduation 
of the class under instruction since May 1, were 
successfully held to-day before the Board of Ex- 
aminers, comprising Commodore Alexander A. 
Semmes, President; Capts. Richard W. Meade and 

tobert L. Phythian, and Commanders J. A. Howell 
and James O. Kane. Mr. O, Kane was in the Class 
of 79 and Capt. Phythian was in that of ’80. Capt. 
J. O. Selfridge is in command of the station, and 
the members of the class are: Commanders Allen 
Vv. Reed, M, L. Tobnson, William Gibson, C. Wise, 
C. V. Gridley, and F, Morris; Lieuts. E. J. Strong, 
W. W. Rhodes, W. <A. Morgan, J. H. Dayton, R. B. 
Peck, E. P. McClelland, F. W. Nichols, C. W. 
Ruschenberger, N. J. K. Patch. 3. L. Hunsicker, C, 
E. Colahan, and B, Mellvaine; Masters J. C. Cre- 
Sap and W. C. Cowles, and Ensign C. J. Bousch. 


The board arrived at the station at noon and were 
received with a salute of 11 torpedoes. This salute 
was for show alone, and 1. was wholly a success. 
The torpedoes of 120r 15 pounds of powder in tin 
cases were placed only four feet under water. 
When exploded at that depti.a handsome column 
of water nearly 100 feet high was thrown into the 
Bir. ‘ho officers of the station and the class had 
prepared themselves with especial care for the ex- 
amination ordeal,.as the members of the board are 
well known in the Navy ana are experts in ord- 
nance and torpedo matters. 

After the usual official introductions had been 
made the examination began in _ torpedoes, 
which branch is under the direction of Lieut.-Com- 
mander Brodenar, assisted by Ensign John ‘I. New- 
ton. The questions were drawn by lot. Messrs, 
Cowles, Hunsicker, and Morgan explained the 
Whitehead torpedoes, The lay Haight torpedo 
and apparatus for its control were explained and 
demonstrated by Messrs, Cresap and Strong. 
Lieut, Colahan explained a method of defense for 
& Vessel against torpedo-boats and Whitehead 
torpedoes devised y Capt. Selfmndge. With 
this defense the enemy's torpedo will close 
the circuit of a suspended countermine before 
reaching dangerous proximity, and thus be 
“hoisted” by the explosion which he was active 
in bringing to pass. Mr. Ruschenberger explained 
the system of Gxfensive mines, radius of destruc- 
tive effect, &c. Lieut. Rhodes prepared and fired 
RB service 100-pounder torpedo from the gun- 
hoat Nina under way, and_hoisted his target, 
which wasa barrel. Lieut. Dayten prepared an 
Improvised = ges of 25 pounds, using such ma- 
terial as readily may. be found aboard a vessel. 
Lieut. Patch y»repared and fired a 75-pounder tor- 
pedo from a launch under headway. Master 
Bousch made ashot from the Nina with a towing 
torpedo and struck the target. 

Capt. Selfridge has successfully undertaken to 
Introduce gun-cotton which may be carried safely 
at sea in a wet conditon. He has devised a torpedo 
with that endin view, which has been approved 
and adopted. He exploded to-day while under 
way such a torpedo, containing 25 pounds of gun- 
cotton and suitable detonator. The explosion 
raisea mud in 10 fathoms of water, the 
depth of the torpedo being about eight feet. 
in view of the condition of the couztry’s Navy, 
this improvement in torpedo explosives will be of 
great advantage, as our shores can be defended 
only by torpedoes. There is no doubt that gun- 
cotton will soon displace powder for such purposes, 
This evening the class went on the gun-boat Nina, 
in the outer harbor, to try the effect of the torpedo 
search lights. The following is the apparatus used: 
A Brush ‘machine is wound to give three powerful 
lights of about 4,000 candle power, and furnish 
acurrent of electricity. On each side of the ves- 
sel, mounted on the rail, are two arc lights housed 
in against the weather and furnished with a motor 
gad shunt. Pach lamp revolves through an are 
of i80° by means of suitabie gearing connected 
tothe lamp. The lamps are in the same circuit 
vith a number of incandescent lamps which 
are distributed throughout the vessel, lighting 
the ward-room, engine-room, and berth-deck, as 
well as furnishing side and mast-head lights. The 
carbons in the are lights are displaced half diam- 
eter, so that the arc is presented to the bot- 
tom of che reflector. The are so placed 
I 3,000 eandles, and by this arrange- 

tration of light which would confuse 
ners and helmsmen is cut off.

THE PHILADELPHIA ALMS-HOUSE, 

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 2.—The Bulletin to- 
day publishes an article charging Major Ellis 
Phipps, Superintendent of the Alms-house—whose 
term of office will expire Sept. 1—with gross irrogu- 
larities in the purchase of supplies and materials 
for that institution. The article states that mem- 


bers of the board have said that bills for whick 
warrants had been drawn were not pald, but there 
was no dispesition to ingzire into or make known 
the cause of this, and expenditures were regularly 
ordered and warrants drawnand signed without 
uestion as to what became of them afterward. 
Vhen application was made by dissatisfied cred- 
itors they were told to apply to Major 
Phipps. The Board of Guardians were thus 
made cognizant of an apparent misuse of the 
elty’s money, but no action was taker in 
regard to the matter, and when questioned 
on the subject at different times each member had 
professed the utmost ignorance as to the Superin- 
tendent’s transactions. A quiet investigation 
brought ont the fact that there were many bills 
unpaid, and showed that large suras of money had 
been diverted from their iegitimate channel and 
private notes given !n payment for supplies fur- 
nished the house. But where the money went to 
no one ceuld tell. Most of the members asserted 
that Major Phipps, being financialiy embarrassed, 
had borrowed the warrants of contractors, which 
he was personally liable for, and, of course, would 
settle, so that they could not be held responsible 
for sums due contractors. They insist that tho 
whole matter is a private one, with which they have 
nothing to do, and decline to say much about the 
affair. The article specifies a number of bills due, 
ranging in amounts from $300 to $11.000, and mak- 
ing a total of many thousands of dollars. In each 
instance, it says, Majer Phipps’s private note is 
held, and the books show that for all goods pur- 
chased warrants have been drawn and given 
to the Superintendent for paymont. What be- 
came of the money is a mystery.

NORTH-WESTERN CROPS. 

Sioux Ciry, Iowa, Aug. 2.—The Daily 
Journal has crop reports from North-western 
Iowa. Northern Nebraska, South-eastern Min- 
nesota, and South-eastern Dakota. The 
reports, without exception, show that 


the small grain creps are very fine. Oats, espe- 
cially, will make a big crop. Wheat will 
give a big average and in good condl- 
tion. Barley, rye. and flax are not so _ fa- 
vorable, many localities having given but little 
attention to these grains. Flax was mostly 
sown on low, wet ground, and on new 
breaking, but where these crops received 
proper attention they are reported excol- 
lent. Interest in this immediate locality centres 
in the cern crop, which comprises 90 per cent. of 
the grain crop. Although late it {s coming for- 
ward rapidly under the influence of favorable 
weather. and nothing but unusually heavy and 
early frosts will prevent a good yield in nearly 
every quarter from which reports have been re- 
ceived. Potatoes will be a heavy orop.,

A WONDERFUL ESCAPE. 
A HOUSE FULL OF PEOPLE STRUCK BY LIGHT- 


NING AND NO ONE KILLED. 
From the Reading (Penn.) Times, Aug, 2. 

A party of Reading people, pleasure-seekers 
at Cape May Point, had a frightfel experience on 
Saturday last. The party consisted of Mr. and 
Mrs. A. K. Stauffer and family, Misses Annie and 
Lou Stewart, Misses Anna and Belle Ebur, Miss 
Mary Hiester, and Miss Bessie Stevens, of Reading, 
and Miss Nellie Galt, of Pottsville. The following 


letter from one of the young ladies describes their 
remarkable escape: 


Dear P——: Mr. 8., as you are aware, was in 
Reading on Saturday, when the dreadful event, 
which I will try to describe, befell us. There were 
five of us in the parlor reading; Annie and Belle 
E. were in the next room, a bedroom; Mrs. 8., 
with the children, was on the second story, nap- 

ing, or at least trying to do so, and the girl was 
Bxine up the dining-room. It had rained in tor- 
rents fora jong time, and lightened and thundered 
also; but all of asudden there came a fearful flash 
and crash,and we were struck perfectly dumb 
with fear. We all went into Annie and Belle’s 
room, and stood completely awed; it was filled 
with smoke and the smell of brimstone. Annie 
was right by the window, sitting on the bed, when 
the stroke came. The window was completely 
shattered, the shutter taken off, and the glass 
smashed. The frame struck Annie as it fell, but 
she miraculously escaped anjery. Belle was further 
baek on the bed, and was also unhurt. Annie and 
Belie were like statues; I thought Annie was 
struck, but it was only fright, and she soon re- 
covered herself and became quite self-possessed 
but Belle was like one insane; she walked abou 
and wrung her hands in the most frantic manner, 
and Nell was seized with hysterics. Little Keim's 
arm was numbed, but by rubbing and bathing it 

ot all right again. Wesent fora physician for 

Nell, and in about an hour’s time she becamer her- 
self again. It was a fearful experience, and one 
which I trust we may never be called upon to pass 
through a second time. 

But the lightning did not strike in this one place 
only; it seemed to pass all around the cottage. 
The dining-room wall was knocked down, a lamp 
upset on the floor, and dishes strewn in all direc- 
tions; the window was sh apna demolished, 
and the girl was standing within one foot of where 
the flash passed through. It is certainly miracu- 
Jous how she eseaped alive, but she was not even 
stunned, although she was thrown down by _ the 
shock. The kitchen took fire, the lightning hay- 
ing struck the stove, but by the thoughtfulness and 
bravery of Wirt the flro was extinguished, 
and we were saved from injury in that way. 
Two rooms in the back building, second floor, 
had all the wall knocked down anda the roof partly 
taken off. Indeed, there was not one room in the 
entire house that was not touched, and yet no one 
was hurt. We all feel most thankful to a kind 
Providence, I assure you. Every one has been 
very kind, and many came to examine the ruins 
and offer their services. Wirt went fora carpen- 
ter, who immediately fixed things in such a way as 
to make it safe for us to stay. Jp a fow days every- 
thing will be made right. We all felt like going 
home at once, but soon got ever that feeling. We 
are guite jolly again and are considered a very in- 
teresting crowd. Onall sides we hear ourselves 
called the ‘* lightning-struck party.’’ Most loving- 
ly yours.

THE ALEXANDRIA RIOTS. 

The chief mate of the steam-ship Bifrost, 
about 1,000 tons register, which arrived at Dover 
on Monday with a cargo of cotton-seed from Alex- 
andria, gives tho following account of the massa- 
cre which eccurred at that town on Sunday, the 
lith of June, and of which he was an eye-witness. 
He says: ‘Our vessel, with one or two others, 
was lying alongside the quay in the harbor at 
Alexandria. We were discharging a cargo of 
deals, In the morning I went out with one of the 
officers for a ride on horseback, and returned to 
the town about 2 o'clock in the afternoon. At 
that time everything appeared to be quiet in the 
town. <About 8 o’clock we suddems noticed 
batches of Arabs running about the town brand 
ishing sticks, with which they attacked every Eu- 
ropean they came across, beating them {n the 
most horrible and cowardly manner until they had 
killed their victims. One gentleman, who hed 
taken refuge on board our vessel, afterward went 
to see two of his friends who had Leen taken to 
the hospital, but they were so terribly mutilated 
that one of them ho could only recognize by a 
button on his coat, and the other by a part of his 
mustache, the skulls of the unfortunate victims 
being completely battered In. Wesaw one Greek 
marine running for his life down the street toward 
the quay in the hope’of getting on board one of the 
English vessels. He was followed by a large crowd 
of Arabs, who were carrying sticks. They had eyi- 
dently been chasing him some timo, for the poor 
fellow twas nearly exhausted. On reaching the 
quay he found the gate closed, and he tried to scale 
it, but before he had time to do so some of the 
Arabs reached him and knocked him down. Some 
one opened the gate, and the Greek manaced to 
regain his feet and run toward the quay, but one 
of the Egyptian soldiers stabbed him with a 
dagger, anc he then ran into the atreet again, 
where he was overpowered by the Arabs. The 
man presented a very ghastly Spustennes. His 
face was battered, and his elnthes, which were 
very much torn, were covered with blood. The 

enerai belief was that the soldiers and Police 

illed more people than the Arabs. One gentle- 
man we had on board told us of a family woo had 
been taken to the Police station for shelter, but 
were shortly afterward found there murdered. 
We heard of other cases of this character. Wo 
took several families om board, our deck being 
crowded with them. At night we moored off the 
quay, and took every precaution in case of an at- 
temptto board us. We had anumber of Arabs 
employed discharging our cargo. Assoon as thoy 
heard the ory that an ettack was being made on 
the Europeans they left thelr work like one man, 
and selzed on anything they could lay hold of which 
would serve as @ woapon, and ran up into the 
town. We transferred a great many of the refu- 
gees to other vessels, but had about 80 passengers, 
including children, when we left Alexandria. Wo 
disembarked the greater partof them at Malta, 
bringing about 20 on to Dover. Ono gentleman, 
whose farally we bad on board, bad follen a victim 
in tho massacre. Besides decapitating him they 
had mutilated him in the most barbarous imanner,”’ 

FISH FOR LOND ON, 
From the London Tslegraph. 

Atlength there isa reasonable probability 
that a vastly increased supply of fish will bo poured 
into the metropolis through the new river-side 
market which isto be opened at Shadwell. Yos- 
terday the House of Jords consented to tho with- 
drawal of the two indefensible clauses which had 
been added by a select committee of its own to 
the Shadwell Fish Market bil after it had left the 
House of Commons. It must have been obvious 
at a glance to any reflecting mind that these two 
unjust clauses could not be permitted to stand, 
To begin with, the Corporation of London in Its 
defense of Billingsgate isa house divided against 
itself. The motion in favor of presenting the cor- 

oration’s petition against the Shadwell Market 

{ll was only carried in the Court of Common 
Council by a majority of 1, and tho motlon in 
favor of demanding compensation for Billingsgate 
from Shadwell, in the event of tho eastern market 
being established, was absolutely rejected by the 
same tribunal. It is impossible to feel any sym- 
pathy with a corporation which, despite the 
srowing menaces of public opinion, has stuck to 

ilingsgate 20 years after its condemnation 
had been emphatically pronounced by every 
one capable of expressing a weighty opinion upon 
the subject. The fact is that Biliingsgate was all 
Vory well for its purpose when the metropolls was 
small; but for the last 50 years the enormous traffic 
upon shat portion of the river called the “Upper 
Pool” forbade steamers and sailing vessels to reach 
the only fish market in London without the great- 
est inconvenience. The corporation, however, 
may console themselves by the reflection that, 
even if Billingsgate Is disestablished aa a 
fish market, it may be turned to equally 
lucrative account for other purposes, Un- 
der any olrcumstances, the sito 1s Valuable 
almost beyond calculation, and Mr. W. H. Qlad- 
stone was quite right when he stated in the House 
of Commons that the corporation would not be 
losers by the passage of the Shadwell Market Dill. 
In the meanwhile itis satisfactory to learn from 
Prof, Huxley and Mr. Spencer Waipole that the 
ocean teems with fish, whioh can be sold at prices 
within the reach of the poorest classes, and that, 
despite the compiaints about over-trawling, the 
North Sea, wheuee three-fourths of our fish sup- 

lies come, js, in Mr. Waipole’s words, ‘' practi cal- 
y inexbaustible.”

GETTING RiD OF SMOKE. 
From the London Times, 

The distribution of prizes and awards in 
connection with the recent Smoke Abatement Ex- 
hibition at South Kensington took place at Grosve- 
nor House, under the Presidency of the Duke of 
Westminster, on Friday afternoon, There was a 
large attendance. His Grace, in opening the pro- 
ceedings, said that tho exhibition, although, per- 
haps, not so interesting as flower or cattle shows, 


had been very satisfactory. It had been visited by 
no fewer than 116,000 persons. The question of an 
open grate was an unsettled one, but he regarded 
the desideratum to be a grate which should be suf- 
ficiently open to show a bright fire, which should 
be smokeless, and which should secure economy of 
fuel. That result had, however, not yet been com- 
pietely attained, but when it was realized the 
question would arise as to whether it should 
not be made compulsory. Mr. Ernest Hart, as 
Chairman of the Smoke Abatement Exhibition 
Committee, said that the exhibition was an inter- 
esting one, and that so numerous and various were 
the kinds of apparatus as to necessitate about 
1,000 applications of the tests, The experiments 
were conducted by Prof. Chandler Roberts and 
Prof. Franklin as to the economy of fuel, &c. The 
exhibition had shown that smokeless kitchens were 
possible and could be fitted to any house. The 
consumption of gaseous fuel afforded the most 
promising solution of the problem how to relieve 
cities from the nuisance of smoke. The commit- 
tee had decided, if they could find sufficient sup- 
port from the public, to form an institute, among 
whose objects would be to promote the better 
utilization of coal and coal products—to determine 
practically and selentifically the moans actually 
available for heating houses as at present 
constructed without producing smoke, by en- 
abling the committee to examine the sub- 


ject generali d report for pubiic in- 
formation. ‘After Mr. Henty Phillips had givan a 


report of the success of the Manchester Smoke 
Abatement Exhibition, Lady Grosvenor presented 
the awards and prizes, the special Dix Siemans:prize 
of 100 guineas for the best utilization of coal being 
divided and awarded tothe Dowson Economic Gas 
Company (limited) and the Falkirk Iron Company, 
while the ladies’ prize of 50 guineas for the best 
smoke-preventing coal-burning kitehener was di- 
vided between Constantine and tbe 
Eagle Range Company, and presented by 
Miss Shaw-Lefeyre. Prof. Abel then moved 
the following resolution: “That {it is desir- 
able that the work thus far carried on by the 
Smoke Abatement Committee be continued, and 
for that — a Smoke Abatement Institute be 
formed.’ r. Norman Lockyer seeonded the mo- 
tion, and said that there were numerous points of 
view in which the country might derive great ben- 
efits from the removal of the smoke, and amon 

them scientific benefits. It was part of his officia 
work to observe the sun, but, owing to the smoky 
atmosphere which we had almost always over 
London, he could only perform his inspection once 
a week, and often once amonth only. He believed 
also that a sunless place was a joyless place. The 
motion was carried, and a vote of thanks was 
passed to the Duke of Westminster for presiding.

CATHOLIC TOTAL ABSTINENCE UNION. 

Sr. Paur, Minn., Aug. 2.—The twelfth an- 
nual conference of the National Catholic Total 
Abstinence Union began its session here to- 
day, the Rey. Father J. B. Cotter 
presiding. Five hundred and _ninety-one 
votes were represented, indicating an equal 
number of subordinate unions. The report 
of the General Secretary snows nearly 85,000 mem- 
bers in the organization. Tbe reports of department 
Presidents indicate great progress in the work of 
temperance reform, Nearly every large city in the 
country is represented in the convention. Letters 
were rceelved from nearly all the leading 
Catholic dignitaries, petading severai Archbishops 
and many Bishops, all heartily indorsing the tem- 
perance movement. Cardinal McCloskey was rep- 
resented by proxy. The blessing of the Pope, here- 
tofore conferred, was continued. Bishop Ireland 
made atwo hours’ address, in whieh he declared 
that the woes of the people of Ireland were mostly 
brought about by intemperance, and that if they 
could be made temperate, and kept so for 15 years, 
they could buy out the entire {sland with the money 
they would otherwise spend for drink. To-nighta 
torch-light procession and a public reception were 
given.

THREATS OF ANOTHER RAILROAD WAR. 

Cuicaco, Aug. 2.—Complaints have been 
made here that the LBoston railroad lines 
are billing California freight to Chicago 
at Western rates, instead of at the 
full agreed proportion of California rates, 
and that this froight is billed for California as 
coming from the East at the proportion of the Call- 
fornia rate from here on, thus making a reduc- 
tion in the rate on first class freight of the 
difference between 60 cents and $1 82 per 100 
pounds, which difference {s supposed to be 
used as a rebate. This has been practiced 
by all the Boston lines, except the Penn- 
sylvania; at least this is charged by the 
Southern Paciflo lines. By this arrangement it is 
claimed that the Southern Pacific lines have been 
cheated ont of a large share of the business 
through improper billing and the non-maintenance 
of the tariff rates by the Northern overland lines. 
To meet this the Southern lines now threaten 
to bill California freight in the same 
way by way of St. Louls and other 
points, thus inaugurating a freight war between the 
Atlantica and Pacific coasts. If this threat ia exe- 
outed, all California business will be taken at West- 
ern instead of through rates, which would exclude 
the lower classes of California freight from rail car- 
riage. Commissioner Fink has called on the Iines 
to discontinue the practice at once. 
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WOMAN SUFFRAGE 1N OHIO, 
CoL_umpusg, Ohio, Aug. 2.—The Woman’s 
Suffrage State Convention had a moderate attend- 
ance to-day, with several prominent women from 
different parts of the country. Mr. Gldeon T. 
Stewart, of Norwalk, presided, and a State associa- 
tion was organized as follows: President—Gideon 
T. Stewart: Vice-President—Mrs. M. VY. Langley, 
of Cincinnati; Recording Seerctary—Miss Kato 
I. Kelsey, of Elyria; Corresponding Secre- 
tary—Miss Ada Langley, of Cinciunati; Treas- 
urer—Mrs. LElizabet Colt, of Columbus; 
The constitution and by-laws of 1889 were adopted 
with resolutions setting forth that suffrage fol- 
lows taxation, and Inviting the co-operation of 
all, irrespective of party. It was decided 
to organize the State by counties and 
townships, in the same way as is done by other 
political pertes.

THE INCOME TAX SUIT AGAINST 
MR. TILDEN. 

ITS DISMISSAL PROBABLE-—THE GOVERN- 
MENT’S COUNSEL TO DECIDE WHAT 
COURSE SHALL BE PURSUED. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2,—The income tax case 
of the United States against Samuel J. Tilaen 
has been for some time under consideration by the 

Secretary of the Treasury and the Attorney-Gen- 

eral. It is understood that some of the counsel en- 

gaged initare desirous of having it dismissed, for 
the reason that they would be pecuniarily bene- 
fited by such a disposition of it. The following is 


the substance of a recent correspondence on the 
subject between Secretary Folger, Mr. Eawards 
Pierrepont, special counsel, and the Attorney- 
General: 

On the 23d of May last Secretary folger ad? 
dressed a letter to Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue Raum, in which he said: ‘* You have placed be- 
fore me a letter from the Hon. Edwards Pierrepont 
and one from the United States Attorney at New- 
York City, in the matter of the suit of the United 
States against Samuel J. Tilden. It isa case that 
should not be brought to trial without a reasonable 
prospect of success. It is one also, in which, if 
there is no reasonable prospect of success, 
there should be no attempt to try it, 
nor should any terms be insisted upon or 
sought upon throwing it up. Of course, 
lintend to place upon the counsel for the Goy- 
ernment the responsibility of advising as to the 
prospect of success, or rather | intend to leave 
that responsibility upon them, as of right it be- 
longs there, and I suppose you have given to 
counsel all the facts that you are able to supply. 
It is for counsel to determine and advise whether 
they are enough to warrant the trial of the snit. 
If they furnish a fair prospect of success on a trial, 
it should be had at once. If they do not, the case 
should be discontinued. It is due to the citizen 
that he be brought to trial, or that he 
be freed from the expectation of it, and if there 1s 
not enough in the facts to refuse him the latter it 
does not seem to me just or worthy of the Govern- 
ment that it exact or take from him a price for the 
privilege.”” On the 20th of July Mr. Edwards 
Pierrepont, special counsel. wrote a letter to the 
Attorney-General in which he recited. the proceed- 
ings whieh had been: had with a view to a settle- 
ment of the case, and urged the subjeet upon the 
Attorney-General’s attention. Mr. Tilden’s coun- 
sel, he said, were entitled to some kind of deci- 
sion in order that they might know how to act. 
The pending question, as he understood it, 
was whether the ease should be daismissed 
with or without costs. On the 2st of 
July Attorney-General Brewster, to whom 
Secretary Folger had referred the papers relating 
to the suit, returned them to the latter with a com- 
munication, in which he said that he would not un- 
dertake to review the case, as he could not express 
his conclusions and convictions upon the subject 
more plainly and directly than Secretary Folger had 
expressed them in his letter to Commissioner 
Raum. He fully eoncurred in all the Secretary had 
said in that communication, and thought that the 
last sentence contained therein laid down the rule 
which should govern the caso. He was positively 
opposed, as a point of principle and integrity 
of Governmental action. to the prosecution 
of such cases when they ought not to 
be prosecuted, and to the exaction 
from the defendant of money to pay the fees of 
the Government counsel as a condition of discon- 
tinuance. Such a course would be beneath the 
dignity of the Government and would lead to cor- 
rupt practices of the worst kind, by enabling the 
legal officers of the Government to institute suits 
which ae could not maintain and then compro- 
mise them by exacting large sums of money from 
the defendants—selling peace to them as a pur- 
chasable commodity. Secretary Folger, on the 25th 
of July, wrote to the Attorney-General acknowl- 
edging the receipt of the above letter, and say- 
ing that Mr. Pierrepont had been made acquainted 
with the contents of his (Secretary Folger) letter 
to Commissioner Raum. He added that, in his 
judgment, it was only neceseary that the Attorney- 
General should inform the United States Attorney 
at New-York City and Mr. Pierrepont that the De- 
partment of Justice and the Treasury Department 
concurred in the views expressed in that 
letter, and that it was for counsel and 
the court to say what should be 
done with the ease according to the court’s rules 
and practice. Onthe 26th of July the Attorney- 
General advised the counsel of the Government in 
New-York of the concurrence of the Treasury De- 
partment and the Department of Justice In the 
views set forth in Secretary Folger’s letter to 
Commissioner Raum, and instructed them, in ac- 
cordance with the suggestion of Secretary Folger, 
that it was for them and the court to decide what 
disposition should be made of the case. 
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THE TEXAS PACIFIC LANDS. 

A VOTE BY THE HOUSE JUDICIARY COMMIT- 
TEE IN FAVOR OF FORFEITURE. 
Wasuineton, Aug, 2.—The House Commit- 
tee onthe Judiclary to-day further discussed the 
resolution submitted by Mr. Knott, of Kentucky, 
declaring forfeited the lands granted by Congress 
tothe Texas Pacific Railroad Company, and pro- 
viding for their restoration to the publio domain. 
There was only one member who opposed the 
passage of the resolution, and the discussion, 
which took a very wide range, developed the fact 
that the conclusions of members in favor of de- 


claring the forfeiture were based upon various 
constructions of the granting act. It appears that 
the phraseology of the act is almost Identical 
with that of the Northern Pacific act, hence 
members who voted against the forfeiture 
of the lands granted to the latter company 
and in favor of forfeiting those granted to the 
Texas Pacitlo, necessarily place a different con- 
struction upon the law from that put upon it by 
the members who have advocated tho forfeiture of 
all the lands granted to these roads which have 
not been earned. With the excoption mentioned, 
however, the committee were all of epinion that 
the Jands granted to the Texas Pacific Company 
should be declared forfeited, and when a vote was 
reached, the Knott resolution was adonpted—yeas 
10, nays 1. It was then decided that the committee 
should meet again to-morrow for the purpose of 
giving members an opportunity to present state- 
ments of their respective views on the subject. 
At yesterday's meee the committee, when 
Mr. Newell applied to be heard, Mr. Townshend, 
of Ulfmole, moved ** That J.J, Newell be permitted 
to subrmit thestatement which he desires to make, 
showing his reasons why tho grant of the Texas 
Pacifico Road should be forfeited and in explana- 
tion of the charges made by him that the graut 
was obtained by fraud, and is consequently void." 
Mr, Robinson, of Massachusetts, moved to post- 
pono the hearing indefinitely. A decision was de- 
manded, snd the latter motion was udopted.

LAWYERS’ FEES REDUCED. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—The Department of 
Justico has been informed by A. Q. Keasbey, United 
States Attorney for the District of New-Jersoy, 
that Judge Nixon has dispesed of the Lewis will 
case,and that hoe signed the decree on July 21, 
Judge Nixon made tho following reductions in the 
fees of Commissioners and counsel: Executors’ 
Commissioners, $18,254 78; Executors’ counsel, 
$17,500; United States counsel, $15,000, making a 
total reduction of $50,754 78. He added $700 for 


counsel fees to the attorneys of the city of Hobo- 
kon, prosented since the report. With these changes 
the repert was confirmed and the decree made.

NAVAL INTELLIGENCE. 
COURT-MARTIAL CASES-—-THE ACCIDENT TO 
THE DALE. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—The Navy Depart- 
ment is informed that the monitor Nantucket 
sailed from Annapolis to-day for Norfolk. 

Sergt. John Coffey, of the Marine Corps, was 
convicted before a general court-martial of neg- 
lect of duty, and sentenced to be reduced to the 
grado of Corporal, to be restricted to the limits of 
the Boston Navy-yard for two months, and to per- 
form two hours’ extra guard duty daily for one 


month. Secretary Chandler, in passing upon this 
case, approved the sentence, except the part re- 
guiring the prisoner to perform extra guard duty, 
which is remitted for the reason that the imposi- 
tion of extra hours of guard duty asa pen: is 
inconsistent with the importance of such service, 
and tends to degrade that honorable and responsi- 
ble duty of the soldier. The Secretary says that 
extra duty of that character should not under any 
circumstances be imposed as a punishment. 

In the course of a recent t~ial at Boston bya 
naval court-martial of a United States marine 
charged with drunkenness while on duty, the 
Judge-Advocate of the court was called as a wit- 
ness, and during his examination the junior mem- 
ber of the court acted as Judge-Advocate. In 
reviewing the record and finding in the case, the 
Secretary of the Navy disapproves the action of the 
court in requiring one of its members to perform 
duty as Judge-Advocate, and says: *“*The power 
to relieve or appoint a member or Judge-Advocate 
of a court being vested in the convening autbority 
alone, courts-martial are not authorized to appoint 
or assign a member or other person to duty as 
Judge-Advocate. The examination of the Judge- 
Advoeate as a witness should, if possible, be 
avoided; but, in cases where his testimony is 
deemed important and necessary, it should be re- 
corded by the clerk or reporter, and, in the absence 
of a clerk or reporter, the Judge-Advocate should 
record his own bye ag = 

The Secretary of the Navy has received a report 
from Commander P. F. Harrington, commanding 
officer of the United States training ship Dale, giv- 
ing an account of the collision of that vessel with 
the Cornelius Grinnell in New-York Harbor 
yesterday afternoon. Commander Harrington says 
that the accident was due to asudden shifting of 
the wind and the failure of the ship to stay in the 
strong ebb tide out of East River. The damage 
to the Daie was slight, and she has been ordered to 
proceed on her cruise. 

The monitor Montauk was put in commission 
yesterday at the Washington Navy-yard.

THE REBEL COMMANDER’S ACCOUNT oP

advised that I address a note to Gen. Grant, pro: 
posing the appointment of Commissioners to ar 
range terms of capitulation. The following, hav 
ing been read tothe council and approved, was 
sent to Gen. Grant under a flag of truce, by the 
hands of Major-Gen. J. S. Bowea, on the morning 


of the 3d: 
Vickspure, July 3, 1863. 
Major-Gen. Grant, Commanding United States Forces 
Near Vicksburg, Miss.: 

GENERAL: I have the honor to propose to you an 
armistice or ——,hours, with a view to arramge terms 
for the capitulation of, Vieksburg. To this end. if 
agreeable to you, I will appoint three Commission- 
ers to meet a like number to be named by yourself 
at such place and hour to-day as you may find con- 
venient. I make this proposition to save the fur- 


‘ther effusion of blood, which must otherwise be 


shed to a frightful extent, feeling myself fully able 
to maintain my position for a yet indefinite period. 
This communication will be handed you under 2 
flag of truce by Major-Gen. Join S. Bowen. Lam, 
General, very respectfully, your obedient servant, 
JOHN C. PEMBERTON, 
Lieutenant-Generai Commanding. 

In due time the following reply was handed to 
me: 

HEAD-QUARTERS DEPARTMENT OF THE TENNESSEE, { 

NEAR VicksBurG, July 3, 1863. § 

Lieut.-Gen. John C. Pemberton, Comrmaanding Con- 
Jederate Forces, &¢.: r 

GENERAL: Your note of this date is just received 
proposing an armistice for several hours for the 
purpose of arranging terms of capitulation through 
Commissioners to be appointed, &c. The useless 
effusion of blood you propose stopping by this 
course can be ended at any time you may choose by 
an unconditional surrender of the city and garrison, 
Men who have shown so much endurance and 
courage as shown now in Vickburg will always 
challenge the respect of an adversary, and I can 
assure you wiil be treated with all the respect due 
to prisoners of war. Ido not favor the proposi- 
tion of appeinting Commissioners to arrange the 
terms of capitulation, beeause I have no terms 
other than those indicated above. {am, General, 
very respectfully, your obedient servant, 

U. 8S. GRANT, Major-General. 

I at once expressed to Gen. Bowen my deter- 
mination not to surrender unconditionally. He 
then stated thai Gen. Grant would like to have an 
interview with me if I was so disposed, and would 
meet me ata designated point between the two 
lines at 8 P. M. that day. I was not aware that the 
suggestion had originated with Gen. Bowen, but 
acceded to the proposed meeting at the joint re- 
quest of my four division commanders. On reach- 
ing the place appointed, accompanied by Major 
Gen. Bowen and Col. Montgomery, then tempor- 
arily serving on my personal staff, I found Gen. 
Grant and a number of his Generals and other 
officers already arrived and dismounted. To the 
General himself—with whom my acquaintance 
dated as far back as the Mexican war—as weil as 
to several of the group who scrrounded him, f was 
formally introduced by Gen. Bowen. 

After a few remarks and inguiries on either side. 
& pause ensuec, which was prolonged on my part - 
in expectation that Gen. Grant would introduce 
the subject the diseussion of which I supposed te 
be the object of our meeting. Finding that he did 
not do so Isaid to him that I understood he had 
expressed a wishito' have a personal interview 
with me. He replied thathe hed not. I wasmuchk 
— and, turning to Gen. Bowen, remarked: 
‘Then there is a misunderstanding. I certainly 
understood differentiy.”” The matter, however, 
was satisfactorily explained te me in a few words, 
the mistake, no doubi, haying been entirely my 
own. Again addressing Gen. Grant, I said: ‘In 
your letter this morning you state that you have no 
other terms than an unconditional surrender.” He 
answered promptly, **I haveno other.” To this Ire- 
joined: ‘* Then, Sir, it is unnecessary that you and I 
should hold any further conversation; we will go to 
fighting again at once,” and I added, “‘Ican assure 
you, Sir, you will bury many mors of your men be- 
fore you will enter Vicksburg.” Gen. Grant did 
not, as Badeau represents, reply, ** Very well,’’ nor 
did he “turn off.” He did not change his position, 
nor did he uttera word. The movementto with- 
draw, so farasany movement was made, was on 
my part. and was accompanied by the remark that 
if he (Gen. Grant) supvosed I was suffering for 

rovisions he was mistaken; that Ihad enough to 
ast me for an indefinite period, and that Port 
Hudson was better supplied than Vicksburg. Gen. 
Bowen made ne suggestion whatever in regard to 
a consultation between any parties during this in- 
terview, as he is represented to have done by 
Badeau. But Gen. Grant did at this time propose 
that he and I should step aside, and on my as- 
senting, he added thatif I had no objection he 
would take with him Gens. McPherson and 
A. Jd. Smith. 1 replied certainiy, and that 
Gen. Bowen and Col. Montgomery would accom- 
pany me. Gen. Grant then suggested that these 
gentlemen withdraw and see whether on consulta- 
tion they eould not arrive at some satisfactory ar- 
rangement. It will be readily understood that I 
offered no objection to this course, as it was in 
fact a withdrawal py Gen. Grant from the position 
he had so unaualifiedly assumed, to wit, uneon- 
ditional surrender, and it really submitted, as I 
had desired it should, the discussion of the ques- 
tion of terms to a commission, although that com- 
mission was now necessarily an impromptu one, 

Pending the interchange of views by the officers 
named, Gen. Grant and I remained apart from 
them, conversing only upon topics that had no 
relation to the important subject that brought us 
together. The terms which this commission agreed 
to propose were in the main those that were after- 
ward proffered by Gen. Grant and eventually 
accepted by me. During this discussion I stated 
to him that as he declined to appoint Commission: 
ers when invitea to doso by me. it was now his 
part to propose the terms. He agreed to this and 
sald I should hearfrom him by 10P. M. When 
about to part I notified Gen. Grant that I held my: 
self in no manner pledged to any agreement, but 
should consult my division and brigade comma 
der. Hereplied that I must understand him in the 
like manner, and that he too should consult his 
corps commanders. With this our interview 
ended. : 

Mr. Badeau’s statement is a misrepresentation 
of the facts as they occurred, and whether inten- 
tional or otherwise, conveys a false impression to 
his readers. If he was present at the interview, he 
knows; if he was absent, he could readily have 
ascertained that after Gen. Grant’s verbal deciara- 
tion that he had no terms other than unconditional 
surrendér, ali suggestions and al! overtures look- 
ing to terms arose directly from Gen. Grant 
himself, and neither directly nor indirectly from 
me or my subordinates. There was no dis- 
play of indifference by Gen. Grant as to 
the result of this interview, nor did he 
feel indifferent. On the night of the3d of July 
a dispatch was intercepted by my signal officer 
from Admiral Porter to Gen. Grant. The former 
inquired as to the chances of asurrenderon the 
4th. Gen. Grant replied through the same medium, 
mentioning in a general way the terms offered, 
stating that the arrangement was against his feel- 
ings, but that his officers advised it on the ground 
that it would free his river transportation for other 
important uses, &c. 

No doubt both of these gentlemen remember the 
clroumstances. I am Colonel,tvery truly yours,

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CIVIL SERVICE REFORM 


ANNUAL MEETING CF THE NATION- 
AL LEAGUE AT NEWPORT. 
PROMINENT MEN IN ATTENDANCE—A DISCUB- 
SION ON THE SCOPE OF THE AR&SOCIA- 
TION’S WORK—OFFICERS ELECTED AND 
RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED—MR. CURTIS RE- 

VIEWS THE YEAR’S WORK. 


Newport, Aug. 2.—The annual meeting of 
the National Civil Service Reform League was held 
to-day at the Ocean House. The General Commit- 
tee, made up of one delegate from each Civil Ser- 
vice Reform Association represented, met at 10 
o'clock and re-elected George William Curtis, of 
New-York, Chairman; John C. Eno, of New-York, 
Treasurer, and William Potts, of New-York, Secre- 
tary, and the following Executive Committee: 
George William Curtis, Moorfield Storey, of Bos- 
ton; William W. Montgomery, of Philadelphia; J. 
Hall Pleasants, of Baltimore; Sherman 8S, Rogers, 
of Buffalo; Henry Hitchcock. of St. Louis; Morrill 
Wyman, Jr., of Cambridge, Mass. ; Frederick Crom- 
well and William Leary Sanger, of Brooklyn, and 
Carl Schurz, Everett P. Wheeler, Silas W. 
Burt, A. R. MacDonough, and Dorman B. 
Eaton, of New-York. The Executive Committee 
re-elected Mr. Curtis Chairman. The league 
assembled at 12 0’clock, and the delegates were 
called to order by Mr. Curtis. Among the dele- 
gates present, representing the 30 reform associa- 
tions of the country forming the league, were Dor- 
man B. Eaton, Carl Schurz, John Jay, Charles Col- 
lins, George Haven Putnam, William Leary Sanger, 
fra Bursley, Orlando B. Potter, Silas W. Burt, and 
E. F. Hall, of New-York; Sherman 8. Rogers, of 
Buffalo; the Rev. J. Andrews Harris, W. W. Mont- 
gomery, of Philadelphia; Charles Theodore Rus- 
sell, William Warren Vaughan, J. Morrill Wyman, 
of Cambridge, Mass.; Arthur Hobart and Bancroft 
C. Davis, of Boston; Josiah Quincy, of Wollaston, 
Mass.: Henry Hitchcock, of St. Louis; Judge Wil- 
liam W. Hone, of New-Orleans; Edwin D. Robbins, 
Secretary of the Connecticut association; J. Hall 
Pleasants and C. J. Bonaparte, of Baltimore ;Charles 
Jd. Hillard. of Pittsburg; H. D. Rees, of Millwaukee, 
and George Westcott, Jr., of Providence, R. I. The 
attendance was smaller than last year. President 
Curtis addressed the members on the question of 
civilservice reform. His address was frequently 
Interrupted by appiause, and, at its conclusion, 
Sherman S. Rocers moved a vote of thanks, which 
Was unanimously adopted. On motion, the Chair- 
man appointed Carl Schurz, J. Andrews Harris, 
Sherman 8. Rogers, William Warren Vaughan, and 
J. Hal! Pleasants, a Committee on Resolutions, and 
a recess was taken until 2:30 o’clock. 

At the opening of the afternoon session Mr. 
Eaton, of New-York, moved that a committee be 
appointed to nominate a President for the ensuing 
year. ‘The committee—Messrs. Eaton, Russell, and 
Montgomery—reported the name of Mr. Curtis, 
and he was unanimously re-elected. The Treas- 
urer’s report showed receipts during the year of 
$659 80, and a balance of $442 42. The receipts, it 
was emphatically stated, were received by volun- 
tary subscriptions and not by political assessment. 
Mr. Schurz reported from the Committee on Reso- 
lutions, and after some explanatory discussion the 
following resolutions were unanimously adopted: 

Whereas, The time has come for promoting the 
cause of civil service reform by means more ditect 
shan mere agitation, and 

Whereas, General promises in party platforms have 
1 most cases proved mere snares to catch the votes of 
she credulous, subsequently to be ridiculed by those 
who make them, and 

Whereas, ltis necessary to bring their responsibii- 
ity directly home to the representatives of the peo- 
ple in Congress in a practical way, itis recommended 
that the Civil Service Keform Associations cause the 
candidates for Congress of the different political 
parties within the circle of their influence at coming 
elections to be interrogated as to their views and con 
ception of duty with regard to practical legislation 
concerning civil service reform, and that the friends 
of the cause be urged to vote for such candidates as 
give satisfactory guarantee of their sincerity in the 
support of reform, and that when the candidates of 
either party failto give any guarantee, the friends of 
tivil service reform, as they may deem it practicable, 
will present a candidate whose earnestness in that be- 
lief can be depended upon; 

Whereas, The practice of raising party campaign 
funds by assessments upon officers and employes of 
the Government is cruel in its nature and demoraliz- 
lug in its effccts, and has of late been carried on with 
unprecedented shamelessness In defiance of the spirit, 
and in some cases also of the letter, of the law, it is 
recommended that wherever an officer or employe of 
the Government be found to have violated the law in 
that respect the Civil Service Reform Association 
within whose constituency the case has occurred 
take means the most efficient in its power to prose- 
cute the offender; and it is further recommended 
that the counsel of the National Civil Service Reform 
League take such steps as they thirk proper for test- 
ing the legality of the so-called Hubbell circular by 
bringing the matter to judicial termination. 

The third resolution called forth the principal 
discussion of the day. The resolution requested 
the President of the league tocall President Ar 
thur’s attention to an order issued in 1841 directing 
Government officers to cease the then giaring 
abuses of official patronage and power. Several 
rentiemen doubted the expediency of so extending 
the scope of the league’s work as to include the 
»xertion of influence upon the President, preferring 
o restrict their efforts to Congress. Others be- 
ieved that this resolution was In the right line, but 
they wanted its phraseology modified. Incidental- 
\y the views of several speakers on the present con- 
dition of politics were brought out. The Rev. Mr. 
Andrews, of Philadelphia, believed that the Presi- 
dent was morally responsible for the continuance 
of the spoils system, and wished him informed of 
his duty at the present hour. Mr. Cromwell, 
of Brooklyn, said the work of the league should 
be restricted to the influencing of Congress, and 
the President should not be addressed. Mr. Rus- 
sell, of Cambridge, said it was the league’s duty 
to call the attention of the public to the attitude of 
of the President. Charles J. Bonaparte, of Baltl- 
more, would have, he said. all Civil officers placed 
on a par with the naval and Army officers in partici- 
patingin polities. Mr. Potter, of New-York, said 
that it was the league’s duty to ask the President 
if he authorized the levying of assessments. The 
resolution, after further debate, was recommitted 
and was then reported back and adopted in the 
following amended form without debate: 

Whereaa, The assessmentcircular of the Republican 
Congressional committee, and the language of the 
Circuit Court of the United Statesin the case of Gen, 
Curtis, recall the letter of Daniel Webster accom- 
panying the orders of the President to the several 
needs of the executive departments, in which he most 
unequivocally condemns ana forbids, as an abuse 
bringing the patronage of the general Government 
into conflict with the freedom of elections, partisan 
interference on the part of officers of the Government 
by the illegitimate use of their official power and in- 
fluence, as well as the payment of any contribution 
or assessment on salaries, or official compensation for 
party or election purposes, the President of the 
Nattonal Civil Service Reform League is requested to 
bring to the attention of the national Executive the 
letter and order of Mr. Webster, and respectfully to 
ask him to issue a similar or@er for the correction of 
such abuses, and to take such other steps to that end 
as may be found constitutional and proper. 

The following was also adopted: 

Resolved, That acommittee of five members of the 
National Civil Service League be appointea by the 
Chair forthe purpose of issuing an address to the 
voters of the United States setting forth the penalties 
of civil service reform, and asking for the support of 
nil citizens, without distinction of party, at the ap- 
proaching elections, and that the President of the 
eague be Chairman of that committee. 

The following resolutions, offered by Mr. Jay, of 
New-York, were adopted: 

Resolved, That a committee be appointed to address 
the clergy of all denominations, advising them of the 
aims of the reform movement and respectfully ask 
lng their co-operation. 

Kesolved, That a committee be appointed to address 
the friends of education and thosein authority over 
universities, colleges, academies, and public schools, 
in reference to the effect which civil service reforms 
In the Nation and in the States would have in making 
position the reward of good character, excellence, 
education, and general fitness. 

The league contented itself with the resolutions 
above given, embodying in them their ideas of 
needed reforms, and what discussion there was 
was mainly confined to the wording of the resolu- 
tions. There was a general tone of confidence in 
the remarks made, and the speakers expressed 
gratification at the bright outlook for the progress 
of the reform movement. After the adoption cf 
the resolutions the league adjourned sine die. 
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SPEECH OF PRESIDENT CURTIS. 

President Curtis began by congratulating 
the members of the league upon the bright 
prospeets of the cause, and said that last year 
might well be called the year of national awaken- 
tng upon the subject. The main points of Mr. 
Curtis’s address were as follows: No prominent 
public manin the country saw the danger of the 
spoils system more plainly than the late President. 
His position, however, was one of extreme diffi- 
culty. He was a strong partisan, and he had been 
elected by a party in which, as in both the great 
parties, the evil tradition was very powerful. The 
general opinion of his party would not have 
supported a radical reform, as the experience 
of his predecessor had shown, and his of- 
ficial action was closely restrained by the Con- 
stitution. The President felt, doubtless, that 
he held power in trust fora party and for a 
general policy upon which it was agreed, and 
that he was bound in honor not to imperil that 
policy. He knew, indeed, that the convention 
which nominated him, like previous conventions 
of all parties; had adopted a declaration of reform. 
But he knew also the significance of such declara- 
jions. They are meant to be polite bows to the 
whims of notional brethren which it is hoped will 
pacify them without comrnitting the party. But 
President Garfield shared the conviction to which 


the platform bowed. He knew that it was a deep 
and vrowing sentiment. Trusting his countrymen, 
ne foresaw their approval and support of a vigor- 
pus reform of abuses. A strong partisan, he was 
yet a strouger man, and astrong man uses a party 
and isnot used by it. Americans love vigor and 
courage. That is the sole secret of Andrew Jack- 
fon’s popularity. 
President Arthur, who succeeded Garfeld, 
brought to the duties of the office the same amia- 
ble temper and a sincere patriotism. But he was 
liticaily identified with the spoils system, and 
e undoubtedly honestly regarded it as the basis of 
pfrective party organization. Yet that he was 
feeply impressed by the demand for reform, and 
that he was aware of its increasing sighificance, 
is shown by his first Message to Congress, in which 
‘be discusses the subiect more elaborately ihan 
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any of his predecessors. His arguments against 
the competitive system of minor; appointments 
prove that in his judgment it had become a seri- 
ous public question. He pledged his earnest sup- 
port to it should Congress establish it, 
and in any event he urgently recom- 
mended an appropriation of $25,000 to en- 
force section 1,753 of the Revised Statutes, the 
section under which the present Civil Service Com- 
mission was established, of which Mr. Eaton is 
Chairman; and he further pledged himself to ob- 
serve the provisions of the law both in Jetter and 
spirit. The competitive system which had been 
recommended in pursuance of that law had been 
successfully applied under the Administration of 
President Hayes to appointments in the Interior 
Department andin the two chief offices of their 
kind in the country, the Custom-house and Post 
Office in New-York, and the system established in 
those two offices has not yet been disturbed under 
the present Administration. But it has not been 
extended elsewhere, nor has the general course of 
the Administration shown that it approves the re- 
formed system. 

On the 7th of July Mr, Butterworth, of Ohio, 
made a statement in the House of Representatives 
in regard to Executive appvintments and remov- 
als which is understood to be official. From this 
statement it appears that during the nine months 
of his official term the President has made 874 ap- 
pointments and 49 removals. Assuming the re- 
moyals to have been made for legitimate cause, 
such as dishonesty, incompetency, negligence, or 
similar reasons, there have been 825 appointments 
to vacancies arising from expiration of the term. 
It is obviously a cardinal principle of efficient ser- 
yice that the mere expiration of a term shall 
not be equivalent to dismissal. Under a 
system of appointment by favor such an 
understanding would result in concentrat- 
ing the energy and time of an incumbent 
not upon the duties of his place, but upon securing 
reappointment. ‘The mere expiration of term can- 
not affect the incumbent’s qualifications, and not to 
reappoint an honest and competent officer to a 
position which is imno sense whatever a political 
position is virtually to remove him. Mr. Butter- 
worth’s figures show that of the 825 officers whose 
terms, generally of four years, have expired, the 
President bas reappointed 423 and has not reap- 
pointed 397. The conclusion from this authoritative 
statement is inevitable. Nearly half of the late in- 
cumbents have not been reappointed. Hither, 
therefore, half of the number were unfit for their 
places or 397 out of 825 officers, being fit for; their 
places, bave been practically removed. 

The President said in his letter of acceptance of 
the nomination to the Vice-Presideney,and repeated 
in his Message to Congress, that the tenure of office 
should be stable, and that in the main the publie 
business should be conducted upon the general 
principles that regulate private business. Assum- 
ing his fidelity to the principle he has announced, 
he has found it necessary to dismiss nearly 50 per 
cent. of the officers whose terms had expired. The 
public loss necessarily resulting from such a vast 
proportion of dismissals is evident. No great pri- 
vate business would tolerate such changes. 

During the vear, at the opening of the session of 
Congress, the late Postmaster-General—and a more 
efficient and experienced officer has never pre- 
sided over that department—bore testimony to the 
necessity of civil service reform, The Postmaster- 
General is the head of the great patronage depart- 
ment of the Government. The late incumbent 
had had long experience in high position in the 
postal service. He had tested the reform system 
and he declared without qualification the urgent 
desirability of its adoption. On the 6th of Decem- 
ber Mr. Pendleton introduced again into the Senate 
the bill which bears his name, and on the 24th of 
January Mr. Dawes brought in another bill look- 
ing to the same general result of  sub- 
stituting merit fer favor in minor ap- 
pointments. Mr. Pendleton introduced also a 
bill prohibiting political assessments. All the 
bills were referred to a committee of which Mr. 
Hawley is Chairman. Under his energetic direction 
the committee collected a vast store of valuable 
information, among whichI may mention as of 
especial importance the testimony of Postmaster 
Pearson and of Naval Officer Burt, describing in 
the clearest and the most satisfactory manner all 
the details and results of the reformed methods 
pursued in the New-York Custom-house and Post 
Office. This testimony is an ampie and conclusive 
refutation from oflicial experience of the merely 
theoretical, sentimental, and ignorant assertions 
made in Congress respecting the nature and opera- 
tion of the reformed system. 

In the House of Representatives the treatment 
of the subject shows how ludicrously unconscious 
members of Congress may be of the tendency and 
force of public opinion. The President’s party 
controls the House. The President had asked 
“urgently” for an appropriation of $25,000 for the 
The appropriation biil 
was at last reported. The sum of $1,000 was al- 
lowed for “lycopodium;" $75,000 for the observa- 
tion of the transit of Venus; $115,000 for ‘*the in- 
troduction of gourami and other useful fish foods;” 
$180,000 for the magnetic map of Western North 
America. The various grants of the bill ameunted 
to $23,680,865, but that sum did not include a sin- 
gle dollar of the $25,000 which the President bad 
“urgently” recommended to his party friends for 
the purpose of promoting administrative reform. 
After ridiculing, as well as they could,a subject 
which is felt by the most intelligent and patriotic 
citizens to be of the highest importance, the Presi- 
dent’s party contemptuously permitted a grant of 
three-fifths of the pittance for which he had 
“urgently” Asked. I trust that this National 
League will recommend to all the civil service re- 
form associations in the country to ascertain the 
position of every candidate for Congress in their 
several States upon this question, to announce 
that position to the voters plainly, and to urge 
every citizen who desires reform to support, with- 
outregard to his party sympathy, only those candi- 
dates whom he believes to be honestly resolved to 
secure it. 


Alluding to the trial and conviction of Gen. 
Curtis for receiving political assessments, the 
speaker said: Thistrial and the consequent gen- 
eral discussion by the press exposed the gross 
wrong and peril of party political assessments 
upon persons employed by the Government, and 
disclosed the agreeable fact that publio sentiment 
was singularly sound upon the subject. 

Mr. Hubbell and the members of his committee 
declare that mn png has ever been dismissed from 
the public service for refusing to pay the party as- 
sessment. But iu saying this they assert what they 
cannot possibly know, because it is not necessary 
to assign reasons for the removal of the subordi- 
nates to whom the circular is addressed. They 
are dismissed without reasons alleged, and it it 
were necessary to state a cause pretended reasons 
would not be wanting. To protest against politi- 
cal assessments of this kind is not to deny that 
great public objects can be attained only by the 
good understanding and thorough organization of 
those who desire them. Every man, whether in 
the public service or not,is at perfeet liberty 
to give what he chooses for the just expenses 
of an election. But for obvious reasons 
certain officers of the Government are for- 
bidden to give to each other. The Attorney- 
General has given an opinion that among these offi- 
cers members of Congress are not included. Upon 
this point, however, a judicial opinion will doubt- 
less be asked. But while really voluntary contri- 
butions are not forbidden, the collection of an 
enormous election fund is not only unnecessary, it 
is dangerous and suspicious. The honest and 
legitimate election expenses of any district in the 
country are not large, and the dishonest use of 
money at elections, and the tendency to select rich 
men as candidates for office has become so general 
and threatening thatit is the duty of all good 
citizens noe to oppose it. The cor- 
ruption of elections by monty must cease, 
or the Government will become an _ oli- 
garchy of rich men. The accumulation 
of a vast official corruption fund for the elections is 
a danger possible only under asystem of appoint- 
ments and removals in the civil service by personal 
intrigue, influence, and favor. To destroy this 
growing peril; to remove this fatal distrust of a 
party in power; to restore parties to their normal 
and proper function; to emancipate the civil ser- 
vice from the degradation inseparable from a ten- 
ure of personal favor; to restore equal rights to 
every citizen whether in office or out of office, and 
to promote in the highest degree the economy and 
efficiency of administration—this is the purpose of 
the National Civil Service Reform League and of 
the local associations which compose it. 

This glanee atatriumphant year would be in- 
complete if 1 omitted to mention the reform move- 
ment in Pennsylvania. The facts are familiar. 
Resolved to overthrow an ignominious despotism, 
which has long subjugated one of the great politi- 
cal parties inthat State,a large portion of the 
party has made indepencent nominations. Their 
protest is against ‘‘ bosses” and ‘‘machines.’”’ But 
knowing that these are only the result of the evil 
system which bases party organization, not upon 
a common conviction and purpose, but upon pat- 
ronagJand spoils, they dénounce that system as 
fatal to popular government and demand the re- 
form which it is the object of this league to secure. 

tejecting specious offers of compromise which 
would have been surrender, they have appealed to 
the manly self-respect of American citizenship and 
await the issue. The serious significance of this 
movement is thatit involves a party defeat by 
members of the party. That is to say, in one of 
the great States, whose vote may well decidea 
national election, party defeat is preferred by 
half the dominant party, or by the balance of 
power in that party, to the yoke of the spoils des- 
potism which has receatly overpowered it. This 
fact is of the highest political importance. When 
an issue of general interest divides 4 party in one 
State, the results cannot be confined to that State. 
It is a fire that will spread over the country, The 
recent significance of parties is disappearing. They 
now cohere largely by the mere force of tradition. 
But here is a fresh and vital question commanding 
the conviction andenthusiasm of young men, the 
hearty approval of older men, and the earnest sup- 
port of the most intelligent press throughout the 
country. The movement in Pennsylvania is a sign 
of the general consciousness that new issues are 
arising. Itshows that the intelligence of the coun- 
try already craves a more inspiring political music 
than the cackling of old eg d hens over stale eggs. 
Guides blind to the sunrise are not guides for alert 
and early travelers. 

Political parties indeed cannot be improvised, 
but it is easy to see tendencies and to forecast re- 
sults. What Sir James Mackintosh said of Consti- 
tutions is true of parties; they grow, they are not 
made. Time is the great ally and patience the 
cardinal virtue of political progress. But if parties 
cannot be improvised it is possible both to see them 
growing aud crumbling. I saw a party which 
elected a President in 1848 dissolve and dienp ear 
before 1858. Indeed this is a moment and a situa- 
tion in which our political history is very sug- 
gestive. Thirty years ago the Conscience Whigs 
and the Free-soil Democrats each hoped that 
their party would take the true American, pa- 
triotic, humane, and progressive posjtion upon 
the question which had thrust aside banks and 
sub-treasuries and tariffs and had become in the 
popular heart the paramount question of the 
time. Each hoped that their party would 
become the anti-slavery party. In New-York 
Mr. Bryant and his Democratic friends had pro- 
tested against the annexation of ‘Texas. In 
Massachusetts Mr. Sumuer bad adjured Mr. Web- 
ster, the Whig Jupiter, to add to his great title, de- 
fender of the Constitution, the greater title, de- 
fender of humanity. Protest and edjuration were 
in vain. The country had fallen wounded by the 
Way. aud the Pharisee and the Levite passed hy on 


the otherside. But humanity and liberty, which 
the party leaders spurned, were atiil precious to 
the people. After vain hopes and endeavors and 
delays, Sir. Bryant and Mr. Sumner clasped hands 
and Conscience Whigs and Free-soil Democrats 
blended in a new and triumphant party. These 
are the treasures of experience and instruction 
that are stored in “‘history’s golden urn.”” When 
once an object commends itself to the judgment 
and conscience of the American people, parties 
may oppose as a bull may run at a locomotive. So 
mueh the worse for the bull. There is no profound- 
er conviction inthe public mind to-day than that 
of the demoralization and dangor inherent in the 
spoils system. The movement in Pennsylvania in- 
dicates that if parties do not adjust themselves to 
_ conviction this conviction will reconstruct par- 
ties. 

Tend asI began.. Never since the first distinct 
movement of reform was its progress so rapid as 
during the past year, or its prospects so fair as at 
this moment. We are happily ana fitly assembled 
in Rhode Island, the State which was partly repre- 
sented in Congress by Thomas Allen Jenckes, the 
pioneer of the reform. In the very darkness_be- 
fore the dawn his voice was heard, as confident 
and eheerful as our voices now when the sun is 
rising. Mr. Jenckes powerfuliy and vigorously and 
alone opened the debate in Congress 15 years ago. 
He drew the amendment to the Appropriation 
bill_of 1871 which became law by the efficient aid 
of Mr. Dawes, of Massachusetts, and Mr, Arm- 
strong, of Pennsylvania, and under which the 
Civil Servico Commission was appointee. Mr. 
Jenckes placed at its disposition all his correspona- 
ence with the English commission, and by his ex- 
perience, thorough knowledge, fertility of re- 
source and suggestion, and great legal ability, he 
continued to serve with as much efficiency as 
modesty the cause to whieh he was devoted. It is 
an especial pride and pleasure for me, also a son of 
Rhode Island, to recall to your remembrance that 
unselfish patriotism and to imagine the pleasure 
with which Mr. Jenckes would have weleomed us 
here amid the hopes: and promises of to-day. So 
slight was the interest in the subject when he in- 
troduced it, and so limited was the general knowl- 
edge of it, that it was thought hardly worth while 
to denounce him. Butthe angry insolence of the 
spoils system that we behold, like the fierce roar of 
amonster driven to his den, shows its conscious- 
ness that the battle has begun in earnest. Jt has 
begun—the battle between the most dangerous 
abuses of administration and the patriotic good 
sense of thecountry. Gentlemen, there is no more 
doubt of the issue than there is of the justice of our 
cause. If any man is dismayed by the uproar let 
him recall a story of the war. In the midstof a 
battle a audden sharp shout rang out from the 
enemy’s line, and a young Union soldier, who was 
in his first fight, turned to his comrade and asked 
whatit was. “ That,’ cried his comrade, ‘that’s 
the rebel yell. Does it frighten you?” ‘ Frighten 
me?’ said the young soldier, ashe pressed more 
eagerly forward; “ frightenme? It is the music to 
which I march.” Gentlemen, when the enemy’s 
yell is the music to which the soldier marches, he 
marches to yictory. 
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FISHERIES EXHIBITION. 
Chincuhabeee iad 
HOW FISHING IMPLEMENTS OR THE PROD- 
UCTS OF THE FISHERIES MAY LE SENT. 
Congress having granted an appropriation 
of $50,000 for the collecting, transportation, and 
display of objects representing the fishing inter- 
ests of the United States to form a partof the 
great international exhibition which is to be held 
in London in 1883, Prof. Spencer F. Baird, the 
United States Commissioner of Fish and Fisheries, 
has just issued a circular descriptive of the charac- 
ter of the articles to be forwarded, with instruc- 
tions in regard to them. With the experience 
gained at the Beriin fish show, when American in- 


terests wero so fully cared for by the United States 
Commissioner and his assistants, there can be no 
doubt that the exhibit of American fishing im- 
ylements, with the apparatus used in fish-culture 
in the United States, together with the products of 
the fisheries, will be preseuted in London under 
the very best conditions. The labor entailed on 
the Smithsonian Institution and the United States 
National Museum wil! be very great, as no pains 
wiil be spared to render such an exhibit as the 
Government will make of the most exhaustive 
character. Already work has commenced, and it 
is quite possible that as far as the collection shown 
by the Fish Commission goes it will excel the one 
sent to Berlin. As may beseen by Prof. Baird’s 
circular, those desirous of sending exhibits can 
receive from him the fullest information:

Congress having accepted the invitation of the 
Government of Great Britain to participate in the 
Great International Fisheries Exhibition, to be held 
at London in May, 1883, the Commissioner of Fish 
and Fisheries bas been instructed to prepare, under 
the auspices of the Department of State, a com- 
plete and systematic exhibit representative cf the 
fisherles of the United States. Preparations for 
the exhibition are already in pregress, and there 
is no reason why it will not be possible during 
the nine months which remain before the open- 
ing of the exhibition to provide for a display which 
shall do great credit to the extensive fishery 
industries of this country. In order to accomplish 
this result it will be necessary to secure the co 
operation and aid of all persons interested in fish- 
ing, fish-culture, the fisheries, and the related in- 
dustries. Icordially invite correspondence, there- 
fore, from any persons baving articles suitable for 
exhibition, or willing to suggest plans by which 
the display of the United States may be rendered 
more effective. Two classes of artieles will be 
carried to Loudon for exhibition, viz.: First, those 
which make up the ‘collective exhibit of the 
United States,’’ and, second, those which are en- 
tered for competition, 

In the collective exhibit will be shown, in a sys- 
tematic and synoptical manner, illustrations of our 
marine and fresh-water animals of economic value, 
together with the apparatus and methods of their 
capture and utilization, and the commercial, scien- 
tific, social, historical, and legislative aspect of the 
fisheries. It will include the most striking features 
of similar exhibits made by the Fish Commission in 
the Philadelphia Exhibition of 1876, and the Inter- 
national Fishery Exhibition at Berlin in 1880, to- 
gether with many additional ones never previously 
attempted. The major part of this display wilt 
be borrowed from the collections of the National 
Museum in Washington, but it will be necessary 
to secure a considerable number of new objects. 
wish to reserve the right of placing in this depart- 
ment such of the private exhibits as can there be 
shown to the best advantage, it being the under- 
standing that these are not to be excluded from 
competition. When objects are purchased to fill 
gapsin this exhibit, it will be with the definite 
understanding that they cannot enter into compe- 
tion, and that the name of the person from whom 
they were obtained will not be mentioned on the 
labels or in the catalogue. 

It is considered especially desirable that the de- 
partment of competitive exhibits shall containa very 
complete representation of the various food prep- 
arations of fish—canned, dried, pickled, nened, &c. 
—there being a constantly increasing demand in 
England for goods of this description, shipments to 
that country amounting, in 1881, to more than 
$2,000,000, in addition to the very large exports to 
other parts of Europe and tothe European col- 
onies in the East. Manufacturers of boats and 
boat-fittings, angling apparatus and costumes, and 
other similar articles, are also urged to contribute. 
Medals in gold, silver, bronze, and diplomas of 
honor will be awarded by a jury of experts. I 
am prepared to act, both in this country and 
in London, as the representative of individ- 
ual exhibitors, and to attend to correspond- 
ence relating to applications for space, &c, 
Goods to be exhipnited, if delivered in Wash- 
ington, Philadelphia, or New-York, will 
be carried to London and installed at the expense 
of the Government; special arrangements may be 
made for the return of articles at the close of the 
exhibition. Prospectuses, blank application forms, 
blank “lists of exhibits proposed to be shown,” 
and any information desired will be furnished on 
application. Applications for space for competi- 
tive displays should be made before the Ist of Sep- 
tember, 1882. The exhibition—-which is under the 
patronage of the Queen of England and the Pres1- 
dency of the Prince of Wales—will be opened on 
the Ist of May, 1883, in buildings now being erected 
in the Horticultural Gardens at South Kensington, 
aud will continue for 2 period of six months.

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WORK OF THE GERMAN SOCIETY. 

The Board of Directors of the German So- 
ciety of the City of New-York, at their meeting 
yesterday, passed a resolution to the effect that 
the proposition to make the Castle Garden Labor 
Bureau a paying institution, made at the last meet- 
ing of the Commissioners of Emigration, cannot be 
done without destroying the charitable character 
of the bureau. ‘the Labor Bureau has been sup- 
ported since July 1, 1875, by the German and Irish 
Emigrant Societies mutually at an expense to each 


of about $5,000. The Senate of the free city of: 


Hamburg, following the example set by the Em- 
peror of Germany, King of Bavaria, the free city of 
Bremen, and otherz, has made, through the Ger- 
man Consul-General, a present of 450 marks to the 
society. The report of the Treasurer for the month 
shows reeeipts of $1,254, and expenses $984 64. The 
balance in the treasury is $10,008 31. During the 
month $350 in cash was distributed among needy 
German families in the City; 80 patients were 
treated by the society’s physicians, 248 profes- 
sional visits being made and 283 prescriptions 
given. The number of persens who have been em- 
ployed during the month of July through the bu- 
reau is 8,541, 3,196 being males and 645 females. Of 
the males 372 were mechanics, and the others farm 
and other laborers. Farm hands received on an 
average $15 a month and board, and common 
laborers $1 50 a day. The 645 females for whom 
employment was obtained were nearly all given 
situations as domestics at $10 per menth. Of the 
number 81 were Germans and nearly all the others 
Irish. Of the males 1,991 were Germans, 960 Irish, 
and the remainder of various nationalities.

THE WESTERN UNLON PROTESTING IN COURT 
AGAINST A PROPOSED LEASE. 
Argument took place before Judge Haight, 
in Supreme Court, Chambers, yesterday, upon a 
motion to continue a temperary injunction ob- 
tained by the Western Union Telegraph Company 
restraining the Commercial Telephone Company 
and its Directors, Nathan D. Wendell, John Wen- 
dell, Danie! Manning, Walter I’. Hascomb, A. B. 
Uline, Edward Newcombe, and John Doe, 
from leasing its franchises and “plant” to 
another corporation, the stock of which 


is owned by the individual defendants. 
The Western Union Company, which owns stock 
of the Commercial Telephone Company, asserts 
that its interests and those of its fellow-stockhold- 
ers, except the individual defendants, would be 
injured by the lease. ‘This view is concurred in by 
two other stockholders who were allowed to enter 
the suit as plaintiffs yesterday morning. The Com- 
mercial Telephone Company is an Albany corpora- 
tion, formed to supply the means of telephonic 
communication in the northern and north- 
eastern parts of this State. Its Directors are 
the organizers and stockholders of a 
company formed to construct its lines. This lat- 
ter corporation recently made a proposition to 
operate the lines and to guarantee an annual divi- 
dend of 6 per cent. tothe telephone company’s 
stockholders. At the opening of the argument yes- 
terday Gen. Wager Swayne, who appeared for the 
Western Union Company, recited the contents of 
the moving affidavits, in which it was charged that 
the Directors of the telephone company had con- 
spired to transfer its property and privileges to an- 
other corporation under un agreement which 
would benefit them, but would be inequitable and 
unjust to their fellow-stockholders. The affidavits 
also set forth that the individual defendants had 
denied the plaintiff (the Western Union Company) 
information respecting the affairs of the telephone 
company, and had improperly granted privileges 
to themselves as the corporators of the construc- 
tion company to the disadvantage of the plaintiff. 
Mr. Matthew Hale, of Albany, who appeared for 
the persons newly joined with the Western Union 
as plaintiffs, presented affidavits setting forth that 
the proposed lessor of the telephone company’s 
lines is an irresponsible corporation, with a capital 
stock of only $6,000. 

Mr. Rufus W. Peckham, of Albany, appeared in 
opposition tothe motion to continue the tempo- 
rary injunction. He read affidavits in which the 
defendants declared that they never intended to 
lease the telephone company’s lines. Ali they had 
done was to inform their fellow-stockholders that 
a proposal had been made for a lease of the 
lines upon certain terms, and to ask them if they 
would assent to the terms. Under such circum- 
stances, he contended, it would be unjust to con- 
tinue the injunction, because its effect would only 
be to cast a slur upon the reputations of honorable 
gentlemen and to give the color of truth to an in- 
correct theory that they had _ conspired 
for an improper purpose. Gen. Swayne re- 
plied that Mr. Peckbam’s' statements sur- 
prised him. Hie therefore asked that 
a Referee should be appointed to ascertain and re- 
port the factsin the case. Mr. Hale insisted that 
the coneeded facts showed the truth of the plain- 
tiffs’ main allegation. The circular sent out by the 
defendants to the stockholders of the Commereial 
Telephone Company, he said, proved conclusively 
that they had intended to leave the lines to them- 
selves on Aug. 1. The temporary injunction had 
prevented them from carrying out their purpose, 
and it should be continued in force during the liti- 
gation, Judge Haight reserved his decision.

AN EFFORT TO IMPEACH THE TESTIMONY 
OF DR. ADOLPH SCHLOSSER. 

The contest over the will of the late John P. 
Neppert, of Hastings-on-the-Hudson, was continued 
yesterday before Surrogate Owen T. Coflin, at 
Peekskill. The first witness was Dr. Adolph 
Sehlosser, of Hastings, who bad been a witness for 
the contestants and against whom the Surrogate 


had issued an attachment for his refusal to appear 
and testify for the defense. Mr. E. T. Lovatt, of 
counsel for the proponent, put the following ques- 
tion to the witness: 

‘* Doctor, did you not in October, 1881, call on 
Mrs. Neppert and say to her that William Redlish 
and Frank Nepvert had been to your house and 
said to you that they were going to try and 
break the will of Mr. Neppert, and that George 
Baker had said there were only a few words 
in the will,and there would be no trouble in 
breaking it, and that Francois Neppert, George 
Baker, and Mrs. Stepham were going to court to 
swear that Mrs. Neppert, her daughter, and Dr. 
Herbeck made Mr. Neppert make his will in Mrs. 
Neppert’s favor, and that they were also going to 
swear that Mr. Neppert.was not capable of making 
a will,and that they wanted you to be a witness, 
but that you said you would not, as you knew very 
= that Mr. Neppert was competent to make a 
will?’ 

Dr. Schlosser—I don’t remember ever haying any 
conversation of that kind. 

Mr. Lovatt—Did you not in November, 1881, visit 
Mrs. Neppert again and say that the same parties 
had been at you again for the same purpose, and 
that you relterated that you thought Mr. Neppert 
competent to make a will? 

Dr. Schlosser—I did not. 

Mr. Lovatt—Now, Doctor, have you not, sinee 
you gave your direct evidence in this case, stealth- 
ily prowled about Mrs. Neppert’s premises after 
dark and listened at the windows to hear what was 
going on inside? 

Dr. Schlosser—What, eavesdrepping ? 

Mr. Lovatt—You may call it by any name you 
please. 

Dr. Schlosser, (hesitatingly, and after asking to 
have the question repeated)—No, I haven’: I 
don't think ] have been listening at any of her win- 
dows. 

Miss Bertha Weiss, a step-daughter of the dece- 
dent, was then called to the witness stand by Mr. 
Lovatt. She contradic ed the Doctor point blank 
in every particular, and said she was present at the 
interviews above referred to. She further said 
that the Doctor had told her that only Mr. J. E. 
Curtis and himself would be needed to prove the 
will, and that Mr. Neppert was perfectly compe- 
tent to makea will. She also said that she had 
seen Dr. Schlosser prowling about the house after 
dark. Her mother was then sworn and corrob- 
orated her in every particular. The cross-exam- 
ination of the witness did not shake her testimony 
in the least. 

The case was then adjourned until September. 
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ASSAULTED W1I?tH AN ICE-PICK. 
Frank Jacobs, of No, 521 West Twenty-first- 
street, employed as the driver of an ice cart, yes- 
terday afternoon drove up to No. 1,005 Third-ave- 


nue, occupied by Abraham Kieinman. Kleinman, 
who had for some weeks past been one of Jacobs's 
customers, told him not to leave any more ice, on 
account of an increase in the price, and handed 
him $1, amount due him for ice already supplied. 
Jacobs insisted that there was more money due him, 
which Kleinman denied, whereupon Jacobs struck 
him in the mouth with his clenched fist. Kleinman 
was about putting himself on the defensive when 
Jacobs raised his heavy ice-tongs, the prongs of 
which are very sharp at the points, and caught 
Kleinman by the head, tearing two great gashes in 
his scalp. Jacobs then dropped his tongs and ran 
up Sixty-fifth*street to Fourth-avenue, pursued by 
a large crowd. Thence he ran up to Sixty-seventh- 
street and Lexington-avenue, where he was stopped 
by Officer Reagan, of the mounted squad, who 
took him before Justice Bixby, in the Yorkville 
Police Court.

2334. THE BICYCLE BUSINESS. 
HOW THE- TARIFF AFFECTS THE TRADE IN 
BICYCLES AND TRICYCLES: 

Lone BrancuH, N. J., Aug. 2.—Mr. Albert 
A. Pope, of Boston, Mass., President of the Pope 
Columbia Bicycle Company, made a statement to- 
day hefore the Tariff Commission as to the 
discrimination made against his business by 
the. existing tariff. Its operations were, in 
many respects, he said, unjust and inexpedient 


for this country. Instead of protecting American 
industry in bicycles and tricycles, it repressed 
and defeated it. Notwithstanding the discrimina- 
tions against it, this industry had already 
reached respectable proportions here. in England, 
with free trade, it had become one of the large 


manufacturing industries. In Coventry it was the 
leading industry. The amount of capital invested 
in plant and machinery in England was about $10,- 
000,000, and the aunual volume of business was 
more than that. The English found markets for 
their machines in the United States, Canada, 
France, Switzerland, Spain, Germany, Russia, 
India, South Africa, Australia, the West In- 
dies, New-Zealand, and parts of South America. 
The prospects tor the increase of the trade were 
immense. Who should supply that demand? With 
the present tariff rates England would; but with 
no tariff, or with a just and ex 
United States would, American bicycle manufac- 
turers had to pay 45 per cent. ad valorem on steel, 
which was the principal part of the bieycle. 
American labor cost from 50 to 100 per cent. higher 
than English labor cost, and about one-third of 
the cost of bicycles and tricycles was in labor. 
The duty on 


dient one, the 


imported icycles and_ tri- 
cycles, completely manufactured in England, 
was only 35 per cent., so that here was 
a discrimination of 10 per cent. in favor of the 
foreign maker. In competing for foreign trade the 
greater cost for American labor was offset by the 
better machinery and methods in this country; 
but the American who competed with the English- 
man at Brazil, for instance, woula be ata disad- 
vantage of 45 per cent. on every particle of the 
material, because what material the American did 
not import its price was kept up by the duty. This 
discrimination in its working on the export 
trade was against every just and wise 
principle of policy for the United States. 
This special manufacture, if fostered in this coun- 
try, would bring a large home consumption of 
steel in special forms, and would be of great bene- 
fit. On every hand the operation of the present 
tariff on this industry was impolitic and hostile. 
Instead of half a million there should be five mil- 
lions invested in the business here, and instead of 
having a home trade of half a million dollars there 
should be 10 times as much, and instead of having 
a foreign trade of $5,000 there ought to be foreign 
trade to the amount ot several millions, and there 
would be but for the tariff. If a tariff was to be 
kept up, tne rate on raw or on half-worked mate- 
ph should be less than on the manufactured ma- 
chine. 

Mr. McMahon—Do you make your bicycles en- 
tirely of imported material? 

Mr. Pope—No, but we do Jargely, andthe duty 
on steel for bicycles makes the price for the home 
article about the same as for the foreign. 

Mr. Garland—How many bicycle factories are 
therein the United States? 

Mr. Pope—Four or five. 

Mr. Garland—How many men do they employ? 

Mr. Pope—Perhaps 500. My concern is the 
largest. We employ 350 men. 

Mr. Porter—Did I understand you to say that the 
English manufacturer can produce bicycles 45 per 
cent. cheaper than the American manufacturer can? 

Mr. Pope—No: but I said that he had his mate- 
rials 45 per cent. cheaper. 

Mr. Porter—How could you sell your machines 
in Brazil? 

Mr. Pope—We could sell them if we had our ma- 
terial as cheap. Although our labor costs more, 
yet that is offset by our improved machinery. 

Mr. Oliver—If there were a higher rate imposed 
upon the foreign bicycle would that help you. 

Mr. Pope—Not for the foreign business. We do 
not complain of the home trade, but we want the 
export business, The cost of steel in a bicycle, 
before we begin to work it, is at least $30, and the 
duty on that at 45 per cent. would be $13 50, 

Mr. Oliver—Wnhy do you not import your steel in 
the raw state and finish it here? 

Mr. Pope—Because our machinery is not adapted 
to that. We cannot draw wire. The plant for 
drawing wire would cost at least $1,000,000. 

Mr. McMahon asked him whether he could not 
get a drawback for the duty imposed on the for- 
eign material, and his reply was, first, that he was 
not aware of that law, and, second, that it would 
be very difficult to take advantage of it. 

There were several other appointments made for 
to-day, but forsome reason they were canceled, 
and there was no other person asking a hearing 
before the commission. 

A communication was laid before the commis- 
sion from John Baird & Sons, of Philadelphia, im- 
porters and dealers in Italian marble, rags, and 
general merchandise, complaining of differential 
duties on marble statuary between that executed 
by Americans abroad and that executed by for- 
eigners, and recommending a uniform rate on all 
statuary; also, from A. Klipstein, of Philadelphia, 
import and export commission merchant, recom- 
mending that all dye stuffs and chemicals used in 
calico printing, or in making paper, soap, or glass, 
or in bleaching and other industries, be put on the 
free list. Also, from Dr. G. T. Hale, of Charleston, 
West Va., in favor of retaining the present duty on 
salt; also, from J. F. Schoellkopf, Jr., of Buffalo, 
N. Y., on the subject of aniline dyes and in faycr of 
a specific duty thereon. 

Mr. Joseph Wiillets, of Trenton, N. J., asked the 
commission to make a personal inspection of the 
potteries of that place. The invitation is held un- 
der advisement. 

The commission at 3 o’clock adjourned.

But the practi- 
zal question is, will allthe eminent citizens 
who, irrespective of party, approve of the 
President’s action take pains to prevent 
the renomination or, if necessary, the 
re-election of the men who have 
voted to pass tho bill over his veto? 
From this City and neighborhood but 
one Representative, Mr. A. M. Biss, of the 
Fourth District, voted to set aside the veto, 
and it is probable that a deduction of all 
the honesty and intelligence which con- 
tributed to his election would not seriously 
damage his prospects. The names of 
Messrs. Hyatr Smita, Woop, Duero, 
McCook, and FLower do not appear on the 
flivision list at all, but unless very sufficient 
reasons can be given for their absence they 
ought to be dealt with as if voting with 
the majority. The other Representatives 
from this State who share with Briss 
the unenviable distinction of voting to pass 
the bill are three Republicars—HamMonp, 
PaRKER, and VAN AERNAM. The course 
pursued by Mr. MILLER in the Senate is one 
which is not calculated to improve his char- 
acter asa straightforward politician or an 
donest reformer. 





The Republican State Committee has sc- 
lected Saratoga as the place and the 20th of 
September as the time of meeting of the 
next State Convention. No special signifi- 
cance is to be attached to either decision, 
unless, perhaps, what may be due to the 
preference of the friends of Gov. CoRNELL 
for an earlier date. The most interesting 
part of the proceedings was that which 
the members undoubtedly regarded as 
purely formal. At the suggestion of that 
aminent and incorruptidle party worker, 
Mr. De Wirt C. WHEELER, it was unani- 
mously agreed to reimburse Gen. N. M. 
Cuntis for his expenses in defending 
himself against the prosecution of the civil 
servic? reformers and to refund the $1,000 
fine in-case he should be finally compelled 
to pay’it. In other words, the State Com- 
mittee makes, itself the responsible defend- 
‘ant in the Curtis case only reserving to itself 
‘the right.to audit the expenses of its repre- 
sentative. As Gen. Curtis acted merely as 
the agent.of the party organization, there is 
‘obvious justice in relieving him from per- 
‘sonal loss incurred in the discharge of his 
delegated duties, but would it not have been 
advisable for the members of the com- 
mittee.to state whom they regard as 
bound. to pay the bills in ques- 
tion? If the contributing members of 
the party are bound, by what right is it as- 
sumed that they approve of the acts, and 
are willing to pay for the defense of Gen. 
Curtis? Ifthe assessed office-holders are 
to be taxed to assist in defeating efforts 
‘made for their own protection, where is the 


authority for making such a levy? The 
members of the State Committee, many of 
avhom hold fat offices in virtue of their pur- 
Buit of ‘‘practical’’ politics, would have 


done’ well to hold themselves individually 
and collectively liable for the costs of the 
‘Curtis defense. 


Jt may be doubtful whether the cause of 
rivil service reform gains anything by the 
avork of a National League which has not 

ind it thorough State organization, still 
more doubtful whether the advocacy of its 


principles.can be sustained by references to 
the action of the late President, and more 


‘doubtful than either whether the citation of 
sppropriations made for the support of 
scientific work into which no considerations 
‘of party patronage enter is an effective off- 
get to the failure of Congress to provide ad- 
equately for the Civil Service Commission. 
‘But after making due allowances for the 
patural desire of civil service reform- 
ers to meet_the most formidable kind 


of partisan terrorism on its own ground, 
Mr. Curtis is undoubtedly right in assum- 
ing that ‘‘ there is no profounder conviction 
in the public mind to-day than that of the 
demoralization and danger inherent in the 
spoils system.’’ To the New-York dssocia- 
tion is due the largest share of the credit 
for keeping that conviction alive, and the 
more practical effort there is devoted to the 
subject in the shape of Curtis trials and 
anti-Hubbell protests the more clearly will 
the practical intelligence of the American 
people recognize the sagacity of the civil 
service reformers. 





The principal witness brought forward 
yesterday on behalf of the star route con- 
spirators was Mr. A. C. Burtt, of the 
Washington Capital and Critic, alleged news- 
papers owned or controlled by Gen. Brapy, 
and used, in a very unscrupulous way, in 
his interest. Mr. BuELu’s ostensible occu- 
pation as Printing Clerk of the Senate seems 
to have been used as acover for his actual 
business as lobbyist. He testified that he 
had been paid by Wausz in his capacity of 
star route contractor ‘‘to further’ the Post 
Office Deficiency bill, and by Mon- 
ROE SAULsBURY, another contractor, for 
the same service, though how he 
earned this money does not appear 
in evidence. Gen. Brapy had turnished 
the $10,000 required to enable BuELL to pur- 
chase a controlling interest in the Capital, 
and had given him money as a Joan to pur- 
chase and reorganize the Critic. Some 
scurrilous articles from these precious sheets 
were read in court and were commended to 
the consideration of the jury, counsel for 
the defense putting in their usual feeble pro- 
test about the scandalous abuse to which 
their clients had been subjected in New- 
York newspapers for the last two years, 
What a pity it is that these slandered citizens 
should not have promptly taken measures 
to vindicate their character in the courts of 
this State. 


As chief jester in the broad farce known 
as the conference of the powers, at Constan- 
tinople, Turkey has, in the representatives 
of the other States, an audience altogether 
unworthy of her high comic powers. Di- 
plomacy is nothing if not grave, conventional, 
and owlishly stupid. It ignores plain 
truths, aud constantly assumes the existence 
of the impossible, but it is hard to see how 
even a pretense of seriousness can be 
kept up in the conference with the rep- 
resentatives of the Porte present, and 
making answer to the propositions of 
the powers in such terms as those of the 
reply presented yesterday to the demand for 
a proclamation declaring ARraBr a_ rebel. 
Turkey easily finds excuses with which to 
meet the charge of inaction, and in respect to 
ARABI “‘hopes’’ that the powers will allow her 
to defer pronouncing him a rebel until 
her are actually in Egypt, and 
‘‘ whenever disorders require the adop- 
tion of vigorous meaures.’’ This is 
not satisfactory to England, whose wish 
is seconded by the other powers, 
and the Porte is not likely to give its assent to 
the plans prepared for it until it has ex- 
hausted its almost endless resources of 
evasion and delay. England finds the posi- 
tion decidedly embarrassing, as she has not 
the frankness to go about her work in Egypt 
regardless of Turkey, yet she cannot per- 
suade Turkey to comply with her wishes,

CONGRESSIONAL RECKLESSNESS. 

The passage of the infamous River and 
Harbor ‘‘steal’’ over the President’s veto, 
by a larger vote in each House than that by 
which it was originally put through, is like- 
ly to astonish if it does not alarm the coun- 
try. We are much mistaken if the con- 
sequences of this headlong recklessness 
do not hereafter both astonish and alarm 
some of the men who were engaged in it. 
They have evidently miscalculated the senti- 
ment and the temper of the people. The 
President’s objections to the bill were stated 
in the most temperate and respectful Jan- 
guage. Considering the character of the 
measure and the merits of the action of the 
two houses, they were expressed with unde- 
served considerateness. Moreover, the ob- 
jections were valid and so strong as to admit 
of no honest question. They will commend 
themselves to the judgment and honesty 
of the country with increasing force 
the more they are considered. The Presi- 
dent, by his upright, manly, and courageous 
act, did more for his own strength and popu- 
larity than he could have accomplished by 
recommending and approving any number 
of meritorious measures. But Congress, 
with reckless haste, with defiant disrespect, 
and obstinate wrong-headedness, trampled 
upon his objections, befouled — the 
Constitution of the land, and_ in- 
sulted the decent opinion of the country. 
More than two-thirds of tne members pres- 
ent in each house declared their determina- 
tion to steal the money of the Nation and 
bestow it upon local jobs in which they or 
the thieving politicians with whom they as- 
sociate at home are interested, the Constitu- 
tion of the country, the objections of the 
President, and the moral sense of the people 
to the contrary notwithstanding. 

There is absolutely no excuse or extenua- 
tion for this shameful proceeding, for every 
honest provision in the bill could have been 
saved by accepting the President’s sugges- 
tions. The improvements on the Mississippi, 
on the Potomac, at Hell Gate, and wherever 
else they are of importance, need not have 
suffered or been delayed; but it was the 


jobbery the members of Congress were 
after and were determined to have. The 
Senate, which is generally assumed to bea 
more conservative and deliberate body than 
the House, has excelled it in recklessness 
throughout this whole business. Members 
voted for the outrageous jobbery from 
whom better things were to have been 
expected. Such Senators as ANTHONY 
and Aupricu, of Rhode Island; Hoar, of 
Massachusetts, Winpom of Minnesota, and 
even SHERMAN, of Ohio, are men who 
ought to have a higher respect for them- 
selves and a loftier sense of public duty 
than they have displayed in this business. 
The worst of it is not that this is a 
piece of extravagance, an unjustifiable 
waste of certain millions of public 
money, but that it exhibits an utter disre- 
gard of fundamental principles on which 
Congressional action should be based, a 
lack of a sense of honor and of public mo- 
rality and an indecent disrespect for the opin- 
ions of mankind that bode nothing but evil 


to the Republic. If it were not that we be- 
lieve the people are more honest than Con- 
gress, and will visit its conduct with con- 
demnation and retribution, it would lead us 
to take a desponding view of the future. 

But the people will not allow this dis- 
graceful performance to go unpunished. 
Every Senator and every Representative who 
voted for this ‘‘steal’’ should be a marked 
man from this day, and every honest voter 
should refuse to give him countenance or 
support in future, and honest voters are at 
least numerous enough to hold the balance 
of power between partisan rogues. It mat- 
ters not whether the guilty man is a Repub- 
lican or a Democrat. Honesty is more than 
politics, and uprightness is above party, 
He should be prevented from being 
a candidate for re-election if possi- 
ble, and he _ should be defeated if 
nominated. It is not merely that 
a single shameful act is to be punished, but 
that a principle of public conduct of the 
very highest importance is to be vindicated 
and a standard set for the future. Of the 
41 affirmative votes in the Senate 18 were 
those of Republicans and 23 those of Demo- 
crats. Of the negative votes 12 were Re- 
publican, 8 Democratic, and 1 Independent. 
In the House 65 Republicans, 51 Demo- 
crats, and 6 Greenbackers and _ other 
Independents voted for the steal, and 
30 Republicans, 27 Democrats, and 2 Inde- 
pendents voted against it. ‘These men are 
to be dealt with as individuals, but the Re- 
publican Party cannot fail to suffer for this 
piece of recklessness. It controlled the 
committees and it hada majority in both 
houses. It had the power to insist upon 
honesty and decency in the appropriation 
bills and failed to do it. Moreover the veto 
was that of a Republican President and 
should at least have commanded the 
respect of Republicans. They  can- 
not escape the responsibility on  ac- 
count of the division of both parties 
by the line that separates thieves from hon- 
est men. This act will cost the Republicans 
many a Congressional district at the coming 
election and it is likely to destroy their hope 
of controlling the next Congress. But the 
people should discriminate and so far as pos- 
sible mete out their retribution to the indi- 
vidual offenders. Among the many consid- 
erations which must impress upon the people 
the necessity of electing a reform Congress 
this Fall, the reckless river and harbor 
thievery should not be the least. 


A REMEDY FOR STAR ROUTE 
fRAUDS. 

The passage by the House of Representa- 
tives of the bill providing for the revision of 
the accounts of the Sixth Auditor by the 
First Controller of the Treasury is a step in 
the right direction. The Sixth Auditor is 
the officer by whom all the accounts of the 
Post Office are adjusted. Under the present 
law his action is practically final. An ap- 


‘neal lies from his decision to the First Con- 
I 


troller, but the right is rarely if ever exer- 
cised. As was pointed out in the debate, any 
appeal by claimants or contractors can be 
prevented by making satisfactory allow- 
ances in the first instance. As the law 
and practice stand, the whole Postal 
Service is divorced from the Treas- 
ury system of accountability which 
applies to every other branch of the public 
service. Nominally the Sixth Auditor is an 
officer of the Treasury Department subject 
to the control ot the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, but, sofar as his action in the settle- 
ment of accounts is concerned, there is no 
way in which that nominal control can be 
exercised. The Treasury appoints his clerks 
and furnishes his supplies, but in all other 
essential respects he is an officer of the Post 
Office Department. His office is in the Post 
Office Building, and all his official relations 
are with the Post Office Department; his 
official existence is brought to the attention 
of the Secretary of the Treasury only when 
a new clerk isto be appointed in his office 
or further supplies are required. 

Under the bill which has passed the 
House all the accounts pertaining to 
ocean, steam-boat, mail, and star route 
service will go from the Sixth Auditor 
to the First Controller for revision 
and final adjudication. There can be no 
question that this requirement will secure a 
much closer scrutiny of the accounts of the 
Postal Service than has hitherto been exer- 
cised. The office of First Controller is prop- 
erly recognized as one of the most important 
under the Government, and for many years 
it has been filled by able lawyers. All civil 
accounts except those relating to the Cus- 
toms and Postal Services are revised by the 
First. Controller, and all questions in any 
way affecting those accounts are submitted 
to him for decision. ‘The decisions of the 
present Controller have been printed and 
fill two or three volumes. It has never been 
considered essential that the Sixth Auditor 
should be a lawyer, and there never has 
been applied to the postal accounts the 
searching legal scrutiny to which all ac- 
counts passing through the office of the 
First Controller are subjected. The bare 
fact that the accounts passed by him are to 
be scrutinized by another officer cannot fail 
to make the Auditor’s examination more 
thorough, while the character of the officer 
by whom the revision is to be made adds 
the highest guarantee that the public inter- 
ests will be protected. 

Had sucha system been in force during 
the last few years the scandals of the 
star route service would have been pre- 


vented. Itisinconceivable that the First 


Controller could have passed the exorbitant 
allowances for the pretended expedition of 
service on the false and flimsy evidence pre- 
sented—evidence which bore all the marks 
of fraud on its very face and which could 
not have stood for a moment under 
an honest and thorough exammation. What 
other irregularities there may be under the 
present system of accounting we do not 
know, but it is not unfair to infer that 
where so much abuse has been unearthed in 
the only branch which has been thoroughly 
overhauled other abuses may lurk unde- 
tected in those parts of the service which 
have not yet beenexamined. At any rate, if 
abuses do exist, they will not be likely to 
escape the scrutiny of the First Controller’s 
office. 

The impossibility of securing any correc- 
tion of abuses by Congress until the neces- 
sity for a change has been enforced by some 
serious disaster is shown by the fact that the 
very reform pronosed hy. the House bill was

urged eleven years ago by Treasurer Sprn- 
NER in his annual report for 1871. Witha 
foresight that seems almost prophetic he 
expressed his fear ‘‘that through the loose, 
irregular, and anomalous manner in which 
these accounts are settled and paid, sooner 
or later the Government will suffer serious 
loss.’” The predicted disaster has at length 
occurred, and the millions of which Brapy 
and his fellows have robbed the Treasury 
are the price which the people have paid for 
the neglect by Congress of this plain and 
timely warning. 

This measure, wise as it is, is, however, 
only a part of the reform which is required 
in order to insure economy and honesty in 
postal administration. The revenues of the 
Post Office Department are unwisely and 
unnecessarily excepted from the provision 
of law that all of the revenues of the Gov- 
ernment shall be deposited in the Treasury 
in gross without abatement or  de- 
duction on any account whatever. 
Nearly half of the postal revenues 
are received and disbursed by Postmasters 
without passing into the Treasury at all. 
Section 3,861 of the Revised Statutes per- 
mits Postmasters to pay the expenses of 
their offices directly out of their receipts, 
and section 4,056 authorizes the transfer to 
contractors, by means of ‘‘ collection 
orders,’’ of amounts due from Postmasters to 
the Government. Both of these provisions 
should be repealed, and Postmasters 
should be required to deposit all of 
their receipts, without abatement, in 
the Treasury ‘f the United States, 
and they should be drawn out, as all other 
funds of the Government are, only on the 
warrant of the. Secretary of the Treasury. 
The postal revenues would thus be brought 
directly under the Treasury system of ac- 
countability, and their custody and disburse- 
ment would be protected by all the safe- 
guards which thorough organization and 
long experience have thrown around all the 
other revenues of the Government. 


MARINER ROBESON’S MISSION. 

In his triple character of member of the 
House Committee on Appropriations, mem- 
ber of the Committee on Naval Affairs, and 
Chairman of the Committee on Expendi- 
tures in the Navy Department, Mr. GzorcE 
M. Roseson, of New-Jersey, has lately 
managed (by the grace of Speaker Kg1rer) 
to be a somewhat conspicuous figure in the 
House. For example, on Tuesday, Mr. 
Rospeson, from the Appropriations Commit- 
tee, reported the Naval Appropriation. bill, 
as amended by the Senate, with the rec- 
ommendation that certain amendments be 
concurred in and certain other amend- 
ments be disagreed to. Mr. RANDALL, who 
is an obstructionist by nature and a Demo- 
crat by principle, objected to this summary 
method of dispatching business, and de- 
manded that the amendments be read and 
acted upon seriatim by the House without 
debate. This was done, and the bill 
was recommitted yesterday in the 
House. Mr. Roprson, from the Ap- 
propriations Committee, moved that 
the House insist upon its disagreement to 
the Senate amendments to the bill, and that 
a conference committee be appointed. This 
was voted by the House, and the con- 
ferees on the part of the House were ap- 
pointed, Georce M. Rosrson, of New- 
Jersey, being at the head of the list. 


If it should happen, as is quite possible, 
that the conference committee should fail to 
agree, a new conference would be necessary, 
and the Speaker would be guilty of the 
basest ingratitude if he should fail, what- 
ever the usage of Congress and the courtesy 
of the Senate may be, to appoint as a mem- 
ber of said committee of conference Mr. 
GEORGE M. Roseson, of New-Jersey. Mat- 
ters have come to such a pass in the House 
that the Speaker, when in a tight place, in- 
stinctively turns to Rosreson and mutely 
asks for advice, consolation, and assistance. 
But the matter now pending is not of so 
much consequence to the Speaker as to 
Roseson. It is the ex-Secretary of the 
Navy, not the Speaker, who is to be vindi- 
cated. As the second member on the Ap- 
propriations Committee and the Committee 
on Naval Affairs, and Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Expenditures in the Naval Depart- 
ment, Mr. Ropeson holds a commanding 
position. If he were an ex-Secretary 
of the Navy with a damaged reputation 
seeking vindication he could not be more 
fortunately placed. Therefore, when he 
has, as the naval member of the Appropria- 
tions Committee, perfected a bill for the re- 
organization of the Navy, and for the com- 
pletion of work left unfinished by his suc- 
cessor, it is only reasonable and natural that 
a friendly Speaker should put him on all the 
conference committees that have for their 
task the adjustment of questions that have 
arisen between the House and Senate. 


It is possible, however, that even Speak- 
er KEIFER may give us too much Ropgson. 
There are other men than Roseson in the 
House of Representatives. An Oriental 
figure of speech shows that the moon looks 
down on many brooks, while the brooks 
see but one moon. There is cnly one 
Speaker, and he, contrary to all usage 
and to all logic, sees but one RoBrson 
—the Roseson ; who made him what 
he is. , In the “conference committees, 
secret, irresponsible, and arbitrary as 
they are, RopEsox is present whenever his 
pet schemes of ‘‘ vindication’? are con- 
cerned. As we have already seen, no bill 
concerning the Navy can possibly slip 
through the House without Roprson hav- 
ing his finger upon it. It is not pretended, 
so far as we know, that Mr. Rosgson is the 
only man in Congress who knows anything 
about the Navy. Because he was once Sec- 
retary of the Navy it does not follow 


that he is to be forever the respon- 
sible legislator so far as all things 
relating to the Navy are concerned. Speaker 
KEIFER appears to think that Mr. Rose- 
s0N is the only man in the House who 


knows anything about the Navy, its needs, 
its capabilities, and its possibilities. There 
is an old proverb to the effect that whereso- 
ever the carcass is there will the eagles 
be gathered together. Speaker KrIrer 
modified the saying so that it shall read— 
‘‘ wheresoever the affairs of the Navy are 
discussed there shall be Ropeson.”’ It is 
impossible to say what will be the outcome 
of the present disagreement between the two 
houses on the Naval Appropriation bill. We 
venture the prediction that when the last 
section of the last disacreement has been 
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reached Mr. Gtorcre M. Roseson, of New- 

Jersey, will be found sitting by its side fan- 

ning the sufferer and playing the part of 

nurse, physician, and residuary legatee.

THE OLD AND THE NEW. 


The other day the man-of-war Dale pro- 
ceeded down our Bay under full sail. She 
was watched with much interest by the peo- 
ple gathered on the Battery, who noted the 
beauty of her spars and sails, and remarked 
to one another on the smartness with which 
a man-of-war is handled in comparison with 
an ordinary merchant vessel. Presently the 
Dale tacked and ran directly into a vessel 
lying at anchor, after which she drifted a lit- 
tle way with the tide and came to an anchor, 
while the spectators on the Battery suddenly 
reversed their opinion as to the smartness 
with which our men-of-war are handled. 

The collision was wholly the fault of the 
Dale, whether she missed stays, whether she 
did not have room in which to tack, or 
whether the tide swept her aguinst the 
anchored vessel, the officer who was in 
charge of the deck was responsible for the 
collision. It is difficult to imagine an ex- 
cuse for him. It was his business to know 
whether or not the Dale would miss stays, 
to make allowance for the strength of the 
tide or the fore-reaching of the ship, and to 
be sure that he had room enough in which 
to tack her. His conduct was simply what 
is called among sailors ‘‘lubberly.”’ It 
might, perhaps, have been expected from a 
Spanish or an Egyptian naval officer, but 
it was in the highest degree discreditable to 
an officer of the American Navy. 

Of late years there has been a curious tend- 
ency on the part of our men-of-war to run 
ashore or to run into other vessels. Some 
of these accidents may have been unavoid- 
able, but the greater part of them were un- 
doubtedly the result of the incapacity of 
those in charge of them. Our navy is al- 
ready extremely small, but if its vessels are 
to be handled as was the Dale on Tuesday 
last, it will not be long before no vessels 
will appear on the naval register except 
those which are not yet launched, or which 
are laid up in our vavy-yards. 

The young men who annually graduate 
from the Annapolis Academy are probably 
the finest class of young men of which any 
country can boast. So much care is taken 
to weed out the idle, the dull, and the disso- 
Jute Cadets that the graduating class con- 
tains only the very cream of those who 
are appointed to the Academy. Our 
younger naval oflicers are refined, intelligent, 
and accomplished gentlemen, the very high- 
est type of the American citizen. We are 
all heartily proud of them, but there is a 
growing suspicion that the Government does 
not give them the opportunity to become as 
thoroughly acquainted with practical sea- 
manship as with mathematics, gunnery, 
modern languages, and other useful studies. 

The Annapolis Cadet learns seamanship 
from a book, with the help of a model of a 
full-rigged ship. From ‘‘Luce’s Seaman- 
ship’ he can learn in their regular sequence 
all the orders to be given when tacking a shir, 
from the order to ‘‘raise tacks and sheets’’ 
to the order—however it may be worded in 
the Navy—for the men to return to their sta- 
tions. The young Cadet who commits to 
memory these rules knows theoretically how 
to tack aship, but he is deficient in just that 
sort of knowledge which would enable him 
to avoid such a ridiculous performance as 
that of which the officer in charge of the 
Dale was guilty—knowledge which can be 
acquired only by long experience in actual 
handling of vessels under sail. 

While the Annapolis Cadet learns his sea- 
manship from books and models, it is also 
true that he does supplement this knowledge 
by the practical experience gained in his 
Summer practice cruises. But, after all, 
these cruises cannot make him a thoroughly 
accomplished sailor. An excursion up and 
down Long Island Sound, or even a voyage 
to Madeira and back in weather in which a 
North River sloop might go to sea, may 
be useful to some extent, but such cruises 
cannot fit a man to take charge of the deck 
of a man-of-war. Undoubtedly, our naval 
Cadets learn all the seamanship that cirenm- 
stances will permit them to learn, but there 
are probably very few of them who could 
safely tack a ship in a crowded harbor with 
a strong tide running. 

Under the old system of education the 
Midshipman went to sea as soon as he re- 
ceived his appointment. The instruction 
which he received in languages, mathe- 
matics, and gunnery was greatly inferior 
to that which the Annapolis Cadet receives. 
He was not, as a rule, subjected to refining 
and elevating influences. Nevertheless, he 
did learn seamanship in the best possible 
school. By the time he became a Lieutenant 
he was in every respect a thorough sailor. 
Probably he could speak no language but 
his own, and very possibly he was rough 
and boorish in his manners, but he knew 
his profession to the minutest detail, and he 
could take a ship through New- York Harbor 
without running into craft lying at anchor. 

Now, we do not want to return to the old- 
fashioned system that prevailed in the days of 
Midshipman Easy. We want our naval 
officers to be the accomplished gentlemen of 
whom we are so justly proud. There is not 
a study pursued at Annapolis which could 
well be dropped, and most certainly the gen- 
eral influence of the Academy upon the char- 
acter of its graduates is of inestimable value. 
Still, is it not true that our Cadets do not 
learn practical seamanship as thoroughly as 
did the Midshipmen of the last generation, 
and cannot this defect be remedied ? 

If we are to build new men-of-war, why 
should we not utilize them as practice ships 
and keep the Annapolis Cadets afloat during 
the greater part of their academic course ? 
They could pursue their studies at sea pre- 
cisely as well as they now pursue them on 
land, and in the course of three years spent 
mainly at sea they would learn to be thor- 
ough sailors. There is, after all, only one 
way in which to learn seamanship, and jit 
is due to the young men of whom’ the 
Nation undertakes to make sailors that they 
should have every advantage which it is 
possible to give them. 





Sir WALTER RALEIGH used to say that 
every man had his value as asoldier, and being 
asked how timid men could be made useful, re- 
plied briefly, “As sentinels.” But if the recent 
“*seare’’ of the Sixtieth Rifles near Alexandria be 
truly reported, a tendency to panic does not ne- 
cessarily imply vigilance. That a Britisn ontpost

The 
“rout of Castlebar” is stilla by-word in Ireland, 
as that of Prestonpans is in Scotland. Two similar 
cases occurred during the war of 1814 with the 
Goorkhas of Northern India. The fatal overthrow 
of Gen. Burrows by the Afghans at Khusk-i- 
Nakud, in July, 1880, was a still more deplorable 
instance, it having been afterward discovered that 
the Afghans themselves were just about to give 
way when the British flight began.

There has lately been many evidences of the 
waning power of the Roman Catholic Bishops of 
Ireland. Not long ago the fact was made known 
that they did not wish the priests to be so promi- 
nent at political meetings. It was decided that the 
curates were ndét to attend without the consent of 
their parish priests, and in a few instances this per- 
mission had been asked for and refused. The tem- 
per of the people has since caused a modification 
of this arrangement. Indeed, some of the Church 
organs go the lenzth of declaring that such restric- 
tions had never been imposed. A popular gather- 
ing of farmers and agricultural laborers in the 
Queen’s County which had been expecting the at- 
tendance of several curates made no attempt to 
conceal jts annoyance when letters were read set- 
ting forth this as the reason for absence. The 
Bishop of Limerick endeavored to show that he 
was master still by refusing to restore the Rev. 
EvuGrEne SHeruy to his curacy at Kilmallock. It 
soon became manifest that the people would not 
submit to such treatment of a patriot who had 
suffered imprisonment in their cause, and the 
Bishop reconsidered his determination. The Bishop 
of Kerry is unlike other Irish Bishops inasmuch 
as he does not pretend to be as potent 
as he was. Speaking recently at Castle Island, 
after a confirmation, he said that during 
the past two years whenever he had taken 
occasion to condemn a crime from _ the 
altar a new crime was sure to be perpetrated 
In another part of the country 
the Government officials noticed the connection 
between priestly denunciation and the commis- 
sion of outrages in cattle fields, and some unkind 
comments were made upon the subject. The 
truth is, the Bishops and priests can now only pre- 
serve the respect of the people for them when they 
appear to be imbued with the same feeling in re- 
gard to landlordism and the Government. This 
does not mean that Irishmen are breaking away 
from the Roman Catholic faith. What it does 
mean is that they can now think and act for them- 
selves, and that they have been completely re- 
leased from the superstitious thralldom in which 
they were so long held. The Parnell movement 
has in agreat degree been instrumentat in bring- 
ing about this liberation, but the primary respon- 
sibility belongs to the national schools. The teach- 
ers, almost without exception, have been taken 
from the ranks of the peasantry. They are men 
of advanced views, and, knowing the nature of 
the material given them, they have found little dif- 
ficulty in molding it into the shape which it has 
reached. The young people have been faught to 
obey the teachings of their ancient creed as a 
means of salvation, but nothing more. 

On the 20th of last month a repast, under 
somewhat novel circumstances, was offered in 
Paris to appreciative guests. M. BarrHo.pr, the 
artist, gave a breakfast in the statue of Liberty, 
now being constructed by him for the United 
States. The editor of the 7Zemps, remembering 
Heropotvus’s estimate of the size of the pyramids 
by the calculation of the number of onions eaten 
by the workmen while employed in the construc- 
tion of these monuments, called attestion to the 
fact that since 20 persons could eat inside of the 
bronze statue of Barrno.p1’s Liberty, some idea 
might be had of its immense bulk when finished. 
This breakfast was given to some leading Parisian 
journalists in order to show them how much of the 
work was already finished. The table was set at 
about the height of the knee of the statue, and the 
convives climbed up there, a height of some 15 
métres, by means of a ladder. The dishes, the 
fruit, and coffee were hauled up by arope and 
pulley. At the breakfast M. Barruoxpr presented 
to his guests, his associate artists, MM. Gacer and 
GavutTuieR, M. Srwon, the sculptor; M. Bereeret, 
who has the bronze work under his especial charge, 
and M. Brron, the modeler. The artist believes 
that in 1883 the statue of Liberty will be completed, 
and, as our French contemporary expresses it, 
“after having astounded Paris, it will become one 
of the wonders of America.” 
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There are two paragraphs in Mr. A. D. 
Savage's letter to the editor of the Century, pub- 
lished in the August number of that magazine, 
which require the fullest explanation, as they 
furnish the true index to the character of the Di- 
rector of the Metropolitan Museum of Art. The 
paragraphs in question may be found on page 
633 of the Century. The first one begins as 
follows: ‘‘In the early part of the contro- 
versy Gen. Dr Cersnotra had accused Mr. 
Frevarpent of forging a photograph brought 
in evidence against him. Some months later, in 
August of last year, I made a discovery which led 
me to believe that in making this charge he knew 
he was not speaking the truth.”” Now, what was 
‘*this charge’? made against FEvARDENT? That of 
forgery. Sedulously, systematically, in the clubs, 
in private, in public Mr. Dr Cresnoza and the 
friends of Mr. Dr Cesnota took hold of people, 
button-holed them, whispered in their ears, ‘* You 
must not believe any of these accusations, for 
FrvARDENT has forged this photographic evidence, 
and everybody knows it.” Mr. Fevarpgnt had 
found in the Corcoran Gallery, at Washington, a 
photograph of many of the objects in tha Museum 
when it was in Fourteenth-street, and there was 
one figure in the picture which was the ruin of Crs- 
NoLA. There stood a priest without hand and pa- 
tera. Mr. Dr Cesnoua had affirmed, and stuck to it, 
that that figure never, never had been known to 
him without hand and patera. Mr. Fevarpent had 
this Corcoran Gallery picture rephotographed, 
and as his No. 1 it completely exposed the 
Director’s fraud and the ignorance of the in- 
vestigating committee. Then Mr. Dr Cesnora 
neither blinked, fiushed, nor winced. He 
declared that photograph%to be a_ forgery, 
and that Mr. Fevarpent had manufactured it 
out of the whole cloth. We give the credit 
of this apparent master-stroke to the Director, 
though those who took up the lie and gratuitously 
distributed the slander are not to be held free from 
blame. What more does Mr. Savace write? He 
had placed his resignation in the hands of the Trus- 
tees and awaited the return of Mr. Dr Crsnora in 
order “to give him an opportunity to explain the 
matter.” Such delicacy as Mr. Savacre has shown 
in this whole business, it may be remarked, has been 
sentiment wasted. Mr. SavacE continues in the 
next paragraph, ‘When he did return to the Mu- 
seum and we discussed the cause of my resigna- 
tion, he declared, by two thirgs he held sacred—on 
his word of honor and pefore Gop—that when he 
made those declarations about Mr. FevarRDENT’s 
card No. 1he did not know he was mistaken.” An 
honest man may frankly avow a mistake, but 
Mr. Dr Cesnoxta is not to be classed in the 
category of honest men. The tell-tale photo- 
graph he krew all the time was  an- 
thentic, and, worse than that, he was perfectly 


well aware that there were more of these pictures, 


all showing that the figure once had neither 
hand nor patera. One day the Director sent for an 
album belonging to the Museum, in which all the 
photographs of the objects had been collected,and in 
private, when no oae was looking on, he deliber- 
ately tore out the leaf containing the evidence of 
his falsehood. Now every trace of at least that 
picture he hoped would be gone. No prying news-. 
paper critic would ever see it, and he could face 
any one in the most brazen way and declare, as he 
had done to Mr. Savages, *“* by two things he heid 
sacred—on his word of honor and before Gop—that 
when he made those declarations about Mr. 
FEUARDENT’s card No. 1he did not know he was 
mistaken.” But trath does, after all, exert its in- 
fluence, and even asserts itself magically 
at times. Mr. Dr Crsnota should remember 
for the future, in order to destroy  writ- 
ten or photographed evidence it is much 
safer to burn than totear. One of the employes 
of the Museum, in whose care this album was, 
at once missed the particular photograpn, and 
saw that it had been palled out of the book, and 


next day, in Mr. D1 Czsnoua’s waste-basket, the 
torn photograph was found. As to the figure ef the 
priest, with or without the patera, there is positive 
evidence that no less than five times, in 1970, ig 
1872, in 1873, in 1877, and in 1879, Mr. Di Cusnory 
saw it in its various conditions.

Gen. Skobeleff dled possessed of a large 
fortune. His annual income from it is reckoned 
to have been about 100,000 rubles. By his will he 
gave but a small sum to his divorced wife; the re- 
mainder he divided in equal shares among his threa 
sisters, the Duchess of Leuchtenberg, Princess 
Belorsilski, and Princess Beauharnais. It was 
through the Princess Beauharnais that Skobeleff 
was related to the imperial family of Russia. 


Since serfdom was abolished in Russia the 
gold mines of Siberia have lost much of the value 
formerly set upon them, for the cost of working 
them has been thereby increased. Between 1825 
and 1850 was the period of their greatest prosper- 
ity, in spite of the fact that in more recent years 
the number of mines has been largely augmented. 
The official estimate of the ayerage value of the 
yearly production is now 30,000,000f., but it 1s be- 
lieved that this sum is too high by one-fourth. 


Examinations show that the Waterloo 
Bridge, of London, has suffered greater damage 
from the wash of the river against its foundations 
than was originally supposed. It has been decided 
to sink enormous caissons around each pier, and to 
run them down to such depths as completely to 
obviate any injurious effects that might be caused 
by the constant disturbance of the bed of the river. 
The work on these repairs has already been begun, 
and it is believed that it has not been undertaken 
too soon. 


One of the Hungarian Bishops, Strossmayer 
by name, regards the union of the Catholic and 
Greek Churches among the Southern Slavs as his 
great life mission. He has recently issued a pas- 
toral letter on the subject, in the course of which 
he says: “‘ I shall probably not live long enough to 
accomplish my purpose. I promise, however, that 
immediately after mv death, together with the 
Saints Peter and Paul, I shall bravely approach the 
throne of the Most High and implore of Him tha 
fulfillment of this my favorite wish.” 

Fishermen who live along the Mediterranean 
shores say the digging of the Panama and Corinth 
Canals is likely to influence the future character 
of the finny tribes in the waters which those 
canals will join. They point to their own experi- 
ence since the Suez undertaking was completed. 
Not a single shark was formerly Known in the 
Mediterranean, a fact which made the fish supply 
of that sea inexhaustible, but sharks now migrate 
into it rreely from the Red Sea and Indian Ocean, 
and make sad havoo of fish that have a market 
valae. 

During the bombardment of Alexandria tho 
large light-house which stands at the entrance of 
the harbor of Alexandria suffered severely. Half 
way up the staircase was cut in two by a shell, and 
in some places the stones were made dangerously 
loose. For several days the house was not lighted. 
but finally three sailors were found to make the 
dangerous ascent. After much difficulty they 
reached the lantern and caused the revolving light 
to shine in its familiar manner, but they were un: 
able to Gescend alone. Special heip and appliances 
had to be sent them. For several hours, however, 
they remained imprisoned in the unstable tower.

STATE CONVENTION OF THE IOWA 
REPUBLICANS. 

A SMALL AND ORDERLY GATHERING—NOMT- 
NATIONS FOR STATE OFFICERS-——NO MEN- 
TION MADE OF THE LIQUOR QUESTION. 

Des Mornes, Aug. 2.—The Republican 

State Convention was the smallest held in 

years. This was probably due to the fact that 

\he nominations to be made were not those 

which would incite any particular faction or 

tlass. Nominations were made for the follow- 
ing offices: Secretary of State, State Aud- 
itor, State Treasurer, Attorney-General, 

Judge of the Supreme Court, Clerk 

of the Supreme Court, and Reporter 

of the Supreme Court. J. A. T. Hull 


for Secretarv, E. H. Conger for Treasurer, 
and Smith McPherson for Attora.,-General, 
present incumbents, made fair requests for 
another term and were renominated, J. L. 
Brown, of Lucas County, the nominees for 
State Auditor, had as competitor R. L. Chase, 
present Deputy Auditor. Brown was a can- 
didate two years ago and was defeated then. 
Judge Seevers, present Chief-Justice of the 
State Supreme Court, was renominated. He 
is now serving his twelfth year on this bench, 

For Clerk of the Supreme Court, G. B. 
Pray, of Hamilton County, was nominated, 
and E. C. Ebersole, of Tarna County, for Re- 
porter of the Supreme Court. Ex-Gov. 
Rothert, of Keokuk, was temporary Chair- 
man, and the permanent organization was 
effected by the re-election ot the Hon. William 
Larrabee, of Fayette County. This gentle- 
man was a competitor for Governor against 
Buren R. Sherman in 881, and is 
again quietly aspiring for that office. 
The report of the Committee on Resolutions 
contains no allusion to temperance matters, 
On this significant silence was maintained. 
The better part of wisdom was discretion in 
this, for any action either way upon this issue 
would have been committal. The resolution 
treated more of railroad i:ter-State commerce 
and Republicanism. 

The political fight in Iowa this year will evi- 
dently be directed to Congressional issues, for 
nominations on the Republican State tickét 
are equivalent to elections, while in the Con- 
gressional districts the issues are local, and the 
results will depend upon the vote of the Ger- 
man and foreign elements. This is shown 
in the convention’s actions in ignor- 
ing temperance issues. The Prohibition 
State Convention last week by unanimous 
vote advised the calling of a session of the 
Legislature as soon as possible to enact laws to 
make the amendment effective, and if Repub- 
lican sentiment had been favorable to their 
action undoubtedly the amendmevt would 
have been referred to in the resolutions. The 
German Republicans of the State were watch- 
ing this conyention anxiously, and had any 
action been taken it would have been either 
favorable to them and displeasing to others or 
the contrary. ‘‘Fence-rail”’ politicians were 
in the ascendancy in the convention.

SOUTH CAROLINA DEMOCRATS. 
N'TATE OFFICERS NOMINATED AND A PLAT- 
FORM ADOPTED AT COLUMBIA. 

Cotumpara, 8. C., Aug. 2.—J. P. Richard- 
s0n, the State Treasurer, was renominated by 
the Democratic State Convention, which re- 
assembled at 9 A. M. to-day. The Rev. Ellison 
Capers, of Greenville, was nominated for 
Superintendent of Education. Gen. A. M. 
Manigault, Adjutant and Inspector-General, 
was renominated by acclamation. The ticket 


is coneeded to be astrong one. The convention 
consisted of 316 members, nearly all of whom 
are men fresh from the people, and their selec- 
tion of candidates is considered entirely satis- 
factory to the Democrats. 

The convention adopted the following plat- 
form: 


The Democratic Party of South Carolina, in State 
Convention assembied, reaffirming the principles 
and declarations of the State platforms of 1876 and 
1878, and their continued devotion to the princi- 
ples of the National Democratic Party, and pledg- 
ing to that party their earnest co-operation and 
support, declare the following principles as formu- 
lating the policy of the South Carolina Democracy 
in State and Federal affairs, and invite the aid and 
support of all good citizens in carrying them into 
effect: 

I. Wise and just legislation, the impartial ad- 
ministration of equal laws, and economy with efti- 
ciency in every department of the State Govern- 
ment. 

II. Popular education as the bulwark of free in- 
stitutions, and liberal appropriations for public 
schools for the whole people. 

Ill. The systematic efforts of the Republican 
Party to obstruct reform and destroy good govern- 
ment in South Carolina by turning to partisan pur- 
poses the appointing power of the Federal Govern- 
mentisastanding menace to the people of this 
State,and a growing dangerto good citizens in 
every part of the Union. Federal offices in this 
State are made political infirmaries and training 
schools for the defeat of honest government in 
South Carolina. 

IV. The honest home-rule Democracy of South 
Carolina, representing the tax-payers of the State 
nnd the majority of the whole people, invite and 
have aright to expect the sympathy and support 
of their fellow-contrymen in their strenuous ef- 
forts to preserve an intelligent and equal adminis- 
tration of the Government. 

V. The practice of packing juries in political 
cases-in United States courts inthis State isa 
criminal violation of the inalienabie right of every 
citizen to fair trial by a jury of his peers. 

VI. The extension of franchise as a political re- 
sult of the late war has enlarged enormously the 
number of the present and prospective voters re- 
quiring education in public schools. The burden 
was increased while the ability of the State to bear 
it was diminished. The Federal Government, by 
liberal appropriations from the Treasury on the 
basis of illiteracy, should help the Southern States 
to cure the eyil of non-intelligent suffrage. A na- 
tional danger calls for national aciion and national 


aid. 

VII. Civil service reform, appointments to minor 
offices under tests that will indicate the qualifica- 
tions of applivants, promotion by merit, a fixed 
tenure of office, and no removals except for cause. 

VUI. Black-mailing public servants under the 
guise of political assessments converts the public 
treasury to the extent of the contributions called 
for into a campaign fund for the advancement ofa 
political party, thus taxing the whole people for 
partisan purposes. 

IX. The present protective tariff robs the many 
for the benefit of the few; theimvort duties should 
be decreased, and an early repeal of the duty on 
cotton ties, on the machinery used in the manufac- 
ture of cotton and wool and on tools and agricul- 
tural implements, will stimulate manufactures and 
be a welcome relief to the farmer and the laborer. 

X. It is most desirable that the internal revenue 
taxation be abolished, so soen as this can be ac- 
complished without rendering permanent the ex- 
isting protective system. Rigid economy in the 
conduct of the Government will hasten the day 
when the tariff shall be as moderate as in the early 
days of the Republic, and the army of office-hold- 
ers employed under the internal revenue laws be 
lisbanded. 

XI. The public credit, national and State, must 
be religiously maintained. 

XII. In the conduct of affairs in this State the 
Democracy have been actuated by but one desire, 
and that is to promote the greatest good of the 
State; only witbin the Democratic Party, and by 
party action, can defective legislation be remedied, 
without imperiling the safety and well-being of the 
State. Democratic unity is public safety and pri- 
vate security. ; 

XIIi. In the State, justice and equality for all, to 
insure harmony and good-will between the races; 
in the Union, no sectionalism in policy or feeling; 
an indissoluble union of indestructible States—one 
§ag, one country, one destiny.

ATLANTA, Aug. 2.—The delegates who 
gathered for the Republican Convention to- 
day were divided into three factions—the syn- 


dicate, composed principally of native white 
oftice-holders; the Stalwarts, mostly Northern 
men, and the colored delegates, who are some- 
what dissatisfied with their political treatment. 
Late last night, while the syndicate, headed by 
Gen. Longstreet, was in caucus, with closed 
doors, Jefferson Long, a colored ex-member 
of Congress, and r. Pledger, the col- 
ored Chairman of the State Committee, 
pushed by the door-keeper, and were quickly 
followed by 50 or 60 delegates, led there 
by no improper motive, but mainly by a de- 
sire to see the fun, if any fun there was to be. 
Those present sprang to their feet, and in less 
than two minutes, without design on the part 
of Mr. Pledger, the meeting was broken up. 
Some wordy altercations took place, when, at 
the instance of Gen. Longstreet, the Police 
were called and Long and Pledger were ar- 
rested and carried to the guard-house, where 
they were kept until sureties could be found. 
This has greatly embittered the feeling of 
the colored delegates against the leaders of the 
syndicate. The Executive Committee of tho 
State Committee met this morning and, hav- 
inga majority of one, passed a resolution to 
the effect that Mr. pao last night. at the 
head of a mob, had broken up a Republican 
paucus ; that he was, therefore, unworthy of the 
osition he held; that his authority should no 
onger be recognized, and calling another con- 
vention, to meetin the United States Court 
rooms. It met at12 o’clock, about 50 strong, 
elected a permanent Chairman and other 
officers, and adjourned over. The con- 


vantion proper met in the Capitol at .11 


o’clock, and was called to order by Chairman 
Piedger. ‘She Hon. Jefferson Long, of Macon, 
wus elected temporary Chairman. The com- 
tmaittees have consumed the whole day in get- 
ting ready for the permanent organization, 
which will take place to-morrow morning. R. 
2. Locke, of Columbus, will be made Chair- 
man. Mr. Piedger will to-morrow re- 
sign and A, Buck will be put at 
the head of the State Committee. Efforts at 
ee to-day have so far failed. The 
syndicate is weakening. To-morrow it will 
not have 20 men. References to Gartrell, the 
Independent Democratic candidate for Gov- 
ernor, to-day, were received enthusiasm, and 
a test vote showed that he had four-fifths of 
the body.

THE INDIANA DEMOCRATS. 
PROHIBITIONISTS AND LIQUOR-DEALERS DIs- 
GUSTED WITH THE WORK OF THE STATE 
CONVENTION, 

INDIANAPOLIS, Aug. 2.—The Democratic 
State Convention to-day was harmonious and 
orderly, so far as outward appearances go, 
but neither the platform nor ticket gives satis- 
faction to the masses of the party. Gov. 
Hendricks, Chairman of the Committee on 
Resolutions, in his efforts to prepare a pro- 
hibition plank which would conciliate all 
classes, rather overdid the matter, and the re- 
sult is as unsatisfactory to the Prohibitionists 
as itistothe liquor element. The Hon. John 
R. East, a prominent prohibition Democrat 
from Monroe County, tried to get in a resolu- 
tion expressing his peculiar views, but he was 
suppressed under the gag rule, and his resolu- 
tion went to the committee, who failed 
to report it to the convention. The tem- 
perance element are highly innignant at 
this, and to-night threaten to bolt the party 
outright, The Executive Committee of the 


Liberal League of Indiana are alse dissatisfied 
with the ticket, and say thas the Germans will 
not flock to the support of the Democracy, as 
they are expected to do, During the conven- 
tion, Mrs. Helen M. Gougar, of Lafavette, and 
Mrs. Price, of Kokomo, presented memorials 
in behalf of prohibition and woman suffrage, 
respectively, which were attentively listened 
to, as were also the speeches that followed, The 
ladies expressed themselves as satisfied with 
the plattorm, which they construe to be direct- 
ly in favor of the submission of the amend- 
ments to the people. 

W. H. English’s speech surprised everybody 
on account of its bitterness and virility. He 
expressed himself as satisfied with his political 
career, and declared that he would not again 
accept a nomination for office under any cir- 
cumstances, He denounced probibition as an 
insidious scheme to deprive the people of their 
personal liberty, and said it was wrong 
in principle and inefficacious in practice. 
His arraignment of the Republican Par- 
ty was in the usual strain of 
such speeches, only more bitter and vindic- 
tive. He reviewed its course since the days of 
Know-nothingism, and declared that the Irish 
and German population had nothing to hope 
from such an orgenization. Mr. English, in 
concluding his speech, predicted a new era of 
continued success for the Democratic Party 
ot Indiana, the members of which, he 
declared, were united and harmonious. The 
ticket nominated by the convention is a fairly 
strong one. W. R. Myers, of Madison County, 
who was the choice for Secretary of State, 
was formerly a member of Congress from the 
Anderson district. J. H. Rice, of Floyd, se- 
cured the nomination for Auditor on the 
grounds of his long continued service as 
Secretary of the State Committee. J. J. 
Cooper, of this city, the candidate for Treas- 
urer, is not particularly strong, and John W. 
Holcombe, the candidate for Superintendent 
of Public Instruction, is decidedly weak. He 
is a very young man, with little experience or 
ability, and has no claims on the party. The 
friends of Prof. James H. Smart, an expe- 
rienced educator, who was defeated by 
Holcombe, are highly indignant. S. 
P. Sheerin, of Logansport, who was 
nominated for Clerk of the Supreme 
Court, is an unknown character, although 
he is said to be personally very popular. The 
work of the convention is not satisfactory by 
any means. The temperance element of the 
party held a caucus to-night and roundly 
denounced the non-committal, indecisive 
plank, while the Germans are swearing that 
they will get even. Mr. Hendricks in 
his effort to cover two fences bas fallen in the 
ditch between, and the Democratic Party in 
Indiana is decidedly in worse shape to-night 
than it was yesterday, neither platform nor 
ticket gives satisfaction, and prominent mem- 
bers of the party to-night are in a state of dis- 
gust over both. 

The following is the platform as it was 
adopted: 


The Democratic Party of Indiana, in convention 
assembled, renews Nts pledge of fidelity to the 
doctrines and traditions of the party as illustrated 
by the teachings of Thomas Jefferson, itsjfounder, 
and exemplified in the admistration of the Govy- 
ernment under Democratic rule, and we insist 
upon an honest and economical administration as 
the principle upon which it rests. Conceding to 
the Federal “Government its just rights and 
full power as delegated. in the Federal Constitu- 
tion, and claiming for the States and the people 
respectively the powers therein reserved to them, 
we arraign the Republican Party at the bar of pub- 
lic opinion for its long and continual course of 
usurpation and misrule. It has disregardea the 
rights of the people and the States; it has held 
on to its ill-gotten power in deflance of the 
popular will by the corrupt use of money 
in the elections, and it has corrupted tho 
public morals by elevating to high places men who 
are known to be dishonest. We condemn the Re- 
publican Party for enacting and enforcing laws de- 
signed to place the elections under Federal con- 
trol, in violation of the rights of the States. We 
condemn it for the frauds und perjuries of 1876, by 
which the will of the people was set aside anda 
usurper placed in the Presidential office for 
four years. We condemn it for having kept up 
and maintained, in time of peace, an onerous end 
unjust system of taxation, by means of which 
large sums of money have accumulated in the 
Treasury which ought to have been left in the 
pockets of the people; and we condemn it for its 
wasteful extravagance in the expenditure of the 
publicmoney. Wecondemn it forits shameless dis- 
regard of its pledges in favor of civil service reform 
and its corrupt use of the public patronage under 
the spoils system. We condemn it for the sys- 
tematic levy of black-mail upon the clerks and 
minor office-holders of the United States, in viola- 
tion of law, to raise a fund for the corruption of 
the ballot-box, and we call especially upon the 
voters of Indiana to vindicate their honor 
and to erase the stain that was placed upon 
them by the Dorseyites in 1880. We demand 
that the present wasteful and _ unnecessary 
expenditure of the pablic money shal! be stopped, 
and that the surplus revenue shall be faithfully ap- 
plied to the payment of the national debt. We 
demand that Federal taxes be reduced to the low- 
est#point consistent with the wants of the Govern- 
ment under an honest and economical administra- 
tion of its affairs, and that such taxes be so ad- 
justed as to secure an equitable distribution of 
these burdens. 

We demand that there shall be such reforms in 
the civil service as will again result in the employ- 
ment inthe public service of those only who are 
honest and capable, and that no assessments or 
exactions of any kind shall be required of them for 
political purposes. 

We demand protection to our citizens, native 
and adopted, at home and abroad, and we de- 
nounce and condemn the present Republican Ad- 
ministration for its neglect of duty toward those 
lately imprisoned as suspects in the jails of Ire- 
land by the arbitrary action of the British au- 
thorities. 

We demand a revision of the present unjust 
tariff. VThe Constitution of the United States con- 
fers upon Congress the power to establish a tariff 
for revenue, and asa just and proper exercise of 
that power we favor such an adjustment of its 
provisions within the revenue standard as will 
promote the industries of the country and the 
interests of Jabor without creating monopolies. 
The Democratic Party is now, as it always 
has been, opposed to all sumptuary legislation, 
and it is especially opposed to the proposed amend- 
ment to the Constitution of Indiana, known as the 
prohibitory amendment; and we are in favor of 
the submission of said proposed amendment, 
as well as all the other proposedgamendments, 
to the people, according to the provisions of the 
Constitution for its own amendment, and the 
people have the right to oppose or favor the adop- 
tion of any or all ; 
stages of their consideration, and any submission 
of aconstitutional amendment to the vote of the 
people should be at a time and under ciréum- 
stances most favorable to a tuil vote; and, there- 
fore, should be at a general election; that we 
fully indorse and approve the laws passed pursu- 
ant to the demands of former Democratic conven- 
tions, making provision for the safety and protec- 
tion of laborers and miners, and providing for the 
collection of their wages, and are in favor of 
all other enactments to that end which may be 
necessary and proper. The free schools of Indiana 
are the pride and glory of the State, and we will 
see to it that they are not poisoned by the breath 
of sectarianism or destroyed by waste and extrava- 
gance in their management. In the relations be- 
tween capital and labor we favor such policies as 
will promote harmony between them, and will 
adequately protect the rignts and interests of labor. 

We esteera the Hon. D. W. Voorhees as an able 
and faithful representative of our State in the Sen- 
ate, and specially commend him tor his active 
sympathy in behalf of the soldiers. 

Mr. English attended a meeting of the 
Liquor League to-night and explained to them 
the Democratic platform. They told him they 
would hela him responsible for the action of the 
party in the future, and they would accept the 
declaration made to-day end work in harmony 
with the Democrats in the campaign, trasting 
to the Democrats to defeat the prohibition 
amendment at the first opportunity. They 
said the Democratic Party was the only place

they could go now, and, while disappointed at 
the evident “straddling” of the platform, it 
was the best they could expect this year.

BRADY'S SERVILE EDITOR 


AN EFFORT TO IMPEACH WALSH'S 
TESTIMONY FAILS. 

A. C. BUELL PLACED ON THE STAND IN 
BRADY’S BEHALF—SOME OF HIS LIBEL- 
OUS ARTICLES READ TO THE JURY— 
HIS DENIAL OF ONE OF WALSH’S 
STATEMENTS HAS LITTLE EFFECT. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—The examination of 
the witness French, ex-Chief Clerk of the Contract 

Office, was resumed in the Criminal Court this 

morning. He said he had made a tabulated state- 

ment of all the bids submitted by Dorsey, Peck, 

Miner, Boone, and J. H. Watts atthe letting of 

1878. The prosecution objected to its reception, 

because it was not shown that Watts and Boone 

were members of the combination, It was finally 
admitted, except so far as it referred to Watts. 

This statement shows that Dorsey put in 288 bids, 

and was the lowest bidder on 48; Miner put in 218, 

and was the lowest bidder on 46; Peck putin 199, 

and was the lowest bidder on 31, and Boone put in 

445, and was the lowest bidder on 18. The aggregate 

number of bids put in was 1,150, and 143 contracts 

were secured. The witness was then cross-exam- 
ined by Mr. Bliss. He could name no case previ- 
ous to July 23, 1876, in which a route had been ex- 
peuited after the contract had been signed and be- 
fore its execution had been attempted. He was 
not able to say tbat such was the custom after that 
date. The witness was questioned relative to his 


statements, made yesterday, as to the practices of 
the office in awarding extra compensation and 
other particulars, On redirect examination, Mr. 
French detailed the precautionary measures which 
had been adopted by the department to prevent 
the bids being tampered with. On _ cross-ex- 
amination, the witness had said that he had 
been removed from office, and he now said after 
he had three times refused to resign he had been 
removed by Postmnster-General James. Unon 
that occasion Mr. James, while declining to make 
any charges of wrong-doing against him, had given 
as his reason for removing him tnat he had sat 
besiae Gen. Brady, and, although he knew of all 
the transactions of his office, had failed to report 
them to the Postmaster-General. 

This concluded the examination of Mr. French, 
and the Hon. Martin Maginnis, Delegate from Mon- 
tana Territory, was called. He described the cir- 
cumstances attendant upon the establishment of 
the Bismarck-Tongue River route, and said be had 
endeavored to have it increased and expedited. 
This route was much shorter than any existing route 
between the same points, and was regarded by the 
inhabitants of that section as of great Importance, 
A Government telegraph line had been construct- 
ed along the same route, and witness drew a vivid 
picture of the rapid development of the country 
after the establishment of the route. On cross-ex- 
amination Mr. Maginnis said that he presumed the 
service had been rendered from the date of estab- 
lishment of the route, but he did not know posi- 
tively. Witness was asked when the telegraph line 
had been established. He said it was in the year 
that George Spencer went out of the Senate. 

Mr. Bliss—Perhaps he is on that telegraph line 


now. 

Mr. Merrick—We have not been able to find him 
at any rate. 

A subpcena, which had been issued to secure the 
production of the acceptance books of the Contract 
Office, was returned unserved, and Mr. Bliss ex- 
plained that inthe cieaning up of the office they 
had totally disappeared. 

J. W. F. Williams, a Contract Office clerk, testi- 
fied that Postmaster Abbott, of Alvord, Grant 
County, Oregon, had been removed on April 1, 1881. 

A. C. Buell was then called. He testifiea that he 
knew Jobn A, Walsh. He first met him in the 
Spring of 1878. He was asked if Mr. Walsh had 
ever paid him $1,000 on account of Gen. Brady, but 
an objection was made. Mr. Wilson said he wanted 
to show that Brady had never owed Buell 
money, and that the only money paid 
to Buell by Walsh was in return for 
services rendered by witness te Walsh with 
which Gen. Brady had been in no wise connected. 
The objection of the prosecution was based on the 
fact that Buell had only been referred to directly 
by Walsh upon his cross-examination. After hear- 
ing argument upon the point, the court decided to 
admit the testimony. It was proper, he said, as 
showing the nature of the debt. If Walsh could 
be contradicted on that point, he would be contra- 
dicted ina very important partof his testimony. 
This matter was different from that decided a few 
days ago. Petersen could not have contradicted 
Walsh, but perhaps Buellcould. If Walsh cculd be 
contradicted at all, it was upona material fact, 
brought out in cross-examination. In answer to 
the question, Mr. Buell said that Gen. Brady never 
owea him $1,000. He had never had an account 
with Gen. Brady. Walsh had paid witness $1,000 
for services rendered in connection with an inves- 
tigation going on calculated to injure Walah’s con- 
tract. He did not personally know Gen. Brady at 
that time, and he was not connected with the mat- 
ter. Only one payment: of $1,000 had been made to 
him by Walsh. 

Cross-examined—The investigation he referred 
to had been made by a sub-committee of the House 
Committee on Appropriations In December, 1879, 
and January, February, and March, 1880. The in- 
vestigation had resulted from a civil suit instituted 
by Walsh. He had been on pleasant terms with 
Walsh for some time before that investigation, and 
had done what he could to help him in his trouble. 
Mr. Walsh was one of the principle witnesses before 
that committee. Brady was also before them. 
He had read the testimony taken by that commit- 
tee. Witness was then pnnting clerk of the Sen- 
ate. He was on friendly terms with'Mr. Blackburn, 
and had at onetime been clerk of his committee. 
He first became personally acquainted with Gen. 
Brady in February, 1880. Gen. Brady never trans- 
ferred to him or gave him an interest {n any rail- 
road stock, nor had he drawn dividends upon such 
stock. He kuew Mr. Nelson, correspondent of the 
Boston Fost, and had Known him for several years. 
Had never stated to Nelson or any one else that 
Brady had solicited his services as a newspaper man 
in any particular. Didn't know whether ne had 
said that Brady had asked him to write 
for him. Mr, Merrick then asked the witness 
if Brady had ever asked him to write 
forhim, Objection was made because the ques- 
tion was too broad. He did not tell Nelson in the 
Winter of 1880 that Brady had asked him to write 
for him, and did not believe that he had ever said 
anything of that kind to him. Hedid not re- 
member having any conversation with Nelson in 
Lafayette Park, in this city. He had written arti- 
cles in defense of Gen. Brady in 1880-81, and he did 
not remember having any conversation with Mr. 
Nelson on that subject. He did not tell Nelson 
that Brady was so well pleased witn his services 
that he was about totake him into a deal on Chat- 


tanooga stock. He was asked if, in any conversa- 
tion with Nelson, in the Winter of 1880-81,he had told 
him that be was to be interested with Brady in Nash- 
ville and Chattanooga stock. He said he could not 
remember. The court said no man of average in- 


telligence could forget such a transaction, and the 
witness must give a positive answer. Mr. Buell 
said that if he was to be expeeted to remember the 
details of every conversation held within two years 
he must confess that he was nota man of average 
intelligence. Judge Wylie, in an angry manner, 
informed Mr. Buell that he would be treated as 
other witnesses were, and would not be allowed to 
return evasive answers. He must reply to the ques- 
tion. The witness theo said he had never told 
Nelson any such thing. He never told Nelson that 
Brady agreed to find the margin for him so that he 
might go into the deal. He might have told some 
persons that he had made money on stock specula- 
tions, but he had never mentioned Nashville and 
Chattanooga in that connection because he never 
held any of that stock. Witness finally said pvosi- 
tively that he had never had a stock transaction 
with Gen. Brady. Walsh had paid him to further 
the passage of the Post Office Deficiency bill. Mon- 
roe Saulsbury, another contractor, had also paid 
him for the same thing. 

Gen. Henkle inte: rupted at this point, and asked 
the court to direct the witness not to answer such 
gaa as would tend to discredit or disgrace 
im, 

Mr. Merrick said he might be directed to refrain 
— auswering questions which might criminate 

im. 

The witness said he thought it should go into 
the record that he had resigned his position as 
committee clerk before receiving these re- 
tainers. Witness had received a_ letter 
from Don Piatt in June, 1881, warning him that he 
was to be indicted for receiving bribes from 
Grady and giving Gen. H. V. Boynton as his 
authority, Witness then saw Gen. Boynton, and in 
the conversation which ensued he had told Gen. 
Boynton that the law only forbade executive offi- 
cers of Congress from holding interests in any claim 
before Congress. It did nut matter any way, said 
the witness, because he was not an executive 
ofticer when he received the money. Witness had 
been in Walsh's debt for some time; in fact, he had 
never been out of debt to him until the date of 
their settlement. He had resigned his position as 

rinting clerk of the Senate after the Congressional 

nvestigation into the star route matter. His 
resignation had been held in Col. Burch’s hands for 
six weeks, however, before he was relieved. Wit- 
ness’s first personal acquaintance with Brady was 
in February, 1880, but he had an indistinct remern- 
brance of baving been introduced to him by Goy. 
Morton at the Ebbitt House in 1876, Witness sa‘d 
he was now engaged in writing forthe Critic and 
Capital. He was not really the editor of the latter 
paper; supposed that Gen. Brady owned a control- 
ling interest in the Capita/. Witness had formerly 
owned a controlling interest inthe Capital, andhad 
been continued in his position on the paper by 
Gen. Brady. Gen. Brady held an interest in the 
Critic for money lent. Witness knew that the 
money had been lent because he, (the witness,) 
with others, had bought and reorganized the 
Critic, and Gen. Brady had advanced money and 
received an interest as security. Witness did not 
know how much of the stock Brady had. When 
they had occasion to borrow money from Gen. 
Brady, as for instance to purchase a press, they 
gave him stock in return, but witness did not know 
what that amounted to. Mr. Merrick asked if all 
of the stock was not put up by Gen. Brady. The 
witness answered that, so far as he knew, it was. 

After the usual recess the cross-examination was 
continued. He said he had purchased his control- 
ling interest in the Capifal from Donn Piatt in 
March, 1880, for $10,000, Gen. Brady turnishing the 
money. He was asked if he had not told Walsh in 
July, 1881, at Welcker’s, that he had paid Brady in 
kind for this money. Hesaid he had some such 
conversation with Walsh, but thought he had tola 
Walsh that he had not paid him, for that was the 
fact. He believed that he had resigned from his 
office as printing clerk in February, 1881, but he 
was’not relieved until March, and he drew his pay 
up to March 22. He did not go from that office to 
assume control of the Capita/, tor he controlled it 
before as well as_ after at time. Witness 
said that Col. Piatt was away, and he 
was only a voluntary contributor. not receiving 
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asalary. He finally admitted, however, that he 


had assumed charge of the Capital upon receiving 
the money from Brady, and after his resignation. 
The negotiations for this money had consumed sev- 
eral weeks. He did not think it a singular pro- 
ceeding for him to apply to a comparative stranger 
forthe money. He bad broached the subject to 
Brady. Perhaps he might have represented to 
Brady that the paper might be made useful to him. 
He had only written two articles upon the subject 
of the star routes previous to his assuming charge 
of the Capital. He had not resigned from his posi- 
tion as printing clerk because of his scruples about 
the law. He had gone to Col. Burch, told him of 
his transaction with Walsh, and called his atten- 
tion tothe law. Col. Burch told him that while 
there was nothing illegal in the transaction, he 
would prefer that his clerks should not be inter- 
ested in legislation. He had then resigned. 

Mr. Merrick—Do = mean totell the jury that 
you surrendered this two-thousand-one-hundred- 
dollar place for the one-thousand-dollar fee offered 
by Waish? 

The witness said that he wished to secure the 
money with which to purchase the Capital. He 
regarded it as a gvod investment. The reason he 
had not purchased the paper while holding his 
position was because he did not believe that a 
newspaper man should hold a position in the Sen- 
ate, for he might be called upon to criticise the 
Senators. He did not know Brady when he re- 
signed, and did not then expect to borrow money 
from him. 

Mr. Merrick asked the witness if he had no better 
explanation to offer for his singular action in giv- 
ing up his position after acknowledging that he 
had no means of securing money for his prospec- 
tive investment beyond the $1,000 given by Walsb. 
The witness rather defiantly said that he had al- 
ready given his reasons and he regarded them as 
sufficient. The witness had stated that he had been 
paid by Walsh to secure his help in having the 
Deficiency bill passed, and Mr. Merrick made a 
searching examination upon this point. He said 
he had read the testimony taken by the Congres- 
sional investigating committee, and had watched 
their proceedings. Walsh’s route had been the 
first one taken up by the committee and his 
duty was to see that it was not jeopar- 
dized in any way. Saulsbury had engaged 
him to write an argument for him when a proviso 
was about to be inserted discriminating against the 
Saulsbury contracts. He had drawn upon Mr. 
Saulsbury afterward for these services, but the 
draft had been returned protested. He had not 
told the newspaper men generally that he would 
blow up the whole thing and gave away the con- 
cern generally, Brady included, if Saulsbury did 
not pay this bill. In fact, he said he knew nothing 
to tell. He had made over his stock in the Capital 
to Gen. Brady, receiving in return his own notes, 
and had then continued in the position of editor. 

The court refused to allow Mr. Merrick to ask 
the witness the amount of his salary, although Mr. 
Merrick said he wished to bring the witness and 
Brady pretty close together, and would show that 
he paid him liberally. Witness acknowledged hav- 
ing written an article published in the Capita/ on 
June 26, 1881, entitled *‘ Somewhat Personal.” Mr. 
Merrick then read this article. It is a card over 
Mr. Buell’s name, in which he declares that if it be 
true that Gibson, MacVeagh, an: others, have 
charged him with having been bribed while hold- 
ing his clerkship in the Senate, then they lie. He 
further declares that while acting as clerk he had 
never received any money, check, or other consid- 
eration, to influence his action, public or private. 
He was asked if he still held to that statement, and 
ceplied that he meant that he had never received 
money to influence his action as printing clerk. 
He was unable to give any further explanation. 
He would not say that he was in charge of the 
Critic. Mr. Helm was the general manager, and if 
he should disapprove of his (the witness’s) editorials 
he would stop their publication. Still, it was not 
his custom to submit them to Mr. Helm. He had 
written many articles on star route matters for the 
Crifie and the Capital, always on the side of the 
defense, 

Mr. Merrick then proceeded, despite the objections 
of the defense, to read from these articles. They 
contain severe strictures and reflections upon the 
prosecution and the court. The reading created 
much amusement in the court-room, even Judge 
Wylie smiling when a particularly stinging passage 
referring to bimself was read. Counsel for the de- 
fense again endeavored to prevent the further 
reading of the articles, asserting that the witness 
had already sufficiently showed his animus. 

Phe court said that in this instance the witness 
had been brought forward to contradict one of the 
most important witnesses on the other side. It was 
shown that he was employed by one of the de- 
fendants, and that he had written the most vi- 
tuperative and libelous articles about everybody 
in any way connected with the administration of 
justice. The court said he wanted to see this 
thing, so far as legitimate, brought before the jury. 
These articles were new to him, although he had 
been honored with some notice. 

Col. Totten said he did not understand that any 
one of the defendants was to be punished for the 
writings of the witness. 

The court said they were not; he only wanted 
the matter brought before the jury. Hehad de- 
termined to allow the other side (the prosecution) 
the fullest cross-examipation on this subject. 

Mr. Merrick then read several other articles of 
the same character, and the witness was turned 
over to the defense, 

Mr. Wilson asked the witness if the New-York 
papers had not been indulging in criticisms against 
the defendants, but objection was made. Mr. Wil- 
son said he expected to showthat there wasa 
newspaper controversy growing out of this mat- 
ter, in which the defendants had been in the mi- 
nority. He would also show that the New-York 

apers also criticised his Honor. ‘these newspapers 

ad been abusing the defendants in the most 
scandalous way for the last two years. 

The Court—And for that reason this paper libels 
the court and every person connected with the 
administration of justice. These hireling libelers 
need not be ieve that they can terrorize the admin- 
istration of justice in the District. 

The question was finally ruled out. The witness 
said that none of the defendants except Brady 
were interested in either the Crificor the Capital. 
He was then dismissed. 

Thirteen large volumes, being the records of 
orders made by Postmaster-General Key, were 
next proauced by the defense and the orders re- 
lating to the routes named in the indictment were 
offered in evidence. Some difficulty was expe- 
rienced in agreeing upon the form inwhich the 
orders were to be submitted, and the court ad- 
journed without deciding the question. 
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HOGS SCARCE IN THE WEST. 
<oanineciiiplateditn 
SUSPENDING PACKING 


ON ACCOUNT OF THE 
ECARCITY AND HIGH PRICES. 

CricaGco, Aug. 2.—For the first time proba- 
bly in the history of pork-packing the mammoth 
concern known as the Anglo-American Packing 
and Provision Company, at the stock yards, the 
managers being the well known Fowler Brothers, 
has been compelled to suspend operations, owing 
to the continued scarcity and high price of hogs, 
thereby throwing several hundred men out of em- 
ployment and virtually placing an embargo on the 


sale of pork in all phases. This move has been 
contemplated for some time, as the slaughtering 
of hogs at the prices prevailing is always sure to 
be a losing business. The scarcity of hogs 
at the stock yards is attributed to the high price 
of corn for the past few months. Farmers and 
stock-raisers were not slow in perceiving that it 
would be to their interest to sell their corn instead 
of feeding it to stock, which would, at best, bring 
only a low price, and, as aresult, nothing but stock 
hogs are now in the market, totally unfit for con- 
sumption. That the laboring classes will soon feel 
the change in affairs can readily be estimated when 
it is known that Atkinson & Co., the Chicago Pack- 
ing and Provision Company, and Fowler Brothers 
have shut down and over 2,500 men are out of em- 
ployment. 

Mr. F, Clifton. manager of Fowler Brothers, 
gives as reasons for the temporary suspension of 
work at their house the high price and scarcity of 
hogs and also the weak foreign demand. “We 
are,” he said, “a foreign house—tbat is, we seil 
largely in this country, but our big trade is foreign, 
in England, France, Germany, and Holland. The 
other side seems well supplied with pork, and we 
have simply closed the packing-house tem- 
porarily. It is impossible to tell how long 
woe will remain closed. It may be for 
only a few days, but it may befor amonth. Corn 
and hogs move together, and a good corn crop will 
make hogs more plenty and prices lower. There 
are plenty of young hogs in the country to be 
shipped here, and with a good corn crop business 
will become brisk again. Weare a Summer house, 
and have never closed before. Armour’s is the only 
large packing-house that is now running, I be- 
lieve.”” Mr. Phillip Armour said that their house 
was still running and would not close up. The 
trade was nothing like what it was usually at this 
time of the year, They were not running their full 
eapacity, therefore—only from one-half to a quar- 
ter. In the Fall the price of hogs would come 
down and they would be more plenty. The pack- 
ers whre doubtless cautious about buying at the 
present prices, when they would have to hold the 
hogs for some weeks. In that time a drop in prices 
was probable.

CONVENTION OF THE AMALGAMATED ASSO- 
CIATION—PRESIDENT JARRETT’S VIEWS. 
Cuicaco, Aug. 2.—The session of the Amal- 

gamated Association of Iron and Steel Workers 

at Greenebaum’s Hall this morning was chiefly 
consumed in the reading and consideration of the 
reports of officers and committees. The conven- 
tion sits with closed doors, but in response to in- 


quiries the Secretary vouchsafed the above in- 
formation, and added that it was_making good 
progress in the work before it. President Jar- 
rett’s attention was called tou dispat from Pitts- 
burg, published this morning, asserting that the 
strike will be the principal subject for consid- 
eration at this meeting. He said the sub- 
ject would be considered. In fact, the 
matter had been referred to a committee to report 
what action, if any, was necessary in regard to it. 
Mr. Jarrett said that hedid not exactly see how 
this meeting could take any action upon the 
strike, as according to the rule adopted at the 
last convention all other districts were bound to 
follow whatever course was taken by the First 
District, which is the Pittsburg district. The form 
in which the question would come up, if it was 
brought up at all, would be whether the demands 
of the First District should be ratified and indorsed 
by the convention or not. 

Mr. Jarrett said there were, of cvurse, differ- 
ences of opinion among the delegates, but he 
stoutly denied that there was any such discussion 
or dissent as intimated in the dispatch from Pitts- 
burg. Concerning the telegram that the National 
Tube-works Company would resume operations 
with 150 non-union men, Mr. Jarrett said he 
was disposed to regard it as a newspaper myth. 
Some of his friends at Pittsburg would have 
advised him if such were the fact, and 
he had received no such information. He knew 
of but one instance where the manufacturers had 
engaged inexperienced men, and that was at 
Cleveland, where men who had never been inside 
of a roiling-mill were brought from Castle Gar- 
den. The Cleveland company would regret this 
step, as it would force the association into poli- 
ties. ‘ Indeed,” said Mr. Jarrett, “the tendency 
of the present condition of affairs is to force all 
trade organizations into politics.” 


PITTSBURG, Penn., Aug. 2.—The official or- 
gan of the Amalgamated Association will to-mor- 
row publish the following from Secretary Martin, 
a delegate to the Chicago convention. The follow- 
ing has just been unanimously passed: 

Resolved, That the delegates to the convention do 
hereby ratify and will sustain the action taken by 
our brothers now on strike throughout the country, 
ana pledge to them our best support to bring about 
the accomplishment of their demands, 

The above was adopted in order to set at rest the 
rumors of compromise hinted at in several quarters. 

The puddling department of the National Tube- 
works started up this morning with 20 or 30 non- 
union men, only two of whom, sg the old work- 
men claim, belonged to the association. At 6 
o'clock this evening the men knocked off, 
to report for duty to-morrow’ morning. 
The firm expect a number of workmen from other 
points to-morrow, and are confident that their ex- 
periment will be crowned with success. The 
strikers, however, hoid an opposite opinion, and 
argue that the mill wil be compelled to shut down 
for lack of skilled labor.

YELLOW FEVER IN THE SOUTH.; 
NeEw-ORLEANS, Aug. 2.—A German cigar- 
maker named Johannes Stroh, two years in this 
country from Germany, died at 6 o'clock last night 
of yellow fever at a point on Enghein-street, 
250 feet from the house in which the Eng- 


lish sailor Forbes, who died of yellow fever 
in the Charity Hospital, was sick in June last. 
This is the second case of yellow fever in this city 
this Summer. Stroh worked in Hernsheim’s cigar 
factory on tobacco imported from Havana. The 
doctors are divided as to the germ centre in this 
case. 

Concerning the Stroh case, Dr. Joseph Jones, 
President of the Board of Health, has sent tele- 
grams to the other Boards of Health and to Gov.: 
McEnery, as follows: 

“A case of yellow fever was reported at 25 Enghein- 
street, Third. District, yesterday at 2 o’clock P. M. 
Patient died during night. The Board of Health has 
taken all necessary measures of disinfection, fumiga- 
tion. and isolation. No other case known within 
bounds of city of New-Orleans, City healthy and in 
good sanitary condition.

CxuIcaGco, Aug. 2.—A special dispatch from 
Austin says: ‘‘ Private reports from Brownsville 
state that yellow fever has broken out there. Dr.

‘A SUCCESSFUL LIFE ENDED 


\GLORGE 8. LELAND DIES FROM LIN. 
FLAMMATORY RHEUMATISM. 
OUTLINES OF THE LIFE OF THE WELL- 

KNOWN HOTEL MANAGER—A SUCCESs8- 
FUL CAREER FROM HIS BOYHOOD—A 
HOTEL CLERK, A CATTLE-RAISER, AND 

AN ARMY OFFICER. 


George S. Leland, one of the proprietors of 
‘the Sturtevant House, died in the hotel yesterday 
morning, at 8:30, after an illness of about four 
weeks, in the forty-fourth year of his age. The 
‘disease from which Mr. Leland suffered was inflam- 
matory rheumatism, which he inheritea from his 
mother. He had been subject to prostrating at- 
tacks since his early manhood, but the disease wag 
not considered very dangerous, and his sudden 
death was a surprise to his friends and his physi- 
cians alike. On Tuesday evening, at 8 o’clock, Drs. 
Clark, Buckley, Mumford, and Tucker, who were 
attending him, made a thorough examination of 
the sick man, and held a consultation lasting for 
an hour. At its conclusion they told War- 
ren Leland, his uncle, and Jerome Leland, 
his brother, that they apprehended no 
immediate danger, and that there were 
strong grounds for hope that Mr. Leland would re- 
cover. Within 12 houre after this announcement 
the patient was dead. He leaves one son, Jerome, 
& boy 8 years of age, who resembles his father 
very much both in person and manners. The Rey. 
Dr. Houghton, of the Church of the Transtfigura- 
tion, will perform the funeral services in the 
Sturtevant House at 12 o'cleck tu-morrow, and the 
body will be taken to Woodlawn on a special train 
leaving the Grand Central Depot at 2 o’clock, 
where it will be interred beside the remains of the 
wife of the deceased, All Mr, Leland’s brothers 
except one, Charles E. Leland, Jr.. whois nowin Eu- 
rope, will be present at the funeral, as weli as his 
uncles Warren and Charies Leland. 

George 8S. Leland was one of the most popular 
of the popular Leland brothers, whose hotels have 
wade them known from one end of the continent 
to the other. He was the son of Aaron P. Leland, 
and was born in Landgrove, Bennington County, 
Vt., Oct. 16, 1888. When George was a very smail 
boy bis father removed to Cleveland, Ohio, and 
here he was educated. He was a born hotel man, 
like most of the family, and in 1850, at the age of 
12, he was sent to this City to his un- 
cle, Simeon Leland, who at that time was pro- 

wrietor of the old Clinton Hotel, which stood at 

eekman and Nassau streets, on the ground now 
occupied by the new Kelly Building. Here he 
learned the rudiments of the business which he 
was to follow through most of his life, and, like 
most successful men, he began at the bottom of 
the ladder. He worked for his uncle as office boy, 
and was so quick and apt in learning the business 
in all its details that in 1852, when the Metro- 
politan Hotel was opened by Simeon, Charles, 
uid Warren Leland, he was given the po- 
ston of clerk in that great caravansary. 
Here he served for eight years, and during that 
time his acquaintance with men from all parts of 
the world was extended, and he made hosts of 
warm friends and admirers. He was industrious, 
sober, and steadily attentive to business, but at the 
same time of so genial and kindly a nature that the 
transaction of business with him was always a 
pleasure, and his presence in the house added 
xreatly to the attractiveness of his uncies’ hotel. 
The clerk George will long be remembered by the 
older patrons of the Metropolitan, even by those 
who never saw him after he became a hotel man- 
ager himself. Ten vears of steady, laborious work 
entitled George to a little change of labor, and the 
opportunity came to him in 1860. His uncle, 
Major William Leland, owned a ranch of several 
thousand acres in Texas, near San Antonio, upon 
which he raised great flocks of sheep and herds of 
cattle and horses. The management of this ranch 
was intrusted to George, and he remained upon it 
for one year, keeping it in perfect order and add- 
ing materially to its vaine by his judicious manage- 
meut. At this time the symptoms of the disease 
which ended in his death had shown themselves, 
aud be had suffered at times severely, but it 
was hoped and believed that his life in 
Texas might have a_ beneficial effect, and, 
perhaps, eradicate the seeds of the rheumatism 
entirely. It was a rough, out-of-door, healthy 
life, and he was in the saddle a good part of his 
time. In 1861, withthe breaking out of the war, 
he determined to jointhe Army. His experience 
in the management of hotels made him an emi- 
nently fit man for the commissary department, 
and in the very beginning of hostilities President 
Lincoln issued a commission to him as Captain 
in the commissary department. He was sent to 
Harper’s Ferry, Va., where he was made Depot 
Commissary, a position of great importance at this 
peint. He remained in this position and was eon- 
tinued on duty at Harper’s Ferry until the close of 
the war, baving been promoted in the service. in 
the meantime, to the rank of Major. At times dur- 
ing his service he was required to feed 
an army of 80,000 men, but his arrangemeuts were 
so good and his system so perfect that the work 
was alway done to the satisfactionof all, and Ma- 
jor Leland was held in high esteem by soldiers and 
officers of the Army alike. During the war Har- 
eee Ferry was several times raided by the rebels, 
sut the commissary stores were always saved by 
the Depot Commissary, who removed them to 
Washington, and returned when tbe coast was 
viear again. 

At the close of the war, in 1865, Major Leland re- 
turned to this City. In the Summerof that year 
ue took charge of the Grand Union Hotel in Sara- 
toga, and acted in that position for six years. In 
1s65 be also established a stock farm ef 200 acres 
at Euclid, near Cleveland, Obio. The farm over- 
looks Lake Erie, and is one of the finest in Ohio. 
He continued to make improvements upon it until 
attacked by his last illness, and had recently erect- 
ed a new house and outbuildings, intending to re- 
tire from business soon and go there tolive. The 
farm was devoted to the raising of thorough- 
bred sheep and cattle, and some fine specimens of 
stock have been reared under Major Leland’s 
supervision. In 1871 the Sturtevant House was 
opened under the management of George 8. and 
Lewis Leland, his brother, and this house 
they bave since managed. It sprang irto 
popularity at once and has had a very successful 
career. Major Leland was married in 1873 to Miss 
Nan Ray. She lived but one year after her mar- 
riage, leaving her husband with an infant son. 

Last Winter Major Leland started for Florida, 
hoping to destroy the disease from which he suf- 
fered. On the way he was prostrated, and Jay sick 
for four weeks in Charleston, S. C. When able to 
be moved he went to the Hot Springs ip Virginia, 
and here he gained immediate relief. Last Spring 
he determined to try the Springs again, and went 
there with his sister, Mrs. Wiggins, ber family, 
und his little boy. He returned to the City on 
July 4 apparently much benefited. On that 
day he entertained the veterans of the 
war ‘of 1812 at their annual dinner, attending 
personally to their comforts and seeing that all 
went right. This was the last work of his active 
life. That nignt he was again prostrated, and took 
to his bed, from which he never again rose. Major 
Leland was aportly man, his face beamed with 
kindliness and good nature, and he was the life of 
any society in which he was thrown. His death is 
agreat loss to hosts of friends, as well as to his 
relatives. The business of the Sturtevant House 

vill not be interfered with. The hotel will be con- 
gucted hereafter by Lewis and Horace 8. Leland.

STENOGRAPHERS’ EXPERIENCES. 

The New-York Stenographers’ Association, 
which includes one lady member, closed its annual 
session at the St. Denis Hotel yesterday, and ad- 
journed to meet on the third Tuesday of August 
ovxt at Watkin’sGlen. The officers elected for the 
ensuing year were: President—Georgo R. Bishop, 
of New-York City; Vice-President—A. P. Little, of 
Rochester; Secretary and Treasurer—T. R. Grif- 
fiths, of Rochester. The papers read during the 
day were on “‘ The History of Phonography,” by T. 
D. Schoonmaker, of Goshen, N. Y.; on *‘ Reporting 
in the United States Courts,”’ by H. 8. Stripe, of 
Lincoln, Neb.; on ‘* Motives Which Should Lead to 
the Selection of Stenography as a Profexssion.”’ by 
H. E. Briggs, of Buffalo, N. Y.; on * Pertecting 
Perfection,” by H. C. Demming, of Harris- 
burg, Penn.; and on “Reporting on_ the 
Frontier,” by Eugene Moore, of West Point, 
Neb. Mr. Demming’s paper caused much 
amusement, as it was a satirical essay 
touching the various alleged improved machines 
for the use of short-hand writers, transcribers, and 
copyists, all of whieh the essayist treated as so 
many humbugs. Asan outcome of these so-called 
labor-saving machines, the writer asserted that he 
had invented a machine with the modest title of 
the “automatic interchangeable phono-steno-ideal- 
ographic musical! writing harmonizer.”” Mr. Moore’s 
paper on “ Frontier Reporting” gave a glimpse of 
the difficulties and humors of stenography in the 
wilds of the West, among the ‘* cowboys” and In- 
lians.

According to the monthly statement of the 
condition of the City debt, which was issued by 
Controller Campbell, yesterday, the total funded 
debt en the last day of July was $136,538,807 59, not 
Including $16,109,529 40 revenue bonds, issued in 


anticipation of taxes. The debt of the annexed 
fistrict of Westchester County, which is in- 
eluded in this statement, is $875,500. The 
amount in the sinking fund for the redemp- 
tion of the City debt on July 31 was $39,035,- 
s6271. During the month of July warrants 


were drawn against the City Treasury to the 
amount of $2,123,137 01, making a total since Jan. 
1 of $24,967,395 88, From Jan. 1 to July 31, inclu: 
sive, stocks and bonds were issued aggregating 
$17,100,584 40. Of this sum, $1,045,500 was for pub- 
lic works, street openings, and improvements; 
$640,000 was for Croten water purposes, $497,000 
was for docks and slips, $186,000 was for expenses

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THE WALTON DECISION NOT READY

THE ASSERTIONS AND COMMENTS OF FRIENDS 
OF THE ‘‘ PLUNGER” AND OF HIS AC- 
CUSER. 

At tbe rooms of the Monmouth Park Racing 
Association yesterday it was said that the decision 
in the case of James E. Kelly, the book-maker, 
against Francis T. Wa'ton, otherwise known as the 
* Plunger,” will not be rendered for a day or two. 
The transcript of the stenographer’s notes of the 
testimony taken before Mr. George L. Lorillard 
and Mr. D. D. Withers, who constituted a quorum 
of the Executive Committee, had been furnished 
to those gentlemen. They were anxious that Mr. 
Pierre Lorillard and Mr. August Belmont should 
read the testimony, and that the decision should 
be rendered by all four of them. Mr. Belmont ar- 
rived in this City yesterday. It was said that Mr. 
Pierre Lorillard is yachting, and that he cannot be 
summoned by telegraph, It was thought highly 
probable that he will make all possible haste 


to this City when informed of the condi- 
tion of attairs. Horsemen and betting men 
throughout the City impatiently await the 
decision of the committee. Mr. Walton’s 
friends say that he has no reason to fear that he 
will be * ruled off,” and Mr. Walton has no hesita- 
tion in saying that Mr. Kelly failed to prove his 
charges. On the other hand, the friends of Mr. 
Kelly—and they are unmistakably in the majority 
—say that the testimony offered by Mr. Kelly was 
of such a nature that the Executive Committee 
must ** rule off” the ‘* Plunger.’ Mr. Kelly is not 
a talker, and he resolutely declines to discuss the 
case with any one. He believes, he says, that Mr. 
Walton will be * ruled off.”’ 

An old turfman who has known both Mr. Kelly 
and Mr. Walton for years was among those who 
loitered around the Monmouth Park Association’s 
rooms yesterday. He said toa group of listeners: 
“I am surprised that Mr, Walton, in speaking of 
the case to reporters and others, will insist 
that Mr. Kelly is a gambler and an outlaw, 
and that he is, therefore, unworthy of  be- 
lief. Mr. gy 4 owns 14 or 15 first-class race- 
horses. He has been a sporting man for 
mauy years, has been a gambler,  pool- 
seller, and book-maker, and never attempts to 
deny that, but he has for years done business with 
the Lorillards, Belmonts, Jeromes, and other 
gentlemen who have large interests on the turf, 
and they ought to know whether he is a ‘square 
man’ without finding it necessary to listen to the 
testimony of such a man as Andy Sheehan con- 
cerning Mr. Kelly’s character. Sheehan was one 
of Mr. Walton’s witnesses. He was started 
in business several times by Mr. Kelly. 
Mr. Walion publicly declares that Mr. Keliy 
is a highwayman, and says that there is now an In- 
dictment in the District Attorney’s office against 
him for highway robbery. The fact is, no such in- 
dictment exists, and none of that description ever 
did exist. Not agreat while ago, upon the com- 
plaint of a business man, the proprietors of a cer- 
tain gambling-house were arrested. The business 
man had ‘squealed’ to the Police because he 
had lost some money at a game in that 
house. It was discovered that Mr. Kelly was 
in some way interested in the house, and he, too, 
was arrested. The fact was that Mr. Kelly had be- 
come security for the rent of the house, and the 
lease was made out in hisname. When the pris- 
oners were arraigned in court, all of them, except- 
ing Mr. Keliy, pleaded guilty and were heavily 
fined. Mr. Kelly said that as he was not guilty he 
would not plead guilty. The indictment against 
him still exists, but it is very doubtful whether he 
will ever be tried. That is all there is about an in- 
dictment for highway robbery. Mr. Kelly does not 
assume to be anything else than he is. He owns 
race-horses, and is a professional book-maker at 
race-tracks. Either Mr. Belmont, the Messrs, Lor- 
iliard, orthe Messrs. Jerome can tell you whether 
he isasquare man. They have had many business 
transactions with him, and lease the betting privi- 
leges at race-tracks to him.”’ 
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A CIGAR BUIT IN A POWDER CAN. 
ashes aaiiastsa 
HOW THE EMPLOYES IN THE ‘‘GRAPIIC’’ 
OFFICE WERE STARTLED YESTERDAY. 

Capt. Berghold, of the Twenty-seventh Pre- 
ciuct, sent notice to Police Head-quarters yester- 
day that at 11 A. M. there was an explosion of two 
pounds of powder on the first floor of No. 39 Park- 
place, (Graphic office,) caused by a lighted cigar 
being thrown amongit. When inquiry was made 
at the Graphic office it was stated that the acci- 
dent occurred in the private oflice of Mr. T. H. 
Dunckley, Treasurer of the company, in the 


rear of the business department of the eoncern. 
Mr. Dunckiey declined to talk about the accident. 
His room is one of three or four, separated from 
each other by glass partitions. The soutbern par- 
tition of his office was wrecked. A wooden panel 
near the fioor and the door had been carried away. 
Nearly all the windows in this room and the Secre- 
tary’s were broken. Mr. Dunckley’s desk, on the 
south side, was blistered and covered with a white 
film lke that from the smoke produced by the ig- 
nition of gun-cotton. Windows in the extreme 
rear of the floor were broken. 

No one in the office gave a clear 
had occurred, seeming to be more 
otherwise. One version was that at 
Mr. Danckley, who had been seen 
his room to get a drink of water. He was not 
smoking then. Keturning he had just entered 
the door when an explosion occurred which 
threw him down in the doorway among 
wrecked woodwork and broken glass. He was 
dazed for a moment, but soon recovered. 
The explosion was heard in the neighborhood, and 
men from the lower insurance patrol brought an 
extinguisher, but it was not needed. The explo- 
sion appeared to have occurred at the south end of 
Mr. Dunckley’s desk, where usually stood a waste- 
paper basket and a spittoon. Capt. Berghold says 
that he was informed that Mr. Dunckley indulges 
in field sports, and that the whole trouble came of 
having an open can of ducking powder near bis 
desk. It was suggested that when Mr. Dunckley 
went to getadrink of water he threw a cigar or 
cigarette stump toward the spittoon, and that it 
feil into the powder.

The Dock Commissioners having discovered 
that the property at the foot of East Tenth-street, 
including a pier built by private persons, and now 
assessed as the property of George Law, deveased, 
and John Roaeh, and the adjoining slip used by the 
Greenpoint Ferry Company, legally belong to the 
City, a resolution was adopted at yesterday's meet- 
ing of the board, requesting the counsel to the cor- 
poration to take such steps as are necessary ‘to 
promote and protect the right, title, and inter- 
ests of the City therein.”’” A communication was 
received from Isaac Hail, the owner of the floating 
bath at the Battery, in answer to an inquiry from 
the Dock Department as to where he obtained 
authority to moor his bath at that place.

Hall states that he has moored his bath there for 
30 years under a lease trom the Department of 
Public Parks; that he received permission 
in 1870from the Common Council to occupy the 
position during the pleasure of that body, and that 
he has paid to the Park Departmenta rental of 
$1,200 for the current year.

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IN THE FACE OF THE LAW 
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AN ATTEMPT 70 STHAL A PORTION 
OF BATTERY-PLACE. 

THE ELEVATED RAILROAD’S WORKMEN BE- 

' GIN UNDER COVER OF NIGHT, BUT ARE 

STOPPED—PARK COMMISSIONER LANE’S 
USURPED AUTHORITY—ARROGANT PRE- 
TENSIONS OF THE CORPORATION. 

In ordinary times the Battery Park is pa- 
trolled by only one policeman during the day, and 
at night it is left entirely unprotected by the park 
Police. This is because Capt. Beatty, of the 
Central Park Station, has so few men on his force 
that he can spare only one forthe extreme lower 
end of the City. Just now, however, four park 
policemen are on duty at the Battery, and the 
park is watched day and night by officers of the 
department. The reason for increasing the forco 
at this point is the necessity of guarding the 
Battery Park from the encroachments of the 
elevated railway structures, and the facts which 
have made this necessary evince an inselence and 
contempt for law on the part of the managers of 
the elevated roads such as have seidom been shown 
by even the boldest and most unscrupulous of the 
corporations of this City. 

On Wednesday, May 17, Robert M. Gallaway, 
Vice-President of the Manhattan Company, ap- 
peared before the Park Commissioners and asked 
permission to build a station of the elevated rail- 
road at Battery-place and Greenwich-street, the 
principal object of which was to accommodate 


passengers wishing to go to Coney Island on the 
iron steam-boats, which start from Pier No. 1 
North River. The application was denied, Com- 
missioners Wales and Lane supporting it, and Com- 
missioners Olliffe and MacLean voting againat it. 
Mr. Gallaway, at this meeting, sarcastically 
thanked Mr. MacLean, who was presiding, for his 
action in the matter, and promised to return the 
favor at the first opportunity. This threat did 
not daunt the Commissioner, who continued 
his opposition to the scheme when it was 
again brought befure the board two weeks 
later. Nothing further was heard of the 
proposed new station by the board, and the suppo- 
sition was that the scheme had been abandoned. 
On Saturday morning last, however, at about 3 
o’clock, a gang of laborers appeared in Battery- 
place and began tearing up the pavements. There 
was no park policeman on duty, and the work of 
excavation proceedea without interruption until 
7 o’clock in the morning, by which time two large 
holes had been sunk in Battery-place for the 
foundations of the structure which was designed 
to support the station. At this hour Park 
Policeman McMullen appeared on the scene. 
As he had heard of no permit having been 
given by the Park Department, and as the 
property under the control of the department in- 
cludes the streets bounding the parks, be was natu- 
rally somewhat astonished at the sight whicn 
greeted him. He demanded from the foreman his 
authority for sinking the holes, and was met with 
the answer that a permit had been granted to the 
Manhattan Company to begin the work. MeMul- 
len was inguisitive and not over-confiding in the 
truthfulness of this statement, and he demanded 
toseethe permit. The precious document was 
shown to him after much demurring and hesitation. 
It proved to be a permit issued by Hubert O. 
Thompson, Commissioner of Public Works, au- 
thorizing the company to make excavations 
in the streets. Officer McMullen took the eminently 
sound position that Battery-place was not a street 
over which Commissioner Thompson held control, 
as it properly belonged to the Battery Park. He 
ordered the work stopped at once, and, as the fore- 
man of the gang seemed disposed to debate the 
question of obeying this order, he threatened to ar- 
rest him if he disobeyed and to bave all his men 
arrested. This threat had the desired effect. The 
work was stopped, and later in the Gay the boles 
were filled up and the pavements relaid, so that 
Battery-piace presented much the same appear- 
ance as it did before the raid of the railroad men 
was made upon it. 

Policeman McMullen reported what had hap- 
pened to Capt. Beatty, at Central Park, and an ex- 
tra force of officers was detailed to watch the park 
day and night, and thus prevent another attempt 
on the part of the railroad to steal a march upon 
the Commissioners. The managers of the Mantrat- 
tan. it is said, acting under the advice of counsel, 
claim that they have a right to build the proposed 
station, irrespective of the permission of the Park 
Commissioners, under the vague designation of 
the route made in 1875 by the Rapid ‘Transit Com- 
missioners. whose power under the act creating 
them expired in 30 days after the formation of the 
company. This interpretation of the law is given, 
it is stated, by the learned attorneys of the corpor- 
ation, especially by ex-Lieut.-Gov. Dorsbeimer. 

It wus stated yesterday by persons in a posi- 
tion to know the facts that Park Commissioners 
Smith E. Lane, who voted to grant the application 
of the Manhattan Company when it was first 
made, had himself signed a permit, intended to 
cover, so far as his power goes, the wants and 
demands of the elevated road; but some of the 
ablest lawyers of the City say that a permit so 
signed carries with it no authority whatever. As 
the Battery Park and place was granted to the 
City on the express condition that ft should be re- 
tained asa public park, it is extremely question- 
able whether the department itself has the power 
to permit of its use in anv manner by the elevated 
railway, and whether, if they do so. a forfeiture of 
the park property would not be incurred. By sec- 
tion 2 of chapter 2% of the Laws of 1700, the entire 
Battery was vested in the Mayor, Aldermen, and 
Commonaity of the City of New-York, to 
remain for the purpose of erecting public 
buildings and works of defense thereon, 
“but without any power to dispose thereof 
for any ether use or purpose whatsoever, 
and without any power of selling any part there- 
of.” Chapter 172 of the Laws of 1821, “To provide 
for the expense of extending the Battery in the 
City of New-York,” vested the extension, which 
probably includes the entire portion which the ele- 
vated road proposes to encroach upon, in the 
* Mayor, Aldermen, and Commonalty of the City 
of New-York, and their suecessors forever, to re- 
main for the purpose of extending the said Battery 
for a public walk.” It is certain that under the 
statute no Commissioner, as sueh, not even Mr. 
Smith E. Lane, has any power to dispose of even 
the oecupancy of public premises. The Park Com- 
missioners have deputed Mr. Wales to sign certain 
permits, such as aliowing girls and boys to play at 
eroquet and schoolboys to play base-ballin the 
parks, but this power, which is all that has been 
delegated, certainly cannot be construed to go to 
the extent claimed by the worthy Mr. Smith F, Lane, 

What would have happened had the Manhattan 
Company succeeded in raising its structure in Bat- 
tery-place can be surmised by the course which it 
has pursued in regard to its tracks through the 
Battery Park. Permission was given the company 
to erect and maintain the structure inthe park 
with the express proviso that the road should be 
compelled to move it on the exptration of 90 days’ 
notice from the Park Department. Such notice 
was given in the early part of last year. but the 
structure still remains. Toward the close of the 00 
days the elevated roads began a suit for an injune- 
tion to restrain the board from removing the 
tracks, a temporary stay was granted by a Judge 
of the Supreme Court, and it has been continued 
from that time tothis by consent of counsel, no 
argument on the merits of the case having yet been 
had. <A station once erected in Battery- 
place would be liable to remain there 
so long as the law's delays could be in- 
voked. The elevated railroad managers, it is said, 
including Mr. Smith E. Lane, have made threats to 
members ef the Park Department and tothe park 
Police that in case of any interference with their 
plans the tables will be turned on the men who are 
doing their duty, and they will be arrested and 
subjected to civil suits. At the office of the board 
yesterday, which was the regular meeting day, Mr. 
Wales and Mr. MacLean were present. Mr. Smith 
KE. Lane was in town, and was sent for to attend 
the meeting, but he refusedtoappear. On the two 
meeting days since the last meeting of the board, 
he kept carefully away from the rooms of the de- 
partment until long after the time for meeting. 

No explanation from Commissioner Lane in re- 
gard to his action in the matter could be obtained 
last evening. His landlady hunted through her 
house for him several times, but was obliged on 
each occasion to report that he was “ notin.’? Mr. 
Lane is amember of the Union Club, and until 
yesterday has dined there regularly. But for rea- 
sons best knuwn to himself he did not appear at 
the club at all vesterday or last night, anda big 
package of unopened letters awaited him. No- 
body seemed to have the slightest idea as to where 
he had taken himself. Neither could any informa- 
tion be obtained as tothe permit from Commis- 
sioner Hubert O. Thompson; he also was not to 
be found.

DEATH OF PROF. LAWRENCE. 

Philip Lawrence, Professor of elocution, 
whose place of business was in East Fourteenth- 
street, died suddenly in his residence at North 
Yonkers, on Tuesday morning, at the age of 71 
years. Prof. Lawrence was born in London, Eng- 
land, in June, 1811, and came to this country 25 
years ago, and opened a school of elocution in 
Philadelphia. Prof. Lawrence came to this City 
in 1871. He had issued a number of works on 
elocution, and contributed stories and poems to 
different magazines. Among his publications are 
“The Lawrence Speaker” and “The Model 
Speaker,” which advocate his method of teach- 
ing elocution by example and_ imitation. 
He had also prepared a book containing a number 
of his poems and short stories, which will be issued 
by the Peterson’s, and for which he had corrected 
the final proofs the day before his death. Prof. 
Lawrence’s death was very sudden and unexpect- 
ed. Hespent Monday in this City giving lessons 
and attending to other business, and upon reach- 
ing home complained of feeling tired. He retired 
early and in the morning was found dead in bed, 
He leaves a widow, three sons, Edwin, John, and 
Nathaniel, and two unmarried daughters. The 
funeral will take place to-day from the Madison- 
Avenue Baptist Church, asd the remains will be 
interred in Evergreens Cemetery.

THE HUNTER'S POINT FIRE.

The citizens are 
grcatly alarmed. Should another fire soon break 
out it is generally believed that nothing vould save 
the city. The total loss by Tuesday's conflagra- 
tion is found not to exceed $10,000. Many poor 
families are rendered destitute, but their neigh- 
bors are doing everything to assist them.

CAMP LIFE AT PEEKSKILL. 


HOW THE TWENTY-SECOND REGIMENT AMUS- 
ES ITSELF—RESULT OF THE MUSTER. 

When Battery Q, under command of Sergt. 
Ross, fired the morning gun in the camp of the 
Twenty-second Regiment at Peekskill yesterday 
rain was beginning to fall. ‘*That’s according to 
Hoyle,” said Col. Porter, as ke looked cautiously 
out of histent. ‘“‘Thisis the day for our annual 
inspection, and it always rains when we have any 
special ceremony on hand.” The Colonel was dis- 
appointed in this instance, however, forthe shower 
only lasted an hour. The State officials turned 


out of their quarters in rubber overcoats and glazed 
caps to witness the company drills. Mr. G. W. Ray, 
of the Republican State Committee, who passed 
the night with his fmend, Post Surgeon Bry- 
ant, expressed his admiration of the con- 
dition and situation of the camp and the fine ap- 
pearance of the Twenty-second Regiment. The 
companies drilled in the inspection ceremonies. 
They were in fatigue uniform, heavy marching 
order, and looked hot and uncomfortable, as the 
weather was very warm. The rain was not sufli- 
clently heavy to cool off the air, and there was no 
breeze stirring. The rifle-range was oecupied dur- 
ing the morning by the men who had performed 
guard duty on the preceeding day. Post Surgeon 
Bryant and Commissary-Gen. Wylie took advantage 
of the opportunity to settle a personal difficulty. 
Gen. Wylie dared to express a doubt as 
to the surgeon’s marksmanship. This was 
resented by Dr. Bryant, who challenged 
the General to shoot. Gen. Wylie accepted the 
challenge, but said if it did not make any particu- 
lar difference to Dr. Bryant he should prefer to 
practice on the targets. Dr. Bryant said it was of 
no consequence whether he shot Gen. Wylie or the 
target. Gen. Wylie offered to “bet a bottle of 
wine” that the Post Surgeon could not make a 
score of 20 points at 200 yards distance. The sur- 
geon accepted the wager and scored exactly 20 at 
200.yards. As there was ro sordid incentive to 
make a large score at 500 yards, however, the Doc- 
tor stopped with 9 points, making a qualifying 
score of 29. Gen. Wylie “went in to win,” and 
scored 37 out of a possible 50 points. Chaplain 
Dunnell astonished the younger members of the 
regimental staff by scoring 82 out of a possible 50 
points at 100 and 800 yards. He made 11 at 200 
yards, and postponed shooting at 500 yards until 
another day. Bandmaster Gilmore scored 34 at 100 
and 300 yards, and made 18 points for the marks- 
man’s badge at 200 yards. Mr. Gilmoro said that 
after his morning’s experience before the butts he 
could readily understand that it was a difficult mat- 
ter to shoot at 1,000 yards. The scores of those who 
won marksmen’s badges were as follows: Sergt. 
J. P. Kenworthy, 40; Sergt. M. P. Ross, 33; Corp. 
J. L. Betingale, 25; J. 8S. Cloos, 25. The inspection 
ceremonies consumed the time of the men until it 
was too late to do any further shooting. Major 
Cullen came down to the City to take up the mem- 
bers of the regiment who have been unable to be 
present during the encampment, with a view to 
the inspection of as large a number as possible. 
He only secured 37 men, however. Line for inspec- 
tion was formed at4o’clock. The regiment was 
equalized in 10 companies of 16 files front for re- 
view. Inspeetor-General Robert 8S. Oliver received 
the review. He was accompanied by Assistant 
Inspector-General Rodenbough and Post Adjt. 
Phisterer. ‘The regiment was steady during the re- 
view inline. The alignments were fair during the 
passage in review, but in wheeling into line the 
order was given too soon, and the company on the 
extreme left of the column was crowded out of its 
position. The band was next sent to the rear, and 
the line was broken into a column of companies 
for inspection and muster. The result of the mus- 
ter was as follows:

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The number present last year was 528 out of an 
enrollment of 675, showing a loss of 42 in the number 
present, and a loss of 101 in the number enrolled. 
The guard-mounting ceremony yesterday morn- 
ing was a decided improvement over that of pre- 
vious days. Ifthe regiment could remain under 
canvas another week its guard-mounting would 
serve fora model. The only important error ves- 
terday was made by the second detail in coming 
onthe line. It allowed too much distance, and 
was compelled to dress to the right about 10 feet. 
The old guard marched to its quarters in a manner 
which excited the admiration of the military speo- 
tators. ‘Che morning drill in battalion movements 
was equally good, and satisfied such stern mili- 
tary critics as Paymaster-General Hoysradt. 
Preparations were continued between the arills 
for the ball, which takes place to-night. More 
than 5,000 invitations have beenissued. Post Adjt. 
Phisterer said yesterday that the’ Adjutant-Gen- 
eral was very much in favor of the reception. He 
had expressed the hope that each regiment occupy- 
ing the catnp would give an entertainment, and he 
bad expected that the Twenty-third Regiment 
would set the example. “In fact,’ said Col. 
Phisterer, “the Adjutant-General was very 
muoeh disappointed when the Twenty-third 
did not do so. Of course, he contin- 
ued, “the Adjutant-General could not order 
them to give a bull, and he did not have an oppor- 
tunity to express his approval of such a scheme,” 
Gen A.C. Barnes arrived infeamp last evening, 
and the Adjutant-General is expected to arrive to- 
day. The steam-boat Shady Side will leave the 
foot of West Twenty-second-street at 2 0’eloek P. 
M. to-day, conveying the Veteran Corps, under 
command of Col George W. Laird, tothe camp- 
ground.

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WORK ON THE GREAT BRIDGE. 

Mr. Henry C. Murphy, President of the 
East River Bridge Trustees, sent yesterday to the 
Mavors of both cities the following report of the 
work done on the bridge during the past week: 

“The work done on the bridge during the past 
week has consisted of regulating and bringing to 
grade the floor beams and bottom chords from 
Panel No. 14 to Panel No. 20, preparatory to the erec- 
tion of the trusses to that point, and the erection 
of a portion of the posts. The six floor beams at 
the slip-joints in the trusses have been received, 
and four of them have been putin place. A iarge 
amount of work has been done in putting in place 
scattered members here and there, as they have 
arrived, consisting of bridging trusses, lower 
chords, intermediate floor beams, &c., which have 
been omitted in consequence of not having been 
delivered regularly and in order. The menin the 
yards have received, assorted, and stored the steel 
as it has arrived and sent it aloft, as required, and 
when not so employed have continued the painting. 
The paving has been commenced on the Brooklyn 
approach. On the Frarklin-square (New-York) 
bridge, the plates for carrying roadway have been 
riveted. The cast-iron fenders for one roadway 
have been erected and secured. Four trusses are 
now completed and the erection of the bridge is 
about half completed. There has been received 
during the week from Edge Moor 191 1208-2000 
tons of steel, making the receipts of that material 
during the month ending July 31, 470 1668-2000 
tons. The first contract of the Edge Moor Iron 
Company for steel, amounting to 5,500 tons, has 
been finished, and 138 298-2000 tons have been re- 
ceived on account of the second contract, which 
amonnts to 1,064 tons, leaviag 926 tons in all yet to 


be delivered.”

THE FREIGHT HANDLERS. 


—————— 
FREIGHT RECEIVED AND FORWARDED WITH- 
OUT DIFFICULTY. 


There was little change in the condition of 
the freight handlers’ strike yesterday. At the 
lower Pennsylvania piers the usual number of for- 
eigners were receiving the freight and a few offi- 
eers stood in readiness to protect them from 
the strikers. The freight seemed to be handled 


here as rapidly as_ it arrived, and no 
loaded trucks stood waiting to be discharged. At 
the Erie freight piers near the foot of Chambers- 
street everything was going on smoothly. The 
Italians were carrying off the freight as fast as it 
was unloaded from the trucks. At the Star Union 
pier there was a great deal of work going on, but 
the force here did not seem as well able to handle 
the freight as did those on the Pennsyl- 
vania and Erie piers. A long line of trucks 
stood waiting for a chance to unload. At St. John’s 
Park the treight was being handled nearly as rap- 
idly as it arrived, and but few trucks were waitin 
to be unloaded. The Police officers surround 
tne building as usual. A number of the strikers 
spent the day at their head-quarters at Military 
Hall, in the Bowery, waiting patiently for some en- 
couraging news. The following contributions were 
received during the day: The Mayor of Yonkers, 
$20; three otbers, $25; subscriptions forwarded to 
one of the German newspapers, $22 50, making a 
total for the day of $67 50. 

The Jersey City strikers met yesterday. A long 
speech was made by Jeremiah Murphy to the effect 
that arrangements were being perfected for a con- 
solidation with the ’Longshoremen’s Union, when 
all the men would get 40 cents an hour instead of 
20, and the railroads would either have to come to 
terms or see alithe freight sail away from their 
docks. President McNamara charged Richard 
Dooley with selling 110 picnic tickets and retaining 
the money. Dooley said he was entitled to the 
money, as he had not received anything from the 
union, and his family were starving. The Secre- 
tary said he had paid Dooley $10, which was as 
much as was given to any member at onetime, and 
since then he had made no application for relief. 
The Secretary was instructed to demand the money 
from Dooiey, and if he refused to settle to prose- 
cute him to the utmost extent ofthe law. Yester- 
day’s contributions amounted to $50. 

A mass-meeting of laboring men was held at the 
Falls in Paterson Jast night to express sympathy 
with the striking freight handlers. The meeting 
was addressed by several speakers from New-York 


and elsewhere.

REDUCING GOVERNMENT EXPENSES. 

Gen. Woodford, United States Attorney for 
this district, has received a letter from Attorney-

the reduction of expenses, Gen. Woodford wrote
